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and we're going to keep monitoring cbs news continuing coverage of today's attack on america hello i'm 
ernie anastos i'm angela ray shortly before 9 this morning a passenger jet crashed into the world trade center 
and it touched off a chain reaction of events that would result in four downed planes the collapse of both 
world trade center towers along with trade center building seven that attack didn't end there one section of 
the pentagon was also taken out cbs 2 has comprehensive team coverage of today's disastrous events 
here's the latest information we have on today's massive and devastating terrorist attack explosions are 
lighting up the dark skies over cabal afghanistan the bombing began sometime around 2 30 in the morning 
and came in rapid succession in the vicinity of the airport now large plumes of smoke and raging fires dot the 
horizon that's right now cnn is reporting that the rebel group northern alliance has claimed responsibility for 
the attack it is believed that terrorist osama bin laden lives in that country eight hours after the first terrorist 
attacks on lower manhattan fire was still raging at seven world trade center eventually causing that building's 
collapse around 5 20 this evening the building was evacuated at the time mayor giuliani announced this 
evening that all of manhattan below 14th street will remain closed tomorrow initial reports have 600 people 
undergoing treatment at area hospitals with 150 in critical condition another 2 000 walking wounded as they 
are being called were taken to liberty state park in new jersey for treatment mayor giuliani says it may take 
two days before a final figure of the dead and the injured is known president bush is back at the white house 
this evening after beginning his day at a sarasota florida elementary school earlier today bush and 
congressional leaders were taken to secure locations and the government evacuated federal buildings 
across the capital the government has also sent out search and rescue teams to new york and called in 
volunteer doctors and nurses president bush is expected to address the nation 
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address the nation at or before nine o'clock okay that is the latest that we have right now and a lot happened 
today very quickly from lower manhattan to the pentagon to pennsylvania let's try to put today's tumultuous 
events in a chronological order cbs 2's hazel sanchez brings us a timeline of what happened today hazel it 
was just before nine o'clock this morning the work day was getting underway in lower manhattan when what 
would become the nation's most horrific terrorist attack began american airlines flight 11 from boston bound 
for l.a crashes into tower number one of the world trade center 92 people were on board just 18 minutes later 
before reality could set in the unimaginable a second plane american airlines flight 77 from d.c bound for l.a 
crashes into tower two 64 were on board minutes later president bush in sarasota florida calls the crash an 
apparent terrorist attack pledging the full force of the u.s government will track down those responsible 
federal buildings are evacuated around the country authorities are on alert coast to coast about 40 minutes 
after the towers were struck the nation learns that terrorism will spread beyond manhattan an aircraft crashes 


into the pentagon one side of the structure collapses in the fiery blaze quick to respond the federal aviation 
administration shuts down all air traffic nationwide shortly after 10 as the rescue efforts continue tower 
number two collapses around the same time united airlines flight 93 from newark bound for san francisco 
crashes near pittsburgh and united also confirms a second plane flight 175 crashing into an unknown 
location on its way from boston to l.a 110 people on board those aircraft then at 10 28 the second tower 
collapses and manhattan's skyline changes forever as do the lives of an entire nation 
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as do the lives of an entire nation the federal emergency management agency has sent nearly 600 rescue 
specialists to the world trade center they are trained in finding victims in disastrous events we have guided 
missile cruisers on their way here as well as two aircraft carriers to deal with any air or sea threats what 
many of us have witnessed today is terrorism as we've never seen before and even some 10 hours after the 
fact we struggle to grasp the reality of all of it angela i don't know if we can hazel thank you and the outside 
of the world trade center has been compared to a war zone as we've been saying lower manhattan is shut 
down with buildings south of canal evacuated as a precaution cbs2 reporter david diaz is live at the scene 
with the latest on a still very active scene there david the situation holy [___] what is it what just went down it 
was more than eight and a half hours after the initial shock of terror that yet another skyscraper world trade 
center number seven the site of the city's emergency operation center which was weakened by hours of 
flame finally collapsed by then dozens of other police and fire and ambulance departments had joined the 
battle but the reinforcements could not save the twin towers that fell victim to suicidal hijack planes and even 
search crews with dogs had to await the third collapse before they could begin to search for survivors and for 
the bodies of the dead inside the crumpled towers on the streets of lower manhattan sirens repeatedly 
pierced the otherwise eerie silence crowds gathered in knots around cars with their radios blaring the 
devastating news there's been a lot of other things happening in washington a state of emergency basically 
there among the listeners people still shocked by the horror of what they had experienced there's an 
explosion we're on the support floor which is a basement a guy came in running all his skin was out of his 
body oh my god all his skin was out of his 
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oh my god all his skin was out of his body we took him out we run we ran out we heard a lot of rumbling i 
went back in there was uh a lot of smoke we went up like the stairs with the port authority police to start 
rescuing people a lot of people were coming out but there was a lot of people that stayed there we brought a 
lot of people on wheelchairs and a lot of people on gurneys all people that couldn't make it tonight here in 
lower manhattan and tonight here in lower manhattan one thing that everyone whether it be emergency 
personnel or civilians who have been evacuated from their buildings all are keenly aware of and that is that in 
and around those buildings that collapse certainly world trade towers one and two there were people inside 
and outside not only there were workers going to the buildings working in the buildings but also hundreds of 
emergency personnel new york city firefighters and police officers that were below those buildings when they 
collapsed and inside those buildings they collapsed trying to come to the rescue of the people who were 
inside all of those possibly dead tonight that's the fear that everyone is living with here tonight where we're 
live in lower manhattan i'm david diaz cbs david thank you for your report tonight and still more devastation 
followed the world trade center hours after the twin towers collapsed the adjoining building at seven world 
trade center suffered heavy damage when the tower above it collapsed well just before 5 30 this afternoon it 
too crumbled pancaking almost like a precision implosion ironically the building had housed the city's 
emergency management office which relocated before that collapse a makeshift meeting point for 
ambulances and other emergency vehicles has been set up in a parking lot at shea stadium jennifer mclogan 
is in willett's point with the story from shea stadium a staging area tonight for medics and ambulances from 
long island standing by if and when needed over our shoulder the evening dusk and sunset marred by the 
smoke from the collapsed tower still visible even here in the shadow of the stadium in the u.s tennis center 
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tennis center ambulance volunteers are gathering for a moment of silence to talk to pray together some had 
come here from the closed airports laguardia and kennedy where in the name of national security terminals 
were emptied passengers removed from their aircraft as swat teams and canines swept through buildings 
and planes okay we are continuing our coverage right now cbs 2 reporter whitney casey is live on the scene 
at st vincent's hospital where medical teams are working at a very frantic pace to treat the wounded whitney 
you've been there all day long covering the story for us what do you have right now what's the latest well 
right now it is a steady stream of ambulance as you can see behind me just coming here but as governor 
pataki said the best if you look behind me you see the strength of new york here at st vincent these doctors 
have been here all day since nine o'clock out here on the streets just waiting for the ambulance to come here 
and take the injured now right now the tally is 320 55 in critical and three dead we have 45 emergency 
workers most of them have been taken here because it is the closest trauma center to the world trade center 
now joining me now is lenny bachelchuk he's one of the main doctors that have been working all day here 
you said although it's a frenetic scene it's been very calm inside you guys have kept your calm and your 
composure right absolutely the uh it was the first initially nobody could really believe that this happened we 
went outside we took a look at the world trade center ourselves and then we started getting organized little 
by little people came down from other parts of the hospital administrative personnel and for example i called 
the pharmacy we arranged for the pharmacy to move itself into the emergency room and the whole process 
of of of reorganizing the hospital moving patients out of the hospital that were still admitted but that could go 
home moving patients out of intensive care units that could go to regular floors that whole kind of process to 
make space for people now initially there were a lot of 
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now initially there were a lot of critical injuries because there were rescue workers that were able to get in 
closer to the world trade center but when the second tower came down you said most of the rescue workers 
were out and they couldn't get to the people but now we're starting to see and later on through the night we 
may see a lot more severe injuries exactly that's what we're expecting initially we saw our most severe cases 
came in early in the morning starting from about 9 30 we saw severe burns on the body we saw crush 
injuries mostly inhalational and burn related injuries heat related injuries at that time now they said no 
building seven there was a triage near there when that went down it became a hot zone again they they are 
still working on getting some of the debris some of the dust out of the way so that they can find what's 
underneath there and that's why there's been somewhat of a lull here right now for the past hour right exactly 
we expect that as they get as the workers can get back into the into the buildings or into what's left of the 
buildings we expect that they'll be bringing people in you guys are prepared your stamina is out we are 
absolutely prepared we have new people actually coming on in in the next hour or so and i'll be going home 
later on in the evening and i'll be back in the morning and one of the attending physicians is coming in later is 
actually sleeping right now in my bed in my house because he was here all night last night a real team effort 
just like just like patek he said you see the strength of the new yorkers right here yeah we've actually had 
people bringing us food from all over we've had starbucks coffee bringing us food coffee water all day long 
we've even had local people cooking and making sandwiches and bringing them in it's been it's been 
incredible people offering to give blood and doctors calling and nurses calling from all over this whole tri-state 
area offering their help let me let you get back in there so you can continue hard to work thank you so much 
and thanks all of new york thanks you guys in there i'm sure thank you take care now let me give you some 
of those numbers again as i said earlier 320 are in here right now 55 in critical and again sadly and tragically 
three are dead tonight here at saint vincent reporting 
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tonight here at saint vincent reporting live whitney casey cbs2 and as we heard thank you whitney people 
everywhere pulling together trying to help out during this time of crisis yes that's what being a new yorker is 
all about joining us on the phone right now is police officer sam esposito he was in the midst of all of this 
today and right now he's in a hospital bed uh getting treated for some injuries first of all thank you for joining 
us we hope you're doing okay tell us about your injuries um i have ai have a busted kneecap on my right 


foot and i have uh something wrong with my wrist i just casted it up now and i have some back injuries that i 
got when the building exploded tell me exactly where were you at the time of the explosion well there was 
actually when the explosion happened i thought i was on the second floor but the fire department when they 
found me they said i was on the fifth floor so we were on the fifth floor canvassing the before because we 
kept hearing voices and people yelling you know help me help me and we were trying to locate the voices 
and you just couldn't it was just so dark and there was so much you just really couldn't find them officer 
esposito at the time of impact would you tell us exactly what you felt what went on it felt like an earthquake it 
felt like the ground from under you was just going to break open and the whole building was just going to 
cave in and what ended up happening was the outer part the outer part of the inside of the building stayed 
intact and the center floors just caved down they just went right through and all you do is just see a hole right 
through the center of the building and the outside perimeter of the inside was just there and that was all that 
was left and you hear the voices and the people are just you just feel helpless there's just really nothing 
there's nothing you can do you just try so hard and there's nothing you can do so how did you how did your 
knee actually get busted in your wrist and in your back how did it actually happen were you trying to pull 
someone to safety did something fall on you when there was this i i believe from what i understand the 
volume and said that the street collapsed on the outside of the building and when the street collapsed there 
was an explosion which 
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explosion which threw me and it must have threw me across the room and i ended up going unconscious 
and i don't know how long i was unconscious for but i heard the firemen in the fire you can hear the volume 
and like faintly through through the noise and everything and they they happened to see me if the firemen 
didn't see me i wouldn't have got out in the building because you couldn't see you couldn't find an exit you 
couldn't find the stairs you couldn't find nothing there was no way that you can get out of the building from 
the position that we were at on your own unless you were brought to safety by somebody at that point officer 
esposito i want to thank you for the job you did today and all the other police officers i am so sorry you were 
injured i'm glad that your injuries though are not life-threatening and we certainly do appreciate you taking 
the time out to talk to us thank you so much we wish you the best and my prayers go out to all of the people 
out there that are helping because nobody really has any idea of how emotionally straining this is going to be 
for most of us for the rest of our life you are so right thank you so much sir so many brave people out there 
really doing their job uh we need to get more information right now on the police situation dana tyler is 
standing by in the cbs 2 information newsroom with more on that for us dana bernie and angela were just in 
from the associated press a nypd source says that 78 police officers are missing at this point also the first 
estimate of dead victims in the world trade center collapse is coming in a vice president with the new york 
city firefighters union says half of the 400 firefighters who first reached the scene may be dead mike carter is 
his name he says quote we have entire companies that are just missing he says we're going to have to bury 
a lot of people and along that same story line cardinal edward egan who administered last rights to a dozen 
victims said the firefighters and police were quote dead in great numbers so we are as the evening continues 
here learning more about those who are victims to this great tragedy also you know during this day with so 
many people working in those buildings parents working in those buildings school children imagine the day 
for them 
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school children imagine the day for them kids whose parents did not come home yet and we hope yet is what 
we want to say there schools in northern new jersey are staying open late so children have a place to stay as 
their parents are located and in bayonne counselors as in many parts of our area counselors are assigned to 
schools to help children cope with the shock new york city schools again closed tomorrow and other school 
systems as well i'll go back to you ernie and angela all right thank you dana in a short while we will also be 
talking with a child psychologist who will help us really deal with the problem particularly with the children 
how they are affected we still have more to report to you right now of course president bush is back at the 
white house tonight after he put the u s military on high alert today the president's return to washington had 


been postponed with a fighter jet escort he flew to the highly secure headquarters of the strategic air 
command in omaha nebraska that's the country's war nerve center earlier at another military base in 
louisiana mr bush pledged to hunt down those who committed today's madness listen the president also 
plans to speak to the nation tonight at around 8 30. of course cbs 2 will carry his speech live and palestinian 
leader yasser arafat is sending his condolences to the american people for what he calls a terrible act arafat 
had been in a meeting with his top advisers when he came out to condemn the attacks and despite arafat's 
expression of horror at the attacks many palestinians are celebrating them thousands of palestinian men 
women and children danced in the streets in jerusalem and the west bank after hearing about the plane 
crashes here in the u s the demonstrators cheered and they chanted god is great while shopkeepers passed 
out cakes and candy as the twin towers came crumbling down transportation into and out of manhattan came 
to a virtual standstill tens of thousands of people set out on foot across city bridges and an attempt to get 
home cbs 2 reporter kirsten cole has that part of the story 
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the terrorist attack on new york has left a stunned carnage in its weight as survivors try to flee the explosions 
they find themselves with one option to walk out bridges tunnels and trains have all been shut down so those 
who can left the island on foot i saw people i don't know how they came over the bridge but completely 
covered in just walking like in a daze you know and then the streets were crazy this mass exodus into 
brooklyn lasted well into the day until subways started running again mid-afternoon but everywhere people 
are coping with the death and destruction father leo is administering last rites in brooklyn well both of them 
were unconscious in the sense but i was there to minister a little bit in the sense that they were catholic and 
you know you just pray along with them it's more of a presence more than anything else and doctors at long 
island college hospital are working under a state of emergency all kinds of trauma has come in it described 
burns broken bones and while dealing with disaster inside the er they're also waiting for more to come and 
now that the initial wave of victims has been treated places like long island college hospital are waiting for 
the next those who will be pulled from the rubble this evening in kabul hill i'm kirsten cole cbs 2. all right 
thank you very much michael o'looney is joining us now to tell us a little more about the history of the world 
trade center a most incredible building that is no more that's so true angela the twin towers had stood over 
lower manhattan for the last 25 years they had become a symbol of the city's success all that was possible in 
america but they had also become an irresistible target for terrorists a target for all those who hate what 
everything that america stands for we have a piece on that that we'll be bringing to you in a few minutes but 
just an incredible day angela just the the sadness you talk to people today and they just can't comprehend 
they can't get their arms around the story i think one of the things that we

story i think one of the things that we were talking about all day long i heard you say it many people that this 
is really surreal you can't imagine it almost looks like animation if you will like this is a movie uh you just can't 
believe that this actually happened here before our very eyes and i think the mayor said we all either know 
someone or know someone who knows someone who works in the world trade center and i know i called a 
friend to make sure her friend was fine and thank god he was yeah i took a walk a few minutes ago just to 
get a break and walk outside it is completely empty at 57th and 10th nobody on the street and uh no cars but 
we have that package we want to go to you now this is a look back at the history of the world trade center 
there is an empty aching hole in the new york city skyline the twin towers of the world trade center are gone 
wiped away in the worst act of terror to hit america the towers each 110 stories of gleaming glass and steel 
had become part of new york's identity symbols of an engineering marvel of capitalism of america an 
estimated fifty thousand people worked in the towers and another ninety thousand passed through each day 
as visitors many coming to visit the observation deck for a bird's eye view of the city it was all destroyed in 
under two hours [Music] it happened before on that terrible day in february 1993 when a suicide bomber tried 
to blow up the towers by detonating a truck bomb in an underground garage blasting a crater half the size of 
a football field beneath the towers six people were killed and more than a thousand injured but on that day 


the towers kept standing the 93 bombing changed america it brought terrorism home and it shattered the 
country's sense of security soon parts of the city became fortified as prosecutors brought cases against 
terrorists accused of plotting other 
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terrorists accused of plotting other attacks against landmarks here in new york against u.s embassies in 
africa and against american citizens around the world the twin towers were first imagined in the early 1960s 
as part of an urban renewal project the first building in the 1.2 billion dollar complex opened in 1970. the 
towers were completed six years later and they were immense in every detail 43 000 windows 99 elevators 
and each 1 350 feet tall for a time they were the tallest buildings in the world and until this morning they had 
been the tallest buildings in new york city what the 1993 bombing showed was how the towers had been 
designed to be especially strong using load-bearing steel walls rather than the steel cage construction 
typically used in modern skyscrapers the 16-acre complex was finished in 1988 and it became an 
international hub for business home to more than 1200 companies many of them involved in international 
trade now as the smoke drifts across a bright blue empty sky a wounded city tries to understand the 
unthinkable and in talking to people today out in the street here in the newsroom over the phone it seems 
that we all know someone who worked in the world trade center and now so many of us are desperate for 
information on the fate of our friends and our loved ones and as that information comes out we will be here to 
bring it to you ernie angela okay of course the problem right now is that there are so many people who are 
still unaccounted for and the efforts are continuing there uh that we are told of course that uh in order to get 
inside and to deal with that problem those fires have to subside have to be under control not happening as of 
yet but as you know and you can tell us more there's a lot of need out there especially blood well the red 
cross is saying today they have an urgent need for type o negative blood and they need that so much 
because 
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blood and they need that so much because that's the universal donor blood but when we spoke to someone 
from the red cross later they said that they were okay for now but the next few days they were going to be in 
much greater need for that so over the next few days if people can take the time out to donate blood that 
would be greatly appreciated and actually i understand new yorkers have been going out droves today so 
much so that they're having to be turned away because you know too many too many if you have oh 
negative you should really make a point of trying to donate blood michael thank you so much okay we want 
more right now marcia cramer is standing by at an undisclosed location she has been following the mayor 
and getting more information the mayor held a news conference earlier tonight talked about how schools 
would be closed tomorrow and that the urge people if they could stay home tomorrow to do that in fact 
marcia i'm sure you have a lot more to tell us let's go to you right now well actually i've been standing out 
here in this undisclosed location where the where the mayor has set up a command center and i have to tell 
you it's been pretty grim because what we've seen now seems to be a new development in how they're 
going to be rescuing workers i for the last half hour 45 minutes have been watching a procession of heavy 
construction trucks being rushed to the scene of the world trade center so now it looks like what they're going 
to be doing is using these heavy bulldozers and other things to go through the rubble and try to find out if 
there are any survivors or any bodies left to be pulled out it's a very grim task and i can tell you i can see the 
world trade center from here i can still see billowing black smoke filling the night sky and i can still hear the 
sirens as more and more ambulances and now heavy construction equipment are on their way when mayor 
giuliani and governor pataki held their press conference earlier they were also joined by the head of the new 
york office of the fbi right now the fbi is basically chomping at the bit to get to the crime scene because they 
want to recover right now are the black boxes that were on those planes that crashed into the world trade 
center apparently there were conversations from the terrorists or some people in the cockpit radioing that 
their what 
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in the cockpit radioing that their what the plane had been hijacked they want to know what was said they 
want to hear who said it they want to hear the voices of the people in the cockpit as they were piloting the 
plane into the world trade center actually i should say planes into the world trade center again the fbi is going 
to be bringing its special teams in to look for the black boxes and they're going to bring in the ntsb to try to 
reconstruct any remnants of the plane to see exactly what was going on we also have some grim news to 
report apparently at least uh five to a half fifty to a hundred police officers and firemen have been reported 
missing we know that at least four cops have been killed we also know that the chief police surgeon has 
been seriously injured with internal injuries yes in fact schools are going to be closed tomorrow but principals 
and teachers are going to be asked to report so they can develop programs to help the kids deal with 
grieving and deal with this tragedy so teachers and principals will be reporting people teachers will not 
they're also asking people if they don't have to come into the city to treat it as a snow day stay out of the city 
because it's going to be very difficult to travel in the city especially in lower manhattan we're going to close 
off all of lower manhattan and 14th street north is going to be only used for emergency vehicles schools as i 
said are closed a stock exchange is closed and here's something that's really very important they're asking 
emergency people health people nurses and doctors to call in if they can offer their services if you are a 
health professional you are asked to call 1-800-628 again if you're a health professional and you can 
volunteer your services call 1-800-628-0193 and if you're a doctor call 518-431-7600 reporting live from 
some place in manhattan i'm marcia kramer cbs 2. marsha as you know this is a very moving story right now 
we have been reporting various events taking place for example all buildings south of canal street have been 
evacuated tonight for precautionary 
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evacuated tonight for precautionary measures and there are other things happening and i'm wondering if the 
mayor or governor pataki will be coming on the air a little bit later for some updates well the mayor and 
governor say they're going to hold a press conference around 10 o'clock but the message that they're trying 
to get out and this is a very important message is that new york will be here tomorrow it will be here the next 
day new york will be here forever new yorkers are strong we're not going to take this lying down and mayor 
giuliani said that he knows that the united states government will find the people responsible and will bring 
them to justice but one more caution he doesn't want new yorkers to take justice into their own hands and to 
go after people who live in this city because they say people who live here are not to blame ernie thank you 
very much marcia for your report tonight okay angela we have another interview right now with uh senator 
chuck schumer that's right senator schumer thank you for joining us this evening your thoughts on what's 
happened well i have a whole bunch first just the i understand the anxiety of tens of thousands of new york 
families right now who cannot find their loved ones i went through this this morning myself my daughter goes 
to high school new postdivision high school which is in the shadow of the world trade center and thank god 
we found her and she's safe and sound but i know the agony that people are going through have you been 
hearing from your constituency today yes we've been hearing from people um we if i can get it un we have a 
phone number that people can call if they have someone missing uh that phone number and maybe you can 
post it is 1-800-331-0075 if you Know many of the lower floors of the word world trade center were 
successfully evacuated we've heard of people on the 60s 70s and even low 80s floors who managed to who 
are safe and sound so there is some hope but uh we're saying a lot of prayers i did also speak to the 
president he called me several hours ago ina 
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he called me several hours ago in a gracious move and he asked me to assure all new yorkers that the 
federal government would stand behind new york in every way with rescue with recovery with the kinds of 
kind of help we're going to need on into not the next weeks or months but next year's to deal with the 
devastation and he also wanted to assure me to assure new yorkers that he would go after these terrorists 
and find out who did this and make them play an awful price and redouble our efforts so that we do more in 
the future we've been i think we've been relaxed in terms of fighting terrorism we have countries like iran and 
iraq and syria who who do it on a daily basis and we don't do them enough about them and we need the help 


of the europeans to do it as well senator while you're on that uh as you know there had been reports earlier 
about a possible us attack on afghanistan but a senior u.s official tonight says that that is not a u.s strike i'm 
wondering if you could just tell us a little bit more about that from your vantage point yes i mean look we 
know that bin laden is somebody who has aimed terrorism and has the blood of many americans on his 
hands and while they haven't made a definitive conclusion signs point to him as the person who did this we'll 
know a lot more shortly but we've let this man and we've let the afghanistan taliban regime keep him there 
and we can't do that anymore you know technology it's no longer this was like a 21st century pearl harbor 
right it you know it's different in that it's not a country but a group and they aim at civilians not at military 
targets which are much better protected but it's the same kind of violation of the united states our people our 
honor our sanctity senator schumer you are in washington d.c right now correct i'm trying to get to new york i 
just can't yet and you know i can be on a plane but i would take the place of a rescue worker wait till they get 
up here yeah what's the mood in dc i mean the pentagon the pentagon there is everyone is shaken the only 
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there is everyone is shaken the only good that can come out of this the partisanship which has been so 
endemic in washington seems to be gone i've had meetings with my colleagues and hug hugs and you know 
everyone assures us that a we're going to do all we can for new york and b we're going to unite behind the 
president in terms of the actions that have to be taken and i say that as a democrat who has not always 
agreed with president bush but like after pearl harbor the whole country has to unite okay senator chuck 
schumer thank you very much for joining us live from washington tonight with your assessment of what's 
been going on here all day and of course uh what's ahead for the next couple of days thank you senator 
schumer and we're going to join the junior senator from new york hillary rodham clinton we understand she's 
speaking live okay we don't have that yet when we do we'll bring it to you in the meantime now we're going to 
take you out to st vincent's hospital in whitney casey whitney well that's right out here tonight as you can see 
the governor has been here the mayor has been here the police commissioner they all have said just what 
you see behind me is the strength of new york hundreds of emergency workers nurses doctors out here all 
day since nine o'clock this morning waiting on emergency vehicles pulling up here taking care of the 
wounded the sick the injured anyone who is showing up here taking blood there have been 350 people that 
have come here all day donating blood new yorkers are very much bonding together here tonight the 
numbers we have here 320 now here at st vincent's 55 in critical condition and three are dead now because 
this is so close the closest trauma center to the world trade center we've had 45 emergency workers that 
have been admitted here mostly minor injuries are telling us cornea abrasions because of all of that glass 
and soot in the air there they've had to come here now mayor giuliani ordered some goggles for the rest of 
the workers there about an hour ago there was a huge lull here because we're told that after tower 7 went 
down that a lot of people were in the area 
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that a lot of people were in the area but they couldn't reach anyone because of all that was going on there 
and now they said that the smoke has cleared and some of the debris and dust has cleared that they're 
down there pulling bodies out and that we will see a lot more going on here here at saint vincent's 
unfortunately later into the night we will certainly keep you updated but again those numbers sadly 320 
tonight here 55 in critical condition three dead there have been some that have been treated only about a 
dozen and sent home now my colleague rose walia has been at bellevue the other trauma center that is 
closest to the world trade center that has been taking and she filed this report [Music] it was obvious it was 
under attack and when the attack was over thousands lay injured and a symbol of might recognized 
throughout the world destroyed forever in the morning hours the fdr was shut down to motorists to allow 
emergency vehicles to respond quickly then the ambulances poured into hospitals throughout new york 
hundreds were treated for critical injuries broken bones and others were dead on arrival the number killed 
though still unknown and hospital officials expect the worst is yet to come we're going to see probably very 
very critical patients with tremendous crush injuries tremendous traumatic injuries as they explore the area 
and find people in this disastrous place we really need your help though we need your blood as word of the 


catastrophe reached the public throngs of residents lined up to donate their blood you have to be realistic 
and you know you got to let you know cops and farmers do their job and you know as an individual this is 
probably the best thing i can do for just stay out of the way and just give blood but by 4 this afternoon donors 
were being turned away because so many turned out to do what they could to help they are stocked 
completely here they've got no more room to store blood so come back tomorrow considering the scale of 
the disaster hospital officials say they have dealt 
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hospital officials say they have dealt with the situation well in addition to patients going to hospitals many 
doctors nurses and other staff members were transported to the scene itself to aid victims because those 
victims could not be removed and officials say they're not exactly sure when they'll stop helping victims 
through their emotional and physical trauma rose wallia cbs 2. of course rose or her report and also whitney 
casey talking about how many of the hospitals in new york basically turned into trauma centers today the 
figures that we had from whitney 320 she said injured at st vincent's hospital with 55 critical that's the latest 
information we have on that todd mcdermott is joining us now in the cbs2 information center with some new 
info todd ernie angela first it's the name that's been on all our lips since this morning osama bin laden u.s 
intelligence is now piecing together the case linking bin laden that renegade saudi prince a rich saudi man to 
the unspeakable crimes that have occurred in this country on this day they come from two different sources 
and intercepted communications between two of bin laden's people and the cell phone calls made from 
several aircraft in the moments before the crash at the world trade center and the pentagon first u.s 
intelligence intercepted communications between two bin laden supporters discussing the attacks on the 
trade center and the pentagon and that's according to utah senator orrin hatch again orrin hatch says the u.s 
intelligence has nailed down this communication he is the top republican on the senate judiciary committee 
they also have some interceptive information that included people associated with bin laden who 
acknowledged a couple of targets were hit again after the fact saying they had hit some of their targets hatch 
said this in an interview a short time ago he declined to be more specific also he says law enforcement has 
data possibly linking one of the people on the flights to bin laden's organization again government industry 
officials say at least one flight attendant and two passengers called from three of those planes as 
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called from three of those planes as they were being forced down in new york and in washington at the 
pentagon each describing similar circumstances the callers indicated hijackers were armed with knives in 
some cases they actually stabbed flight attendants to control the plane and forced them down as you know 
two planes struck the world trade center a third plane hit the pentagon a fourth plane went down in western 
pennsylvania it's believed that plane was bound for camp david the weekend white house in maryland again 
it appears the us is piecing together a case linking osama bin laden to the terrorist attacks here today on u.s 
soil despite the taliban in afghanistan where bin laden has been in hiding for some time being harbored u s 
government beliefs by the taliban denying the fact that bin laden could possibly be involved in this wide- 
ranging a terrorist attack now i want to show you some videotape of the aftermath of the attack we are talking 
about first we'll go down to vesey and church street if we can these are people who are either on the street 
who are escaped from the building in the moments after the building's collapse you are on the street at 
bessie in church this would have been somewhere between 10 and 10 30. that is followed by what has been 
described continually as a war zone action-strewn cars blazing fires in buildings people running for cover 
people in a panic crying many people hurt i want to add again these are pictures that we have seen from 
other countries we've never seen anything quite like this on u.s soil this is video of manhattan lower 
manhattan today september 11 2001. we also have a third tape of the aftermath of what's going on here 
again the two twin towers 110 stories each no longer visible no longer part of the new york skyline and more 
burning cars more devastation and again now there are reports we may not know for weeks 
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for weeks how many casualties actually resulted because of these attacks again that's the aftermath of the 
scene there i am told that the streets of manhattan tonight are more quiet than anyone could possibly 
imagine and most of manhattan is shut down ernie angela ghost town todd thank you hard to believe what 
we see we also have more information in the cbs2 information center dana tyler is standing by with more on 
that for us dana ernie angela as we talk about the city being a ghost town tomorrow tonight tomorrow the city 
will be joined by as many as 3 000 national guard troops will be in new york city tomorrow morning 
remember earlier today governor george pataki giving the order for them to come help uh all of the states 
new york army and air national guard troops will report to their duty stations so far 750 troops have reported 
to post in the city 750 more are expected tonight at the main mission staging area that's at stewart air force 
base in newberg new york six humvees will also be transported from syracuse to newburgh with 
communications equipment the governor ordering a full complement of the guard's equipment water tankers 
cranes wreckers loaders dump trucks as we've seen already the city of new york sending dump trucks down 
to the south end to help with the rescue and the cleanup also um the fbi attorney general john ashcroft it's 
important to say again you might have seen this on the cbs news special him asking anyone with help here 
information about the terrorist attacks to contact the fbi via a new website that's been set up it has been 
jammed with uh hits already but i will give you the website address www dot i f c c f b i dot gov once again w 
w w doti f is in frank c c f b i dot gov it is run by the internet fraud complaint center uh ten 
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internet fraud complaint center uh ten thousand complaints about the consumer fraud last year but already 
today uh it is taking information helping in the investigation in the tragedy here and also todd talked about 
this and just more coming in information about phone calls made from the planes one of the passengers 
barbara olson the wife of a top justice department official called her husband as the hijack was happening 
her husband solicitor general theodore olson and her saying to her husband that they had knife-like 
instruments making all the passengers go to the back of the plane also another plane a businessman who's 
been questioned by the fbi says that his son called his father uh twice and that um both times the phone was 
cut off his son making those frantic calls that um he had said the stewardess had been stabbed and the 
second call the son said the plane was going down more of these first-hand accounts from people who might 
have used their cell phones and again the search for the black boxes ernie angela back to you okay thank 
you so much dana we were looking at some of that incredible video just a short time ago from todd uh to see 
that it's so foreign to our eyes on u.s soil and it's unimaginable the devastation and it's just starting to sink 
into us right now uh prayer services angela of course you've been hearing about these prayer services 
throughout the day and actually i had a friend call me today and tell me she stopped over at st patrick's 
cathedral to pray that's where pablo guzman is now and i'm sure you've done your share of praying as well 
pablo actually at two different locations earlier today we were at the new york blood center and normally they 
have to beg people for donations not today hundreds of people spontaneously showed up to donate blood so 
many that they were overwhelmed and began giving out tickets for people to return tomorrow however if you 
have type o or type o negative you are asked to come because you will be rushed to the top of the line as 
there is an acute need for those particular blood types now as you said 5 30 this evening there was a special 
service 
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special service here at st patrick's presided over by the cardinal himself offering comfort and compassion the 
archdiocese always stands with the city in a time of crisis but there was a particular feeling here because the 
archdiocese lost a long-time chaplain of the fire department who was killed in the world trade center towers 
you are about to hear two different voices that together capture perhaps most of the conflicting emotions that 
new yorkers are feeling right now first the cardinal he quotes from the gospel according to saint john when 
christ had to comfort the disciples who were scared when he told them that he had to go now and pay the 
ultimate sacrifice they were scared he said be not afraid have courage the other voice is an angrier one a 
man on his way into the service at st patrick's the former mayor of new york ed koch first cardinal legan we 
are not afraid we are a courageous people we're in the hands of our god and we're a strong and good people 


fear is not part of our experience today you're saying don't treat this as an isolated act treat this as an act of 
war it is an act of war what else would you call those uh who uh send planes uh to uh destroy uh buildings in 
which innocent civilians fifty thousand of them uh are working and then even attacked the white house uh 
and the pentagon that's an act of war now i have been in touch throughout the day with the investigators that 
i've talked with in the past who covered the first world trade center bombing the oklahoma city bombing and 
this investigation and there's a few things that they're looking at one that the team that were involved here 
they had people who knew how to fly those planes that tells them something also how coordinated this was 
that there had to be at least a year of planning in this maybe more going back to when the millennium 
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more going back to when the millennium blasts that were planned fizzled did not materialize and also that 
what happened here uh does have its roots in the middle east and that would happen here you can't try to 
rationalize or figure this out logically they say you have to deal with people who are coming from an entirely 
different place who have been at war all along and that the inner circle of the bush administration the people 
that i talk to who are talking with washington whatever may be said publicly diplomatically in the beginning 
they were treating this as an act of war pablo guzman cbs 2 back to you okay pablo thank you for that wrap 
up tonight from st patrick's cathedral and more now we want to get more on this whole situation we have a 
terrorism expert with us now mika halpern mika is america online's israel columnist he's researched terrorism 
extensively and frequently lectures on the topic mika appreciate you being with us as a matter of fact you're 
here visiting relatives you live in jerusalem exactly the question i've been asking all day and i'm so glad 
you're here is how in the world could this happen to the largest greatest superpower to ever exist what 
happened to our intelligence and our counterintelligence how can we know this was going to happen well the 
first reason why it happened is because america is a great democracy and it preserves and embraces 
freedom and as a result a tremendous amount can happen under the noses of democracy the other reason 
how it could happen is fundamentally the united states is a target a target of terror because it does not agree 
with the essence of fundamentalist islam so you're saying this is not about our supporting israel this is a 
much larger issue yes it's uh it is absolutely not about the united states support for israel it's rather about who 
the united states is the united states represents freedom democracy equality for all people it represents a 
satan ultimately to fundamentalism mika talk to us today now about the mindset of the terrorist this incredible 
coordinated effort as to 
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this incredible coordinated effort as to what happened today how do you see it thousands of pieces had to be 
brought together in order for this to happen today imagine two planes coming from completely different 
places entering into the same airspace hitting nearly the same target but specifically two different places right 
next to one another not even to mention a pentagon attack and another attack directed towards camp david 
all symbols symbols are very important but terror itself is not suicide from the point of view of the 
fundamentalist islamic perspective it's martyrdom mother them is essential and why them is embraced it's 
heroic it's something they can be proud of it's something to be passed on to and their families can bask in the 
limelight who are these people this has to be a well orchestrated organized group because as you said the 
choreography was unbelievable that's exactly what it is it's a well uh greased machine it's not a single 
individual it's a mistake to assume it is it's tremendous movement and movements working together it's 
movements of intelligence it's movements of apparati un apparatuses things that are uh uh integrated and 
interwoven it's also uh has to require specific knowledge i also wanted to ask you about reaction now we 
heard earlier reports about a a possible u.s attack in afghanistan and earlier tonight a senior u.s official said it 
was not your take you're a journalist you live in jerusalem you have a real sense of what goes on and also 
now you're here witnessing what's happened what do you make of this afghanistan situation well i can say 
that it's very very important that the united states respond as whether that they responded in afghanistan i 
can't speak to because none of us know the specifics what i can say is that it is essential that the united 
states realize that they're targets and the only way of responding is to identify the people who are 
perpetrators and to find them ultimately if not they become easy targets and victims throughout the 
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easy targets and victims throughout the world what do you think the president will say tonight i would hope 
that he would support the americans the people themselves give them a pep talk and plead to them not to be 
afraid if terrorism wins americans become afraid if they terrorism will only succeed if people don't go out to 
lower manhattan if people don't go traveling if people don't go around they must continue their normal 
lifestyle but do you agree the us must strike back immediately we have to find the perpetrators and strike 
back you see in israel today people are saying we told you so we told you something thank you so much for 
joining us thank you we're going to keep going here we'll jump back to todd mcdermott with more information 
and an update for us todd ernie i think the first thing we want to do is tell you what is going on nationwide as 
well as in the city as far as cancellations go some of that information is on your screen there you will see 
more but we want to point out first of all that schools are closed both schools in the new york city 
archdiocese catholic schools are closed as well as public schools are closed right now on its website new 
york city public schools are considering that is considering whether to close schools on thursday as well 
again we want to point out again schools will not be open tomorrow but this goes far beyond new york the 
nation itself will in many ways shut down for much of the week because of what's happened here in new york 
and at the pentagon today among the cancellations you know the latin grammys the emmy awards the emmy 
awards for sunday have been cancelled also major league baseball i'm sure you probably know if you're a 
baseball fan canceled games for the first time since 1945 the day of the death of fdr also the nfl is discussing 
whether or not to actually play games this coming sunday the ncaa is considering and publicly is saying they 
are considering canceling saturday's games for college football as well you know the new york's primary uh 
cancelled and the we don't have a timetable yet for when that may actually occur i mentioned major league 
baseball fashion 
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mentioned major league baseball fashion week here in new york we had a crew at bryant park amy stone her 
photographer were there then headed down to the scene fashion week has been called off no information yet 
on when that may return the broadway theaters are dark tonight we do not have word yet and when they will 
be back in business and even a madonna concert in los angeles at the staples center because of security 
concerns was canceled tonight universal theme parks also closed we've been showing a video all day by the 
way of uh walt disney world in florida also being evacuated also i want to point out that donald rumsfeld 
secretary of defense actually predicted there would be a second attack today after the world trade center 
was attacked there was an emergency meeting in the pentagon rumsfeld is quoted as saying that there will 
be another event i want to emphasize again there will be another event shortly after that the pentagon was 
struck we also have word though it seems rather unique for a place that houses some 24 excuse me houses 
from 24 000 employees that we only have reports so far of about 100 victims either injured or killed in the 
pentagon that apparently is because the section of the pentagon that was hit by the plane apparently forced 
down by terrorists was under renovation and few people were actually in that part of the building fortunately 
again uh they're also saying at the pentagon they are functioning normally though they have taken a real hit 
and i also want to point out dana mentioned a few moments ago that barbara olson the wife of the solicitor 
general of the united states theodore olson was on one of the planes actually the plane that hit the pentagon 
and called in beforehand also while this name may not be familiar to you david angel the hollywood reporter 
is reporting the creator of frasier and cheers as well as his wife were on one of the planes that went down 
ernie angela todd well earlier we heard from the senior senator from new york senator chuck schumer right 
now we want to hear a little bit from the junior senator senator hillary rodham clinton our country not only has 
to retaliate directly against those who perpetrated this 
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against those who perpetrated this attack but we have to make it very clear that we cannot permit any state 
any government any institution or individual to pursue terrorist aims that are directed the united states or any 
country uh with impunity so i'm hoping that this is the kind of dramatic uh terrible uh catastrophe that unites 


the entire civilized world so that it's not just an attack on the united states it's an attack on everyone who 
cares about you know freedom and and dignity and justice and and humanity all right senator hillary clinton 
commenting tonight on the situation of course all day and we're expecting to hear from the president uh a 
short time uh from now right now we're going to go to chelsea piers paul moniz is standing by for an update 
from that vantage point paul we are now at pier 61 which most people know as skyrim you can see the 
situation behind me there are lines of rescue vehicles and doctors waiting for potential patients to arrive there 
is an emergency room here operating rooms right now no patience that as many as four or five hundred 
injured people could be coming here now a short time ago we shot some videotape we want to show you 
what that looks like what you may be seeing now is streams of rescue vehicles from all over our area from 
new jersey from westchester county from shelter island even pennsylvania we also spotted a salvation army 
vehicle from as far away as providence rhode island right now this triage center does not have any patience 
we believe because some of the patients that were expected to come here have been treated at triage center 
south of here although the triage center here is expecting an overflow and as we say we've been waiting for 
as many as four or five hundred people to arrive they are set up with doctors and nurses ready to take in 
patients now if we come back here we can tell you that there is some conflicting information about what's 
happened to these patients whether they will be brought here and when they will be brought here but what 
we know is that this 
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we know is that this is a situation at chelsea piers where they are ready to take in patients and obviously this 
is going to be a long rescue effort we just heard over the scanner that two police officers have been found 
alive in the rubble again we repeat two police officers found alive in the rubble we do not know the nature of 
their injuries nor where they are of course we'll be telling you more about that as soon as we get the 
information but there is sign of life out there that is good news this will be a long rescue effort and for the next 
several days unfortunately we will be reporting i would imagine some gruesome details about death so we do 
not know how many people have died so far right now there are more than 600 injured i want to pick up on 
another thing that pablo was mentioning of course type o and type o negative blood is still needed that's an 
important point earlier today the hospitals could not take any more people because they did not have enough 
people to take the blood in one case at bellevue hospital they actually ran out of the donor bags they are 
telling people to show up tomorrow morning and it does not matter if you have a donor card if you do not 
have one you can still give blood as long as you fill out a questionnaire that is an important point because 
they may need your blood again we are outside the triage center here at chelsea piers waiting for patients to 
arrive as soon as we learn more we will share it with you full monies back to you thank you paul we'll check 
back in with you later all right if you're a parent we're probably being asked some very tough questions 
tonight about what has happened i'm sure you get some of those questions tomorrow as well joining us now 
with some advice on how to answer those questions and how to help your children through this very difficult 
situation is child psychologist dr larry balder who's joining us larry we've known each other for a long time 
we've been on our air many times uh this is a difficult situation for adults let alone for the little ones for 
children at what age do these young people understand realize that something has happened well you know 
there's several ways kids know about things one is just reacting to their parents mood so even the smallest 
children know something's up they may not know what exactly has happened but they see this tension in the 
air certainly by school age they know what 
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certainly by school age they know what happened first of all their schedules have been changed and they've 
uh they've heard what's been going on from somebody or other rumor or otherwise so they know by school 
age so what do parents need to do to assuage their children's concerns well there are a number of steps that 
can be taken actually one is that you you want to avoid trying to make light of it and say for example well 
don't you know my what i'm telling is don't lie because parents have a tendency of trying to reassure their 
kids by covering things over when you say don't lie how much do you tell them this you have to gauge based 
on the age of your child and what your child knows and you can find out what your child knows and then 


respond to that but to try to minimize it when they know something's up then they know something really is 
up and i think you're hiding something which is very scary to them now children are used to spending a lot of 
time i know i was as a kid in front of the tv we're on 24 7 now giving information out should a parent push 
back and say you know what today you're not going to watch tv let's talk let's have family time we need to 
talk about something very serious that happens yeah there's several things you want to do one is you want 
to reassure your kids by letting them know what's happening for example you tell them how they're going to 
be safe the president the governor the mayor the people in charge are doing everything they can to find out 
who's behind this and they're doing everything they can to help the victims then i would say and going along 
with what you're saying keep them away from the tv there's no reason for kids to see these horrific sites 
these are really scary awful i saw this this morning from where i limit their face in front of that television 
screen devastating so much of this is emotional of course for all of us and how much do you share your 
feelings with your child you know you always want to protect them by hiding your feelings but i don't think it's 
a good idea i think you need to let your kids know if you're upset if you're nervous you have anxiety you're 
feeling depressed jittery you got to tell your kids that's how you're feeling because if they're looking at you 
they know something's wrong and you're saying to them oh i'm fine nothing's the matter then i think you give 
them you give them

then i think you give them you give them kind of a peculiar message which is very upsetting to them very odd 
for them to hear if a parent feels he or she can't handle this situation alone should they then talk to a 
therapist or the minister or what next step should they take by all means and i think most of the schools will 
have school psychologists and counselors in place to have rap discussion groups with the kids with the 
teachers you know everybody's suffering under the stress of this and they need mental health experts to help 
them and i think that's what parents should turn to you talked about the individuality of the child how much 
you would tell them based on what you know about your child and their age level uh talk for a moment about 
signs that you should look for if if your child is really having a tough time what do you look for well kids will 
get clingy they'll you know not want to separate from you for example kids will have nightmares kids will have 
other kinds of symptoms like not wanting to eat not wanting to separate from you not wanting to go to sleep 
crying okay those are some cool maybe now they yes they may not want to go to school there's something 
else you'll hear from them someone around here just told me before i came on the air that you know we 
hated rubbish the president is speaking now president george bush right now live from washington let's pick 
up on his comments tonight much awaited uh information i certainly hope we'll hear that right now yes he is 
i'm sure about to start talking he's probably just getting the last bit of briefing there there's president he is 
ready to speak right now president bush good evening today our fellow citizens our way of life our very 
freedom came under attack in a series of deliberate and deadly terrorist acts the victims were in airplanes or 
in their offices secretaries businessmen and women military and federal workers moms and dads friends and 
neighbors thousands of lives were suddenly ended by evil 
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by evil despicable acts of terror the pictures of airplanes flying into buildings fires burning huge huge 
structures collapsing have filled us with disbelief terrible sadness and a quiet unyielding anger these acts of 
mass murder were intended to frighten our nation into chaos and retreat but they have failed our country is 
strong a great people has been moved to defend a great nation terrorist attacks can shake the foundations of 
our biggest buildings but they cannot touch the foundation of america these acts shatter steel but they 
cannot dent the steel of american resolve america was targeted for attack because we're the brightest 
beacon for freedom and opportunity in the world and no one will keep that light from shining today our nation 
saw evil the very worst of human nature and we responded with the best of america with the daring of our 
rescue workers with the caring of for strangers and neighbors who came to give blood and help in any way 
they could immediately following the first attack i implemented our government's emergency response plans 
our military is powerful and it's prepared our emergency teams are working in new york city and washington 
dc to help with local rescue efforts our first priority is to get help to those who have been injured and to take 


every precaution to protect our citizens at home and around the world from further attacks the functions of 
our government continue without interruption federal agencies in washington which had to be evacuated 
today are reopening for essential personnel tonight and will be open for business tomorrow 
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tomorrow our financial institutions remain strong and the american economy will be open for business as well 
the search is underway for those who are behind these evil acts i have direct full resources of our intelligence 
and law enforcement communities to find those responsible and to bring them to justice we will make no 
distinction between the terrorists who committed these acts and those who harbor them i appreciate so very 
much the members of congress who have joined me in strongly condemning these attacks and on behalf of 
the american people i thank the many world leaders who have called to offer their condolences and 
assistance america and our friends and allies join with all those who want peace and security in the world 
and we stand together to win the war against terrorism tonight i ask for your prayers for all those who grieve 
for the children whose worlds have been shattered for all whose sense of safety and security has been 
threatened and i pray they will be comforted by a power greater than any of us spoken through the ages in 
psalm 23 even though i walk through the valley of the shadow of death i fear no evil for you are with me this 
is a day when all americans from every walk of life unite in our resolve for justice and peace america has 
stood down any enemies before and we will do so this time none of us will ever forget this day yet we go 
forward to defend freedom and all that is good and just in our world thank you good night and god bless 
america president bush speaking live from the oval office in the white house perhaps ominously among the 
things the president said was 
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among the things the president said was and this is not a direct quote but it's on the money we will not 
differentiate between those who committed these acts today and those who harbored them the president 
vowed that no act of terror will darken america's beacon of freedom we go now to cbs news chief white 
house correspondent john roberts john dan important words for the president to say that we will not 
differentiate between the terrorists who committed this act and those who harbor them uh if this was in fact 
osama bin laden's group who was behind this that message is aimed directly at the taliban government 
though we should point out dan that every indication we get from the white house tonight is the explosions 
that we saw in kabul tonight were not part of any american action the white house is absolutely disavowed 
any connection to those as has the defense department the president also sending out some important 
words of reassurance tonight to americans saying that the government is still in operation essential 
personnel will be back at work later on tonight and that the government will be open for business tomorrow 
and even though the stock market will be closed tomorrow dan uh the president reassuring americans saying 
that the american economy will be open for business the big message here tonight that the president was 
trying to send out was the idea that they can hit us but they can't knock us down he said that we have stared 
enemies in the face before we have stared them down and we will do this again so the president dan tonight 
using every ounce of resolve that he can muster to say the united states will recover from this enormous 
tragedy dan john roberts at the white house now u.s officials are starting to piece together uh the case of 
what happened today and in some instances they're piecing together what they see as links to osama bin 
laden for being responsible for the worst terrorist attack in u.s history that oran hatch the top republican on 
the senate judiciary committee tonight said they meaning intelligence operations they have an intercept of 
some information that included people associated with bin laden who acknowledged a couple of targets 
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who acknowledged a couple of targets were hit that's a direct quote from senator hatch he went on to say 
that law enforcement has data possibly linking one person on one of the four ill-fated flights to bin laden's 
organization now government and industry officials say at least one flight attendant and two passengers 
called from three of the planes as they were being forced down in new york and washington each describing 


similar circumstances the callers indicated the hijackers were at least in the beginning armed with knives this 
day's horrific events began with the familiar turbine wine of jet engines over new york but this boeing 767 
was too low and not in the regular flight pattern it was aimed straight for the massive twin towers of the world 
trade center it hit it cbs's byron pitts is on the scene tonight byron well dana a few moments ago a producer 
for 60 minutes just walked back from the crime scene and said she counted only four floors left four stories 
left of one of the 110 story uh towers at this hour rescue teams are still waiting still hoping still praying they 
will find survivors alive without exaggeration ground zero looks like a battlefield 8 48 am mayhem in 
manhattan we saw a plane coming very low and everyone said wow that plane is very very low come on 
guys keep it moving i was walking to work and all of a sudden i see a jet crash into the first tower an 
american airlines flight loaded with 92 people crashes head on into the north tower of the world trade center 
and then we heard the crash we ran through the it went into the trade center at the trade center we saw the 
shrapnel fall and then we said get out and minutes later oh there's another one another plane just hit right oh 
my gosh another plane

just hit right oh my gosh another plane has just hit i heard a roar and i looked around thinking that it had to be 
a helicopter and i looked up and i saw the second plane a second commercial plane a united airlines jet also 
hijacked carrying 65 people plows into the south tower first one we thought was an accident when we heard 
there was a second one we definitely thought it was terrorism on the ground witnesses could not believe their 
eyes 70 stories up with the building burning reason gave way to desperation new york's bravest never had a 
chance we really never even got to close that close to the building the explosion blew and it knocked 
everybody over less than an hour later the south tower came crumbling down it collapsed the top floors 
collapsed down i saw it brought blow and then ran like hell thank god i'm 69 but i can still run but it was far 
from over now tower two collapsed into tower one within minutes after that we ordered out when the dust 
settled signs of life started to emerge chaos it's just chaos out here really is so the twin tower is poor it's 
amazing it's crazy can't believe this [__] is happening really can the nightmares armageddon right here this 
was the worst act of terrorism on u.s soil but not the first attack on the world trade center eight years ago 
terrorists set off bombs in the basement in an effort to take down the two towers they failed today mission 
accomplished i tell you what it's a sad day for america it really is by two o'clock this afternoon firefighters and 
police officers and paramedics by the hundreds stood by many of them feeling helpless there was nothing 
they could do at this point because the building was still unsecured our main priority is to get into a search 
and rescue look for survivors and then clean up what's left and 
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clean up what's left and we can't do that until the building is deemed safe ankle deep and debris and despair 
rescue workers waited some had relatives of their own inside one police officer told me her sister worked 
here on the 40th floor due in at 9 a.m she was always early she said always a sign on a paramedics van 
spoke volumes we know we have some of the major grass of our department missing we're trying to find 
them new york port authority police chief william hall choked back tears for him this was no longer just work 
on a personal level because i know that it is all your men and it's a business but i'm sure that a lot of these 
guys are your friends how are you in business now it's personal now sir it's personal now we have to get 
them live we have had little relief here take a look at this hours ago world trade center building number seven 
collapsed a 42-story building that crumbled hours after the initial devastation it was the one calamity here 
that was not a surprise police had evacuated the area earlier fearful building number seven would indeed fall 
down minutes after the second tower collapsed we met a firefighter named tim mcgee a new york city 
firefighter he was covered in soot from the top of his helmet to the bottom of his feet he was crying he told 
me that he had lost all of his men when the building collapsed he asked us to reach his wife maria tell her 
that he was okay that he had survived quote tell her i love him dan byron pitts in lower manhattan mind you 
that the world trade center complex has seven buildings so the twin towers went down they're the big ones 
but then the 47-story uh 
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big ones but then the 47-story uh world trade center building number seven uh collapsed that was one near 
the end of byron pitzer's report now building five in the world trade center complex was for many hours today 
described as on the brink of collapse the state of that building at this hour uh is uncertain it was long ago 
evacuated completely now about today's other terrorist strike at the seat and symbol of u.s military might the 
u.s all right we're going to continue with the coverage throughout the night as we follow events with the cbs 
news and dan rather it has now been 12 hours since this whole ordeal started an incredible 12 hours since 
about 9 o'clock this morning a uh an attack on the united states an attack here in new york city also in 
washington and in pittsburgh there are many developments this story is still very fluid and we have a number 
of reporters out on the field we want to get to them right now indeed jennifer mclogan is live at chase stadium 
where we understand jennifer a series of ambulances have gathered for as a meeting place to actually come 
into the city to help out here and not only that angela but floodlight trucks mounted with huge towers are 
arriving right now waiting to go into lower manhattan to light it up for the rescue squads they're assembling 
now at this staging area next to perhaps about two dozen ambulances and medics from long island all 
volunteers right now on standby earlier we were at the airport spoke to you then when laguardia and 
kennedy were abruptly closed and passengers struggled to stay calm this is incredible people people are 
panicking people going crazy and there's not one cup to maintain look at this traffic [Music] [Applause] and 
there is no place for in hotel i have no friends here every in this city i have no place to stay i don't know 
where we're going right now you can't get cabs you can't get cars you can't get on the phone i can't believe it 
in america yet 
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i can't believe it in america yet wow i have a feeling somebody in national security was asleep at the switch 
[Music] got a little complacent the cold war was over and guess what it wasn't these people just come in here 
crazy and all they want to do is to slaughter americans i don't know why americans allow them to get away 
with this the floodlight trucks that you see now are about to be escorted in by nypd all here a very touching 
sight volunteers waiting to help praying and hoping that our nation will recover reporting live right now 
outside shea stadium jennifer mclogan cbs 2 jennifer thank you and earlier tonight we heard here on cbs 
president bush speak to the nation he talked about his priorities he talked about helping the injured uh 
protecting our citizens no interruption of services and business as usual in a sense new york city is coping 
with what's going on dana tyler is standing by in the newsroom right now with more information on the hotel 
situation here and some other things for us some other things as well ernie thank you the hotel situation we 
heard in jennifer's story the young girl you know here by herself there are very few places to find a night to 
stay night a hotel room in the city hundreds of travelers commuters also that's the interesting thing too there 
are a lot of people who live here who can't get to their homes and many hotel rooms reporting no vacancies 
also this evening we talked about business as usual we just got a news release from the new york state 
banking department and the banking superintendent talking superintendent elizabeth mccall announcing that 
the state has declared banking organizations affected by the emergency in the city may close their offices at 
their discretion so obviously bank offices down in lower manhattan affected by the tragedy a pretty good 
chance you'll see them closed but she's also urging those who can stay open in the city in manhattan to stay 
open 
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manhattan to stay open to help new yorkers to help tourists get on with their daily doings and having money 
in their pocket also we've gotten a lot of calls here in the newsroom from people who live in the queens area 
who've seen air traffic over john f kennedy airport saying wait a second we thought the faa closed all of the 
nation's airports today early today including kennedy that is true these are not commercial planes you're 
seeing flying in and out of kennedy these are army corps of engineer workers doctors investigators national 
guard troops coming in also coming into stuart air force base and as we heard senator schumer on the 
phone saying he was trying to fly in but he couldn't get in yet until the necessary uh people here critical to the 


rescue Critical to the investigation critical to the health issues they have first choice at those government 
seats coming in i'll send it back to you ernie angelo thank you very much tina cbs 2 reporter vince dimitry 
was in seven world trade center about 45 minutes before it actually collapsed today i know he was uh 
actually talking about what was there or what wasn't there describing it as a warrior yes as a war zone and 
something about his he's got great gut instincts as a reporter something made him move and thank god he 
did because as i said sometime later very short time later number seven collapsed vince is joining us now in 
lower manhattan vince how are you tonight well about as good as anybody can be as i mentioned to you 
earlier ernie and dana and i'm sure angela by by now you know many of the people that are missing in law 
enforcement and fire department are friends of mine and that brings me to what i have to tell you it is very 
sad news and let me qualify first by what i'm about to say i don't want anybody to interpret that i'm devaluing 
in any way any of the civilians who are lost at this point but i've been told by sources that they believe at this 
point right now they are lost and feared dead are many of the 
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and feared dead are many of the top brass of the new york city fire department at least one of the top brass 
from the new york city police department and no less than three of the top brass from the port authority of 
new york and new jersey that said there are also hundreds of officers and firemen who are unaccounted for 
i'm also told by sources that they are literally going from station house to station house for the fire 
department doing a head count precinct by precinct for the new york city police department i'm also told that 
military heavy equipment will be brought in bulldozers cranes things of that nature to go in there as soon as 
they possibly can and to bring us back to where we we began as you were talking about yeah i was there 45 
minutes and in hindsight i guess what made me leave was when those windows began popping out and i 
mean they didn't fall they popped out of seven world trade center in hindsight i guess maybe that was the 
inclination for us to get out but this is what we saw take a look [Music] when you first saw it and walked up to 
it you heard it as you were racing to it but to see it's another thing what's the first thing that went through your 
head just after initially singing i just wanted to cry to be honest with you it's terrible we are in an abandoned 
skyscraper and quite frankly i don't even know where i'm at i see a sign outside that just gives me a 
reference of barclay street as you can see all around here the windows have been blown completely out and 
as we take to a walk towards the front towards the front of the building here you want to take a look outside if 
you 
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you want to take a look outside if you have never been to war like i have never been to war and this is what it 
looks like we don't know what that building is we don't know where where this building is but they're 
obviously on fire maybe in in there's a chance that they could collapse [Music] i've been on this earth for 37 
years i've never been to a war but i can only imagine that uh this is as close as i've ever come it it's an 
unbelievable so i've never seen something like this you know and i'm 20 years on this job this is the worst 
i've ever seen it before it it it's unbelievable the devastation uh we've got burned cars we have the top of the 
world trade center topple onto the street we have possibly we know how many people are missing right now 
we don't have we don't have that number yet but i'm sure that there is there's been we've heard reports that 
they're just bodies litter industry uh well there's reports of people trapped inside the building but we haven't 
you know we haven't gone we can't go in yet until the fire is under control more debris falling from a nearby 
building the world trade center where west broadway and barclay very difficult to breathe here but look 
around this must have been ground zero where this thing blew up car after car after car buses completely 
obliterated and burned straight down to the steel [Music] behind me that gaping hole that's where one of the 
two towers stood it's not there and as you can see above me the fire in this adjacent building just continues 
to rage [Music] it's a surreal environment it's it's almost impossible to describe again except to make a war 
correlation whoever said somebody declared war on us it certainly looks like it doesn't 
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it certainly looks like it doesn't that building i was referring to that was on fire i didn't know at the time what it 
was i learned later and also learned just how lucky myself and my photographer terrence were that was 
seven world trade center 30 minutes after i got out of there it collapsed 30-some stories i have one other 
note that i just want to put by this is probably the darkest day in the in the history of new york city if not the 
history of the united states but if you're looking for some inspiration just 10 minutes ago i wasn't too far from 
where the tower number one and tower number two went down and i saw a car completely covered with soot 
and on that car somebody wrote this won't stop new york so if you're looking for inspiration hang your hat on 
that ernie angela back to you that is the spirit indeed that we've been hearing about vince before you go 
away i wanted to ask you a couple of questions you were talking to one of new york's bravest and they were 
talking about not being able to go into the buildings to be able to do their work uh until those fires have been 
under control what's the status right now are they able to go in there no not at this point still smoldering and 
it's not just the fires you have to be concerned about you have to be concerned about the structural integrity 
of the buildings you you know i mean you see the silver building over my shoulder here seven world trades 
stood next to that the windows there were completely blown out we don't know what it's done to the 
foundation again i mentioned it several hours earlier you want to rush in and do everything you possibly can 
to try to bring people out but at the same token you don't want to send two 3 000 rescuers in there to have 
them killed by one or two more buildings is collapsed suddenly from the people you've been talking with 
tonight what is the next 24 hours the next 48 hours look like well the next 24 hours definitely looks like doing 
their best consulting with engineers getting any hot spots out trying to assess the structural damage to any 
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assess the structural damage to any surrounding buildings once that is done it's deemed safe to go in they're 
going to go in with heavy equipment they're going to go in there with search dogs cadaver dogs and they're 
going to go in there with hands and feet and shovels and picks and they're going to do everything they can to 
bring as many people out alive as they possibly can vince uh one more question you may not have any 
information on this but the issue was raised earlier in the day since we've been on the air here for so many 
hours what have you heard if anything about biological entities uh there had been that issue raised earlier 
that perhaps anthrax and the like might have been part of this attack today what have you heard well 
certainly there's a lot of concern of that around here i haven't heard anything concrete where there is definite 
spec i won't even say speculation definite feeling if you will that they believe that some sort of uh biological 
terrorism has been used there's all kinds of speculation as to what has happened here was the plane loaded 
with explosives was the plane enough in and of itself to crash in the building to bring those two towers down 
because you'll see the video and you've seen it 100 times it looked like it was a controlled implosion it didn't 
fall over it looked as if somebody put tnt all throughout that building it pancaked from florida floor to floor yes 
so of course there's speculation here that maybe these planes were loaded with c4 explosives or some type 
of explosives on timers that if the plane itself didn't bring it down that charges would go off and that 
eventually what happened would happen but as far as biological uh attacks go yes it is a concern how great 
of a concern i don't think at this point we'll be learning more about that i'm sure a lot of questions uh perhaps 
not the answers that we want right now but in time we know we will have those answers instrumentary in the 
lower manhattan thank you for your report we will get back to you yes and of course the hospital personnel at 
st vincent's they were some of the first people on the scene 
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people on the scene to actually help with the injured people there the mayor has been extremely he's just 
been so happy with the way they have handled themselves and the way they got to the scene so quickly and 
the work they're doing uh whitney casey is there live with more force whitney that's right the mayor the 
governor and the police commissioner all here today accommodating the efforts of the workers here now 
we're told that it's almost sort of the calm before the second storm it's very quiet here behind me it's been like 
that for the past two hours here because they say that they're doing some extensive digging and they hope 
to bring people back here very shortly and they say those people may have very serious injuries now joining 
me right now is mark ackerman he's been here with me all day talking to us keeping us informed about 


what's going on at the hospital it's a lull right now but we've seen this earlier today uh you're absolutely right 
we have seen this several times what fidney the fire department has told us is that occasionally they have to 
drop back stop digging because they hit hot spots or there's other problems that arise they are currently 
stopped digging at the moment we're told my information may not be entirely up to date but we also need uh 
to understand that the i have been led to believe that they're going to start digging again very soon and thus 
we've kept most of our staff here right about 500 doctors and nurses here yeah we've cut back just a little bit 
because what we are now understanding from the fire department is that they they believe they will be 
digging for several days so we're now going on 12-hour shifts uh the the salvation army has been gracious 
enough to put up a hundred cops right on 14th street in their facility and we're telling people to get some 
sleep now and we're going on a little problem with our technology down there of course you can understand 
phones really have been out for most of the day people haven't been able to use their cell phones or 
landlines but nevertheless we are communicating and getting the information that you need speaking of 
information dana tyler is standing by right now with more on the schedule for tomorrow what's going to be 
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schedule for tomorrow what's going to be open what's going to be closed it's a long list data bring us up to 
date well you mentioned the telephones and earlier today and it wasn't just in the new york area it stretched 
from maine uh south to the southeast of the country i mean the jam of uh phone lines was incredibly 
widespread and so that has lessened up some but still you did say that you Know so many people using the 
phones uh pay phones we've learned all pay phones are free in manhattan until this emergency is over 
communication of course not only in talking with your loved ones but just getting continuing on with life 
getting things done as we've all said throughout the day all buildings south of canal evacuated earlier today 
uh stability of the building still crucial crews wanting to know that so obviously those people do not go to work 
tomorrow all new york city public schools are closed tomorrow principals will be in and some supervisors 
talking about what curriculum they will do because this is something our children need to talk about to learn 
to cope with this is not go away when we wake up tomorrow this is something we will all be dealing with for 
quite some time also all catholic schools in new york city are closed tomorrow all manhattan bridges are 
open but outbound only no bridge crossings in manhattan currently the battery the lincoln and holland 
tunnels all completely closed for now that has been the situation all day subway service has been restored 
trains are bypassing stations south of canal street we understand that long island railroad train service has 
returned to normal new jersey trains have limited service out of manhattan and again pay phones free for the 
time being ernie angela back to you thank you very much dana we'll get back to you in a while joining us now 
on the phone is democratic congressman elliott angle are you there sir yes i am good to have you with us 
this evening we also understand you're on the international relations committee what happened today is 
certainly not going to be good for international relations with some people in parts of this world well i think 
today is the day that america uh lost our innocence 
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america uh lost our innocence i don't think we'll ever be the same but i think we need to regroup and rally 
behind the president and uh and get to the bottom of this find out who's responsible and react swiftly and 
punish those responsible and also obviously there were many lapses and we need to find out why and 
congress is going to find out why and i think we need to to plug up the the holes and the gaps that we have 
there were huge holes in gaps i mean aren't you surprised that something of this magnitude could happen to 
us well i am surprised you know i'm i'm a new yorker born and bred and i represent the bronx and 
westchester this is like a bad dream i think somehow perhaps i'll go to sleep and wake up and then it'll all be 
a dream um we have a lot of work to do in this in this country uh there are obviously forces that are bent on 
our destruction but i think that new yorkers are a resilient lot and americans are a resilient lot we're not going 
to going to let it to stop us congress will be in session tomorrow we're going to move ahead with government 
and we're going to track these these people down what do you expect will happen tomorrow we listen to the 
president tonight of course reassuring americans that uh strength will prevail uh what do you expect will be 
happening in the next 24 hours well i think we'll see uh bringing together of everyone you know and in times 


like this in a crisis like this uh politics is not important americans have to all bond together and i think you'll 
see a coming together of the house and the senate democrats and republicans all resolving to to work 
together you know our differences are not very important my strengths as americans are and and i think that 
we're going to have a resolution tomorrow to to support the president and to to to track down the people 
responsible for this and i think that we have some some soul searching to do frankly because so you know 
we haven't had a hijacking in the united states in about two decades and suddenly for there to be four in one 
day this was obviously very planned out and um done by by a large amount of people not

done by by a large amount of people not just by two or three people and of course all fingers points seem to 
point to some of bin laden but um we're going to find out who it is well a lot of people are saying we got 
caught with our undershorts down and it's not to say but that's exactly what it seems like happened and it's 
just a mystery as to how it could happen to this magnitude well i think you're absolutely right you know even 
even myself and you know i'd like to think i'm on top of these things uh we always thought of terrorist attacks 
being bombs but no one really ever thought that much about commercial crashing into skyscrapers i mean 
this is just the nightmare beyond our wildest dreams again i think that this country has lost its innocence 
today and this is this is akin to pearl harbor senator hagel mentioned congressman in another part of the 
world as you know there's been rocket fire and missiles and explosions going on of kabul afghanistan and 
that capital city there were reports earlier today about a possible u.s attack there that was rejected by a top 
u.s Official i wanted to know what what your thinking was on on this situation that's going on right now well 
we're told that uh that this has nothing to do with with the united states but i think what the one thing the 
president said was very telling he said that we will track down those responsible and those countries that 
harbor them and obviously osama bin laden is given shelter by the taliban in afghanistan who were among 
the the worst in the world we had all kinds of resolutions against them when they were making hindus wear 
yellow ribbons and other things and i think that the taliban leadership if it does come to pass osama bin laden 
bears responsibility as well and i think that at that point we we need to strike and strike hard and i think uh 
you know my heart obviously goes out to to all the families because i think the casualties are going to be in 
the in the thousands and all of us as new yorkers are going to know somebody or know someone who's lost 
a loved one this is just going to play out and be terrible representative 
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play out and be terrible representative engel it's amazing to me how this monster osama bin laden is able to 
hide from such a superpower like the united states your thoughts on that as a member of the international 
relations committee well i i think that uh that his hiding days are are going to be over i i think that we will 
make a concerted effort to if indeed it's proven that he's responsible for this as i suspect what does that 
mean are you suggesting some strong military response here well i think there will be and uh there will have 
to ultimately be some strong military response because i think that's the only thing the terrorists understand 
they cannot um seek refuge and they cannot disrupt our society and we won't let them disrupt our society 
and we won't let them seek refuge and i think that that perhaps we we have a better uh feeling today of of 
what the people in israel have been have been going through all these many many months and i think 
terrorism is not confined to any one nation i think all the nations of the world have to band together to to to 
fight we certainly we certainly have seen that new york congressman elliott engel thank you so much for 
joining us tonight on the phone and uh we'll talk to you again perhaps soon well thank you thank you cbs 2 
reporter lou young has been covering the angle from mayor giuliani's perspective and we can't say exactly 
where he is but lou is joining us now with an update lou yes with the destruction of seven world trade center 
that we saw it collapse on tv uh late this afternoon that building housed the city oem bunker office of 
emergency management bunker that was supposed to be bomb proof it was supposed to be the place where 
the city was going to direct a response to an emergency like this and it is now in rubble uh early today it 
became apparent that they weren't going to be able to use that center and uh city commissioners set up a uh 
another command post at a building not far from where i'm standing at an undisclosed location uh to begin 
directing the city's operations uh the mayor then had to bounce back and forth between here and 
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forth between here and and saint vincent's hospital and it took them a number of hours to get the uh the 
usually smooth communications apparatus up and running again uh but we understand now that they are 
now running and we're beginning to see some evidence that the city is regaining control of the situation i was 
over on the east side a short time ago over at the city moore where they have moved a lot of personnel a lot 
of people to begin identifying the many bodies that are being brought out of lower manhattan there are 
refrigerator trucks parked outside the chief medical examiner's office and a few doors from there 26th and 
first at the laboratory for the new york city department of health people who are looking for for folks who are 
believed to have been in those uh in those buildings or in the disaster zone and are not accounted for are 
filling out forms and giving um information to uh city health uh people health department personnel for 
identifying characteristics anything that would help either identify a person who is found alive or remains that 
are found so a grim task is beginning here the city is trying to regain uh control of the situation and we expect 
a briefing at the location not far from where i'm standing about 10 o'clock tonight for some more numbers the 
casualty number is now clearly approaching uh officially the 3000 mark with uh those who were evacuated to 
liberty state park and those who are known to be in hospitals and of course the people who uh were killed 
aboard the uh four planes that crashed so um or the two planes a crash here in uh in new york so we're 
talking about numbers now that are beginning to approach 3 000 and all this is complicated and the tragedy 
deepened for the city by the realization and and this is this is a pretty firm but it is not official yet that there 
were perhaps 200 firefighters and as many as 100 new york city 100 new york city police officers who were 
uh in the vicinity of those towers when they collapse so a lot of people here are dealing with the loss of 
people they knew the death of would-be rescuers one man 
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the death of would-be rescuers one man who left the world number one world trade center said he is 
haunted by the image of all those brave firefighters and police officers rushing past him going into that 
burning building also haunted by the onlookers who were standing there gaping up in awe at what they were 
seeing he moved a couple of blocks away it came crashing down and he realized that in an instant most if 
not all of those people that he had just seen were dead so uh that is the kind of a kind of realization we're 
coming to now the city beginning to try and deal with the enormity of this situation uh and uh we'll have more 
for you a little bit later the mayor is expected to uh give us an update about ten o'clock we're live in lower 
manhattan lou young cbs thank you as the mayor has said and cardinal egan we need to pray yes realization 
and of course the job ahead speaking of that kirsten cole tells us what's going on right now chelsea pierce 
kirsten come in this is actually in emergency standby mode right here at chelsea piers behind me this is an 
area that they have set aside for emergency triage specifically it was going to be created to treat both 
firefighters and policemen who have been injured while on the job this evening what you can see behind me 
is a line of ambulances that is stretching for blocks and blocks this is people who are waiting you talk about 
the spirit of new yorkers the spirit of help that is coming out tonight it is just phenomenal you see doctors and 
nurses walking their way out of lower manhattan the triage teams the emergency teams are standing by 
inside chelsea piers right now doctors and nurses have been walking out now we've also found out that there 
are 300 emergency medical and mortuary professionals who are being sent to both washington d.c and new 
york that is by the u.s department of health and human services that is going to begin to deal with the 
inevitable grim realities that we have coming out of this now we did know that all of this was coming part of 
what we do here in the news business is we cover things as we're preparing for them and over the past few 
weeks just a few weeks ago i 
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past few weeks just a few weeks ago i was at long island college hospital where they were preparing and 
going through a drill for a chemical attack specifically for smallpox they put their emergency room into full full 
out mode in order to prepare for an emergency they had their doctors on standby they went through a drill 
running through these inevitables another thing that was going to happen grand central terminal this saturday 


was going to do an identical drill preparing for this type of terrorist attack we have heard so much about this 
we have been the victims of these types of attacks before with world trade center being bombed eight years 
ago this is something that we have feared mightily would be coming and despite our preparations we still are 
never ready for it as a matter of fact our viewers are going to remember that cbs 2 did a special report on the 
fact that our airport security in many places has gaping holes and that is definitely borne out with four u.s 
airplanes that have been hijacked now also i wanted to let you know that this devastation spreads far beyond 
just the island of manhattan i drew i have driven around quite a bit today i came in from westchester this 
morning and the spirit of the doctors who were trying to get through the police officers who were working with 
the doctors so that they could get through the emergency blockades yet still keep the island of manhattan 
locked down and keep the people on this island safe the same thing in brooklyn we saw a tremendous 
amount of medical professionals trying to get through emergency personnel at the nypd trying to keep people 
in trying to keep people out and one of the things that that struck me so much we were at the base of the 
brooklyn bridge and so much of that debris came floating over this afternoon you could see not only the 
incredible amount of ash but also whole pieces my photographer and myself don jani we actually plucked 
files out of the air from 1995 and we were reading some of these files and what we also found on these were 
also human remains floating through the 
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also human remains floating through the air in addition with those files and now what we've seen are 
massive amounts of heavy-duty construction equipment coming in trying to start dealing with the grim task of 
getting in here getting to these victims getting into these buildings while still trying to keep emergency 
personnel safe the last numbers that we had 250 nypd unaccounted for 200 fdny unaccounted for and we do 
know that the death toll is rising somewhere around three thousand we had fifty thousand people that go 
through those world trade centers every day so there is an incredible possibility for the number of dead to 
rise and this is what we are doing here at chelsea piers right now we are waiting as well as all the other 
emergency workers as well as all of the ambulances here as well as all the doctors and the nurses set up in 
an emergency triage waiting for what will come next when they can finally get into those buildings and these 
emergency workers can start dealing with this level of the task reporting from chelsea pierce i'm kirsten cole 
back to you in the newsroom dana and angela kirsten thank you so much we are uh seeing so many pictures 
on that screen they've been on the air since at least nine o'clock this morning a lot of them being repeated of 
course uh and and we have something to show you now and that is probably you know the the site that just 
can bring tears to your eyes for many people in this city this is our new york skyline yes and those of us who 
live here and have been part of the city for so many years and love this city uh i love that skyline you bet and 
there's something really missing there tonight angela there's a big black hole right there and and two 
incredible buildings once stood there two buildings that the new yorkers were very proud of uh shared so 
much history and unfortunately we had a situation back in 1993 the world city trade city bombing of course 
incident that took place uh and and no one expected this of course nobody expected what happened today 
but this this was the site of those two twin towers and also that number seven tower that went down today 
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that went down today um a real sad note and a sad sight right there yes we're going to go now to uh dana 
tyler she's in the newsroom she has some information on the tokyo stock exchange dana business news and 
additional closings i have for you angela as it is tomorrow in tokyo and we have word from the wire that tokyo 
stocks plunged the dollar was sharply lower against the yen wednesday in as trading began cautiously in 
japan just hours after the attacks in new york and in washington as well as president bush again saying our 
financial institutions remain strong and the american economy will be open for business as well but there is 
concern among economists that the attacks will cause consumers who are already it's been a rough couple 
of months here who've been cutting back that this attack will cause consumers to cut back even further on 
their spending and their spending consumer spending accounts for two-thirds of the nation's economic 
activity also alan greenspan the federal reserve chairman he was in switzerland basil switzerland uh in a 
conference and then on a plane returning to the united states when the attacks happen his plane was 


diverted his next meeting october 2nd so we're waiting to hear on that also uh we've also talked uh morgan 
stanley which had 3 500 employees in the two world trade center towers a statement from the morgan 
stanley ceo phil purcell we just got this we are all saddened and outraged by the attack on america today 
and extend our deepest sympathies and prayers to all of the people affected he goes on to say how he is his 
focus his immediate focus for his company is the concern and well-being and safety of morgan stanley 
employees also he wants consumers clients of morgan stanley to know that you should rest assured that 
your assets are safe if you are concerned about specific positions or operations you should call your 
established contacts 
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your established contacts and one other thing earlier today the faa doing something the first time in history 
closing all of the airports in the country and newark international airport saying we just got word as of this 
evening no timetable yet for reopening the facility which was completely evacuated for the first time in its 
history so many things remained closed and including a lot of things you need to check what you're doing 
tomorrow courts court offices in manhattan employees should stay home unless they are contacted the 
empire state building among many things that will be closed tomorrow in manhattan ernie angela dana thank 
you we'll check back in with you in a little bit you know i'm going back for a moment to that big black hole that 
we saw tonight and as we talked about the skyline of new york city but i think most important we've talked 
about this before the people who brought life to those buildings i think are really important the building didn't 
bring life to the people the people who occupied uh those structures made that entity and they created the 
life force in there and that's what we are going to miss we're going to miss the skyline but we're going to miss 
that that vibrancy oh yes absolutely and that's the kind of thing that we mourn tonight and and our prayers go 
out obviously to all of the families and uh and we sense that as we report this story that is just so highly 
sensitive security has been a key word here today what's going to happen what's happening now and todd 
mcdermott has been looking into the security issues and a few other things todd bring us up to date ernie 
angela we want to start with telling you more about what the u.s navy and air force are doing to secure this 
country as you know all civilian air traffic has been shut down nationwide will be shut down until at least noon 
tomorrow while that is going on military aircraft are transporting people to this area to help in the relief and 
rescue and recovery efforts at the same time the navy dispatched two sets of aircraft carriers along with the 
the ships that go along with them to new york and washington after today's attack president bush uh vows to 
find all responsible in the 
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vows to find all responsible in the meantime admiral robert j netter the commander of the u.s atlantic fleet 
has sent the ships to help with defense and medical needs saying we haven't been attacked like this since 
pearl harbor those ships include the carriers the uss john f kennedy and norfolk based uss george 
washington both of which were headed to new york an atlantic police spokesman says each has a crew of up 
to three thousand sailors and the jfk's air wing has about 1500 sailors in airmen again part of the security 
measure will be aircraft will be on the decks of those carriers and armed to maintain security along the east 
coast especially right here in new york and down towards washington also deployed amphibious ships 
guided missile cruisers guided missile destroyers capable of responding to threats from the air and the sea 
are being deployed to protect our coast those amphibious ships are carrying marines and sailors provide 
security surgical teams as well for the medical needs of those injured and limited hospital bed facilities also 
the nation's military as you might imagine as we've been reporting for hours is on the highest state of alert 
right now as the president vows to hunt down those responsible for the attacks the president as you know is 
in florida this morning then take it to a military base barks day i believe in louisiana for heading to offutt air 
force base and strategic air command in nebraska the naval installation is under the command of nada the 
atlantic fleet are also on the highest security condition that's 188 ships more than 1200 aircraft 37 shore 
stations more than 125 sailors marines and civilian employees navy officials are not giving details about 
security measures in great detail again but atlantic fleet spokesman mark mcdonald says some measures 
include banning anyone but essential personnel at the naval base which is the world's largest around the 


country fighters airborne radar refueling planes have been scrambled according to the air national guard the 
north american aerospace defense command also on high alert tonight the u.s portion of the saint lord 
seaway also closed that's a spokesman for the army corps of engineers relaying that information 
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engineers relaying that information to us again the high state of alert throughout the country right now as we 
say that we've been talking about most of the country being shut down that is the case amtrak has cancelled 
all northeastern corridor service greyhound buses will not run tomorrow we talked about the nfl national 
football league will consider and announce within the next 24 to 48 hours its decision on games this weekend 
along with the emmy awards this weekend being cancelled you know about the new york primary being 
postponed major league baseball was canceled tonight may be cancelled into tomorrow that's the first time in 
more than 55 years that has happened the ncaa considering canceling football games uh rock concerts 
across the country being canceled as well more of this coming in but essentially this country is in a different 
kind of mode now all non-essential things are being shut down an estimated 1.6 million americans fly every 
day in this country none again will fly tomorrow at least until noon time angela ernie thank you todd of course 
just to remind you would repeat that there will be a news conference scheduled tonight at around 9 30 ina 
short time from now by the port authority we certainly get an update on the information that todd was just 
telling us about angela well i'm just going to go ahead and say it ernie i think it's it's time i think a lot of us 
would agree it's time to call on a higher power to get us through this a lot of people have done that this 
evening they've been at prayer services certainly at st patrick's cathedral which is where pablo guzman is 
standing by live with more force pablo it's interesting that you put it that way because about eight minutes 
ago and pardon me if i keep looking over my shoulder about eight minutes ago governor pataki made a 
surprise unexpected appearance here at st patrick's with his now expanded security detail and if we can get 
his attention as he comes out he didn't want any cameras in there with him this is a private moment for him 
but perhaps when he comes out maybe we can talk with him for just a bit i've been talking with investigators 
who have been handling various aspects of this case as they have handled in the past 
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past the oklahoma city bombing and the first world trade center bombing and for those investigators who are 
dealing with the apparent breach in airport security until they know for sure just how those teams were able 
to bring weapons on board one of the things that they're looking at is perhaps the assistance of ground crew 
personnel or baggage handlers it may be that none of them had anything to do with this but for right now i'm 
told that the fbi is either beginning to grill or will be grilling baggage handlers ground crews and the like to 
see if anybody assisted in any way in getting anything on board for those teams to do what we now know 
that they did here at st patrick's at 5 30 the cardinal himself presided over a service and afterwards he talked 
with reporters he said that he had been at saint vincent's where you have heard one of our reporters today 
all day and a reporter asked him did you give the last right so without clinching he looked at that reporter and 
said several times in fact i did to one man who just minutes later died and it's still without blinking without 
flinching the cardinal said it seemed to me that that man knew that he was on his way to meet god and in his 
way he was at peace many people from the archdiocese many of the people involved in rescue have lost 
people police officers have come by to talk about their comrades who are missing or who are presumed 
dead same with firefighters and of course it's just all the regular innocent folks that go about their daily work 
that go about trying to figure out how am i going to pay the rent how do i take care of my kids dental bills who 
got everything snuffed out in this blast and this flame in this explosion again it's going to be a while before we 
all digest that even when we see some of the images that we've been seeing to digest just what it is but 
we're going to hear stories of countless people we're going to hear 
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of countless people we're going to hear uh stories that are going to help us put faces and lives and and 
emotions people just like us that could have been us as my mother would say they're before the grace of god 
here at saint patrick's that could have been any one of us it will be a while before we internalize the enormity 
of what's happened here and at the same time there's a great deal of anger as well as i said governor pataki 
is inside i asked one of his aides why he came by here he said he wanted to take a moment to stop and pray 
if we have the time we'll talk to him when he comes out back to you pablo we had dr larry balter on with us a 
little earlier talking about this the impact on young people on children especially and how parents deal with 
this uh i'm just wondering and you sort of touched on this some of the people that you have talked to have 
they talked to you about their attitude about life in this city uh themselves their families and and what they 
feel right now we take a lot for granted you know until something like this happens you don't really know how 
precious it is what we have i've found as i've gotten older as a reporter when i was younger when i was a 
younger reporter i do a story like this and just look for the facts just try to get to meet my deadline try to find 
out what the hook was get to the story and sometimes brush right past the things now that make me cry and 
it's hard for me sometimes to come on and talk about these things with people without breaking down 
because you want to be an objective vessel you want to be able to tell that story just factually without getting 
in the way but it's hard because as you talk to the people who have lost people or who have people close to 
them who are hurt you get moved by that right it's it's difficult thank you pablo it's so right because here we 
are in the cardinal i'm sorry to interrupt you right absolutely together uh but you know they move at their own 
pace so you might as well talk and as we see them then we'll try to pick them up yeah probably just 
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try to pick them up yeah probably just saying that you know and we know you're a family man and and what 
we're thinking about here is you know the impact that it has on all of us uh yes we do our job as reporters as 
correspondents but at the same time it's very difficult and i think the people listening to us understand to 
separate yourself from the human family certainly and the emotions that are involved in your own personal 
feelings about yourself and your loved ones so it's a very difficult thing and we do understand what you're 
talking about there and i wouldn't be embarrassed about saying that either papa my wife told me that she 
had to explain to our daughter who's nine about to be ten what happened without trying to scare her i was 
going to ask you about that because i know you have small children and i was wondering how you or your 
wife you know we're going to handle that but you've been at work all day i hope that yeah and that's also 
made my daughter nervous because she thinks i'm right down there the governor is coming over governor 
pataki i'm sorry to bother you right now i know that you took a private moment to be with the cardinal and a 
spiritual moment actually my am i right in that assumption yes it's uh important to say a few prayers so all 
new yorkers should be praying for the people who will not come home the children who won't have their 
father come home the mothers who might not have a child come home prayer is an important part right now i 
don't know the audience can see what i see but i see the tears in your eyes a lot of times i hate to say this we 
look at listen to politicians and it seems to be oh it's some pre-programmed thing it's kind of plastic you didn't 
have to come here you didn't have to make the stop and you didn't have to take the time to tell people what it 
is that you're feeling right now it's just very hard but it's hard for everyone else and for some it's harder who 
have loved ones who are missing i know people who are missing and i'm very concerned but what we have 
to do is show that compassion but also provide the leadership to make sure that we do everything in our 
power to continue the rescue efforts to continue the assistance efforts we're going to get through this new 
yorkers have come together this is one of the darkest days in american history but we're going to get beyond 
this and we're going to come back stronger as a city as a state 
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back stronger as a city as a state and as a country one final question i know it's a tough balancing act 
compassion on the one side you've been in touch with president bush i also know that there are people who 
want to see something done in the name of justice that's tough balancing those two things i'm confident that 
the president and the administration will take the appropriate response to make sure that we are as safe as 
we can possibly be and the american people will stand with them when they take that harsh accent you know 


it's been said before but the last time this happened pearl harbor the response was that the forces of evil had 
leashed a sleeping dragon and i think they've done it now the american people are strong the american 
country is strong and uh we will be united in our efforts against terrorism here and around the world i know 
you're busy thank you very much i appreciate it and the best to you and your family and those that you know 
who suffer the loss i'm very sorry my daughter her before hi came with your dad how are you doing you okay 
i mean to get swept up in this this is not like a campaign stop or something like that no i'm i'm doing all right 
right now i know of two people who did not survive i'm sorry thank you thank you but i've been with my father 
for the greater half of the day it's been nice for us to have each other tonight please pass on to the families of 
those people that we feel for them i'm very sorry thanks a lot thank you thank you good to see you always 
good to see you like i said it's rough talking to people under those circumstances and it's rough to do what it 
is that we have to do and just convey the news step out of the way we are not made out of plastic either back 
to you pablo and i think a lot of people you know expect us to it's hard it's really hard i i know i have cried at a 
private moment and i know you have too and ii can see pablo has as well this is overwhelming we we 
listened to uh the governor tonight uh you know share his innermost thoughts and he was talking about the 
deep concern that he has for the people that he knows that are are missing today uh it makes us think 
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are missing today uh it makes us think about all of those who are now unaccounted for we we have given 
some figures that there were approximately ten thousand building uh ten thousand people in those two 
towers today as well as the hundreds of people uh on the ground and nearby uh buildings including to marry 
at airports nearby the the center um vince dimentary was telling us earlier tonight about how fire officials 
want to get in there right and do their job and get to those people who hopefully need some help but they 
can't they can't uh for a number of reasons of course because those fires are still not under control there are 
some structural problems as well and that's going to take some time but in the meantime you know we we 
we do think about what's going on on the the job at hand so far at least uh 2 000 people just to update you 
uh have been reportedly injured five dead that number of course could change about 800 people in the 
hospital many of them are in critical condition tonight let's go down to marcia kramer she too has been 
traveling along with the mayor today marcia give us an update well actually it's an interesting update i've just 
received a call from jamal reyes he's with the arab americans for peace and interestingly enough he's issuing 
a condemnation of the attack on the american people today he's apologizing to fellow americans for the 
attack but he also wants to call on members of the media and also to law enforcement officials not to jump to 
any conclusions as to who the perpetrators are until a full investigation has taken place and most importantly 
he says he wants to make sure that the american muslim community is not uh does not undergo any 
harassment either by law enforcement officials or by members of the community for terrorist acts that may 
have been perpetrated by people who have nothing to do with this country again arab american american 
group for peace condemning the attack on american soil but saying don't take it out on us reporting live from 
lower manhattan i'm marcia kramer cbs 2. marcia thank you for that update and vince dimentary is in lower 
manhattan now of course vince at building number seven uh some 30 45 minutes before it actually collapsed 
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minutes before it actually collapsed thank god he moved vince what is happening now in lower manhattan 
vincent standing by tell us about a sense of urgency as we understand the kind of work that's being done or 
has to be done uh perhaps we'll pick up on vince in a short time in the meantime though uh in the meantime 
though it would be nice to give everybody a sense of where we are a timeline a recap the governor said 
almost 13 hours ago we entered one of the darkest days in american history hazel sanchez explains even 
further it was just before nine o'clock this morning the workday was getting underway in lower manhattan 
when what would become the nation's most horrific terrorist attack began american airlines flight 11 from 
boston bound for l.a crashes into tower number one of the world trade center 92 people were on board just 
18 minutes later before reality could set in the unimaginable a second plane american airlines flight 77 from 
d.c bound for la crashes into tower 2 64 were on board minutes later president bush in sarasota florida calls 
the crash an apparent terrorist attack pledging the full force of the u.s government will track down those 


responsible federal buildings are evacuated around the country authorities are on alert coast to coast about 
40 minutes after the towers were struck the nation learns that terrorism will spread beyond manhattan an 
aircraft crashes into the pentagon one side of the structure collapses in the fiery blaze quick to respond the 
federal aviation administration shuts down all air traffic nationwide shortly after 10 as the rescue efforts 
continue tower number two collapses around the same time united airlines flight 93 from newark bound for 
san francisco crashes near pittsburgh and united also confirms a second plane 
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and united also confirms a second plane flight 175 crashing into an unknown location on its way from boston 
to l.a 110 people on board those aircraft then at 10 28 the second tower collapses and manhattan's skyline 
changes forever as do the lives of an entire nation now fema has sent eight search and rescue crews to the 
world trade center we are talking about 600 specialists trained to find victims in disaster sites also there are 
two aircraft carriers and missile cruisers that have made their way into the city to protect the area from any 
air or sea threats if you don't mind i'd like to mention a personal note angela and ernie the view outside of my 
apartment window is the world trade center i can see the two twin towers standing there every morning that i 
wake up so this morning i witnessed firsthand as i woke up the second plane hitting that second tower then i 
watched later as they both collapsed one after the other knowing that perhaps thousands of people had just 
lost their lives it certainly had put life into perspective it made me want to fly home to chicago unfortunately i 
couldn't hug my family but it's terrorism as we've never seen before and and it's something that i looked at 
every morning i would roll over in my bed look out the window if it was a clear day and i could see those 
those two twin towers standing there it was a good day and it was so hard for me to believe that tomorrow 
when i wake up they won't be there oh sweetheart for so many of us yes it is thank you for sharing that with 
us as well hazel we really appreciate it and the pictures that we have been seeing this is at least 13 hours 
since this nightmare began for all of us here a lot has happened during those hours a lot will happen and let's 
get a sense of what is about to be done instrumentary we have you live right now from lower manhattan 13 
hours ernie let me let me stress this right away this is a rescue operation rescue operation it has now begun 
heavy equipment within the last 15 minutes has gone down you can see behind me just uh i spoke to 
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you can see behind me just uh i spoke to you maybe 15 20 minutes ago how much of a log jam there was 
that has cleared out i've spoken to several firefighters who have come out of there they're beginning to move 
in inch by inch foot by foot again this is a rescue operation first and foremost 13 hours later but they're doing 
everything they can they're getting that heavy equipment in there first and then men literally walking hand in 
hand using their hands using their picks using whatever they can do to get through that rubble to try to find 
as many people as they possibly can alive and get them help ernie back to you vince let me just ask you 
before you go away in terms of getting what they need in their equipment and so forth and manpower how 
difficult is that job well it's not as difficult as you might think um the police have done an excellent job of 
coordinating off the streets probably within a four or five block radius in the circumference all around the 
world trade center all of those streets are clear there's a car here and there's a car there any cars that may 
be in the way certainly those giant bulldozers that have been brought in will clear those out of there in 
absolute no time so it's in my opinion and from some of the people i've talked to not as difficult as you might 
think to be able to get at least to as close to ground zero as you can possibly get now once you get there and 
then trying to get through all that incredible rubble and it must be an unbelievable scene that in and of itself is 
another story so once again so once again we want to make it clear to people what what's actually being 
done now vince is moving the cars out of the way no one's actually going inside the buildings as of yet no no 
i want to say that as they're going cars are being moved out of the way but the people on foot are moving full 
speed ahead they're trying to get there as qui as quickly as they possibly can and as i said you know there 
are some cars on the side streets but they've either been towed already or as i said as some of this heavy 
equipment goes it'll be no problem for them to just push those out push them out of the way 
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push those out push them out of the way and you were also talking about the real danger that still exists 
there some of the structural problems that you were pointing out and other things well it's not only the 
structural problems but something i i think we have taken for granted it's night time now you can't see nearly 
as well as you can during the daytime and even though they're doing their best to illuminate the area as best 
they can it's still much more difficult and much more dangerous when you're trying to go into a situation an 
unknown situation in the dark so add that to the factor and the fear that a lot of these men are feeling right 
now and uh i mean there are just really no words to describe what they're going through right now also keep 
training for it absolutely also keeping in mind that we're still on a state of high alert here so there are security 
measures as well to contend with absolutely there are a lot of different agencies here they're all doing their 
birth their best to work together but uh you know it's going to happen and it's and it's you know it's no one's 
fault they're going to be some problems you know one agency is going to want to secure this scene and 
other guys another agency is going to want to go in and say no no there may be some people we got to go 
there so you know maybe some problems that creep up absolutely they're going to work together there's no 
doubt about that all right vince thank you so much we have on the phone now our own warner wolf warner 
good evening to you yeah what did you see when you woke up this morning oh unbelievable angela uh 
about ten minutes to nine this morning uh i'll set the scene my wife and i live about 12 blocks from what was 
the world trade center and i heard this plane so close over the building i said to my wife man that that plane 
is flying low and i would say five to ten seconds later there was an explosion that just rocked the building i 
said what the was that and my wife opened the blinds see we faced south toward the what was the world 
trade center warner hold on one second we apologize we have to interrupt you we have breaking news now 
we need to take you to a port authority 
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we need to take you to a port authority news conference we do i want to provide you with an update of 
conditions at port authority transportation facilities and to try to give you some sense of of what tomorrow 
may be like first of all we'd like to ask the general public to understand that the best way to get information 
will be the radius television and they should seek updates before leaving home tomorrow we believe that it's 
advisable for all non-essential employees to stay at home if their employers still permit port authority airports 
bridges and tunnels the bus terminal and the path rapid transit line are secure and fully staffed at the request 
of the law enforcement officials those services hours will be severely curtailed at least through tomorrow 
morning's rush hour and possibly for longer i'd like to repeat that tomorrow is not likely to be a normal 
commuting day i suspect that all of this as i said is subject to change so please stay tuned to your local news 
sources the port authority airports jfk newark and laguardia are currently closed and likely to remain closed 
through at least tomorrow morning the reopening is subject to the direction of the faa and other federal 
authorities there is very little likelihood of eastbound traffic being allowed to use port authority hudson river 
bridges and tunnels into manhattan tomorrow except for credentialed personnel going eastbound again this 
is based on the needs of law enforcement and other government agencies the facilities themselves are 
secure and in excellent condition at the present time westbound traffic is 
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at the present time westbound traffic is permitted at the staten island bridges and on the upper level of the 
george washington bridge path is currently operating between 33rd street and newark jersey city and 
hoboken and will likely operate tomorrow again subject to change the fortified bus terminals in midtown and 
at the george washington bridge are closed and likely to remain so next i'd just like to take a moment to 
describe some of the things that our port-au-prince staff is doing right now to assist the victims of this terrible 
catastrophe port authority police have sent more than 150 police officers to the scene at the world trade 
center to assist with rescue operations all the port authority for police personnel are providing security at our 
facilities i'd like to make a special request to relatives of port authority employees we have set up telephone 
numbers to call for help in locating port authority personnel these numbers that i'm about to share with you 
are for emergency use and not for the use of the general public it's simply for port the relatives of port 
authority employees who are seeking information about their relatives and we will provide them as we can 


the numbers are 973-565-5555 zero five and five five zero six five five zero seven again for our relatives of 
port authority employees nine seven three five six five five for port authority employees who are assigned to 
work at the world trade center we 
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to work at the world trade center we would like all quarter party employees who are assigned to work at the 
world trade center to call the following numbers before reporting anywhere for work tomorrow the numbers 
for port authority employees only who are assigned to the world trade center that should be called or 973- 
565-5501 5502 5503 and five five zero four again for port authority employees who are assigned to the world 
trade center please call 973-565-5501 55025 five zero three five five zero four that's all we have to share 
with you at this time uh thank you so very much for your presence the upper level of the george is open to 
westbound traffic only same at the staten island bridges path is currently operating from 33rd street to 
newark and jersey city and hoboken [Applause] the airports will be reopened when we get word from the 
federal officials including the faa that it's that it's permissible to do so and we will have the type of security 
that's that's adequate for that type of situation we will not discuss any anything more about security updating 
uh information from the port authority tonight basically saying that the tomorrow will not be not be a normal 
commute day of course and telling people to keep tuned to your news source of radio television and so forth 
for updated information that all the airports will remain closed 
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airports will remain closed they will reopen subject to the faa they also talked about the tunnels and the 
bridges being secure but there is some question there in terms of their available use some of those phone 
numbers you probably received but i think it's important to pass it along he was talking about if you wanted to 
get information relatives of port authority personnel 973-565-5505 5506 and 5507 and also if you are a port 
authority employee and you are assigned to the world trade center uh you should call this number for uh for 
your information 973-565-5500 and 5504 that's the latest we have right now from the port authority and cbs2 
anchor todd mcdermoit has been covering things for us all evening from a national and an international 
perspective he joins us now in the information center with more todd and i think this time angela we have 
spent now 13 hours here at cbs2 trying to put in perspective what has happened here in new york as well as 
at the pentagon put it into words put words to pictures but now we have some video that may really hit home 
with you this is our video taken at the scene we begin with the skies overhead following the collapse of the 
world trade center first you see the dust the debris the mounds of dust on the cars again this video comes 
from amateur videographers looking not unlike what you might imagine in a bombed-out beirut again the only 
thing to compare this video to that we have ever seen in this country the bombing of the murrah federal 
building were 168 people were killed as we've been pointing out today casualties expected to go much 
higher in the twin towers of the world trade center 266 people on board the two aircraft that hit the towers 
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aircraft that hit the towers the fact that it is silent makes it all the more eerie and you will notice in as crowded 
place as lower manhattan is not a soul to be seen we have more video for you now this of the firefighters in 
the aftermath of what you saw there trying to sift through the debris the skies blackened that debris you see 
from the buildings from the offices this is our home and there you saw in the on the lamppost there the 
american flag flying remember that scene smoke dust debris still hard to imagine that that's new york city 
that's manhattan island and again there's that flag still flying on a lamppost in the shadow of what was world 
trade center we've talked a lot about blood donations today more will be needed tomorrow in fact we were 
told earlier today by red cross official that much more blood will be needed tomorrow that's the kind of 
response they've gotten at blood donation centers today people filling out cards their names their addresses 
their phone numbers again the sign tells the story they can't take more blood today they will need it tomorrow 


there is no telling how much more blood they will need they told us today the type of blood especially is in 
short supply if you know your blood type you know your typo please if you can't make a donation i have a list 
of permanent blood donation centers you can go to tomorrow to help out 
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go to tomorrow to help out and i know people are looking for some way to help out in manhattan at 310 east 
67th street between first and second avenues 150 amsterdam avenue between 67 and 66 streets in brooklyn 
120 lawrence street near metro tech on staten island blood donations can be made at 1625 forest avenue 
also on long island a series of blood donation centers 2500 marcus avenue 3125 veterans highway in 
bohemia 333 merrick road in rockville center route 110 north melville huntington and also in westchester 
donations of blood can be made 525 executive boulevard in elmsford we have one more in new jersey 167 
new street new brunswick blow donations can be made also as we've been gathering information here at the 
info center throughout the evening we have been telling you in various ways how the nation is responding 
just a couple of quick notes before we send it back to the desk kmart stores today temporarily removed all 
guns and ammunition from store shelves at some 2100 stores nationwide in response to what happened 
today here in new york and in washington d.c a spokesperson said the safety of the customers the first 
priority again concerns about further attacks as a result of what happened today also firefighters from salt 
lake city and los angeles will come to new york to assist in the world trade center rescue and recovery efforts 
those people already on the way a group of firefighters known as utah task force one being deployed by 
fema the federal emergency management agency that group specializes in finding people trapped in 
collapsed buildings and also one note from the nation of israel israel has closed its airspace to foreign planes 
evacuated staff from diplomatic missions and jewish institutions around the world again israeli officials say 
they are assuming that islamic extremists are responsible for the attack on the united states 
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united states all speculation at this point as well as u.s intelligence points to osama bin laden hiding 
somewhere in afghanistan earlier tonight president george w bush saying there will be no differentiation 
between the attackers themselves and those who harbor those attackers that is the latest from the info 
center now back to the desk ernie and angela and thank you todd for the information just a quick note ernie 
just mentioned a bunch of phone numbers that the port authority had given out just so you know those phone 
numbers and any commuter information you can find them on our website that's cbs new york.com and it's at 
a link called information you need to know again our website is cbsnewyork.com you can link up to 
information you need to know all the port authority phone numbers and commuter information right now 
we're going to mayor giuliani right now live for an update on what's going on and let's listen go out to them 
and every effort is being made tonight to try to recover as many people as possible we were down at the at 
the scene it's a horrific site but there are thousands and thousands of emergency workers down there we've 
gotten a tremendous amount of help and assistance in fact we actually probably have more equipment than 
we than we need at this point we're very grateful for it and it'll be stored in areas and probably over the next 
two or three days we we will need it and we'll do everything we can to support the efforts of the people who 
are trying to recover people from the uh from the debris and the horror that's taking place down there the 
number to call if you have questions i'm not sure we can answer all of your questions but at least we can try 
to answer it is one two one two five six zero two seven three oh that's one two one two five six zero 560- 
2730 if you have questions throughout the night and tomorrow that's the number to call rather than 9-1-1 
which you should just call 
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9-1-1 which you should just call if there is an emergency we had over one hundred emergency room visits 
today that we know of uh so far we have six fatalities that we know of five at st vincent obviously and 
tragically there are going to be a lot more than that but that's that's what we know of at this point we had over 
300 patients that were treated at st vincent's over 160 at bellevue 250 at beekman downtown hospital and 


the hospital of these hospitals were probably the ones under the most stress but they were able to get 
through uh i want to thank all the people that helped saint vincent's getting the the water that they needed 
and the support that they needed also i would i'd like to say to people that might consider doing this that 
services should be made available in new york city tomorrow on a fair and equitable basis anybody that 
thinks that they're going to gouge consumers or ask for extra amounts of money for food or anything else 
we're going to have the police and consumer affairs department out there so just be careful this is a time in 
which we all have to cooperate and help each other alternate side street parking is suspended sanitation 
services will take place in most of the city except obviously in the lower part of manhattan where the 
sanitation department will be working to remove debris which has already started and the schools again will 
be closed tomorrow and hopefully we'll get them open as soon as possible tomorrow the effort will be at 
trying to recover as many people as possible and trying to clean up the horrible mess that was created by all 
of this and i would ask people to cooperate as much as possible in that effort if you have to come into 
manhattan because your business is essential then obviously do it 
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obviously do it the upper part of manhattan will be open but if tomorrow is a day in which you want to stay 
home and stay with your family and give comfort and support maybe to other people that have been affected 
by this that would it would be a good day to do that the point that richie shira makes is we uh people are 
wonderful and and i mean this in the best sense of the word we've had thousands and thousands of people 
that have come to help us when i was down at the site near the world trade center i met a lot of the a lot of 
the national guards people that the governor has sent really wonderful young men and women we have 
enough volunteers now we have more volunteers frankly than than we need at this point and what we need 
to do is to focus the efforts of the professionals that are there and being able to do the recovery and try to 
save as many lives as we can and restore services as quickly as possible we may be asking for more 
volunteers tomorrow and the next day and the day after but right now we don't need any any more 
volunteers yes there's hope there's hope that there are there there will be there are people that are still that 
are that they're that are still alive how is the rescue effort hampered by the darkness what we moved we 
moved a lot of lights in so that the area is being lit now so that i don't i don't think the rescue effort is is going 
to be hampered by the darkness the rescue effort is hampered by the fact that there's still fire there there are 
still still unsound structures and it's still dangerous although the rescue effort is now taking place but if you're 
asking me is it hampered it's hampered because of the conditions not because of the of the night time 
procession of heavy bulldozers and other heavy construction equipment making its way down to lower 
manhattan what is that going to be used for that's 
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what is that going to be used for that's going to be used to move debris out of the way so that the emergency 
vehicles can get in and out quickly so that we can get the ambulances in in a more expeditious fashion than 
we've been able to do and i want to thank the deputy mayor rudy washington who has spent most of the day 
coordinating getting all of that emergency equipment in the right place uh ready to move it's if you go if you 
go along houston street you'll see hundreds and hundreds of pieces of equipment that are lined up to move 
in and to take debris out and now they've started doing that and i think that's probably what you observed 
you probably observe them starting are you concerned about the city tonight in light of what all the things that 
have happened during the daylight hours today am i concerned from the point of view of the actions and 
activities of the people of the city the police department is out in large numbers do you want to explain the uh 
the force that you have out there no i'm not concerned we're uh we're pretty much out in full force this 
evening southern manhattan as you know we're we're primarily concentrating on the rescue efforts the rest 
of the city is is basically some of the entry points are shut down the tunnels are shut down as of midnight 
there will be no more traffic coming into southern manhattan from 14th street we're going to shut that down i 
think the city is pretty secure and we're going to continue doing what we're doing in the rescue effort and uh 
just hope for the best of lawlessness absolutely not uh there's been no reports of of looting or or any other 
problems out of the ordinary uh and as i said the the boroughs are are working pretty normally and so far so 


good mayor did you see the president's comments tonight have you spoken to him against him no i spoke to 
him earlier today uh i only heard the very end of his comments because i was coming back from the world 
the world trade center 
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uh i i don't know the number at this point i have that may be very very well be the case at this point um we're 
we're still in the effort of trying to i don't know the numbers yet but i i mean this is going to be as i said the 
numbers are going to be very very high just if you think of the number of people that were in the building at 
the time we've been spending time with the medical examiner who by the way was injured himself and so dr 
hirsch was was injured and had to be treated but he's organized his office and they are they are ready to 
deal with thousands and thousands of bodies if they have to mr mayor earlier we'll give them the support and 
the help to do that he was down there yeah he got he got uh he got injured i mean he's okay but he's 
obviously he was he was uh hurt he was beating up pretty badly his body hurts and well i mean i meant he 
was his body was he got hit with with debris no no no one beat him up he got hit he described it that way i 
said how do you feel dr hurt said i got pretty beaten up and then uh what what happened is he got hit with 
debris earlier in the day you weren't sure exactly what the radius of damage was like what blocks were 
involved how much debris had fallen on surround if you go down there now uh the last time i saw it was 
when i was i was leaving uh this this morning it's horrendous i mean it it's filled with debris it's filled with dust 
it's going to be a heck of a cleanup effort how far down battery park city was that affected well the the uh 
power is out in the lower part of manhattan on the west side so there is no power at this point 
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this point so that's why we had to bring in the lights to light up the area so that they can do the re the rescue 
effort and the people that live at battery park city have been evacuated they were taken to new jersey so i 
don't know when that'll be back that'll that's going to take a while for that to come so on the what the wet the 
the the east side the east side of uh of un downtown manhattan has power and exactly where the 
demarcation line uh is i'm not i'm not sure but uh over over by one police plaza going east there's power and 
i believe there's power at city hall now what are your plans for the rest of the night for the next 12 hours my 
uh will you all still be we'll be well we we just had a a long meeting with all of the agencies to make sure they 
have the support that they need they'll all reassemble here at eight nine o'clock tomorrow morning and some 
of the critical people will stay here throughout the night and we'll have representatives here and i'll be here 
for a while longer are you concerned about asbestos contamination we the health department has done tests 
and at this point is not concerned but so far all the tests that have been we've done do not show an undue 
amount of asbestos doesn't show any particular chemical agent that we have to be concerned about the the 
accumulation of it for people who are down there can become very very uh irritating and there are a lot of 
people whose eyes have been burned but but but i don't think there's any chemical agent that we have to 
worry about at this point how many police officers and firefighters you are missing yes we have an idea of 
how many we're missing 
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it's a lot a lot a lot of firefighters and a lot of police officers and uh i don't know that i i really don't want to get 
into anumbers game until we know it's a lot it's a lot there also reports that there are some top grass in both 
departments yes we lost we lost the deputy chief of the fire department and the chief of the department the 
chief chief of the fire department the first deputy commissioner fihan deputy commissioner of chief ganci 
father judge and ray downey who um i just gave a party for gracie mansion for his years of service to the fire 
department who led our team in the oklahoma city bombing rescue we've also lost him it's very difficult not 
just for me for the fire commissioner and um some very some other very close friends that are missing right 
now i haven't been able to speak to their family mr mayor advice against new yorkers who are still concerned 
about going to work the very best thing would be to stay home tomorrow if you have to come to work and you 
work north of 14th street then uh you can come to work if it's critical so if it's important and it's critical then 


you come to work but if you can stay home tomorrow you're going to make things easier on yourself and 
easier on the city if you stay home so the city is not officially closed that manhattan is not officially closed 
north of 14th street but we're advising people if you can stay home it would be better outside of manhattan 
you go to work and do all the things you would normally do there's no there's no particular reason to be 
constricted in activities there but if if you can stay out of the city that would be good any idea when the 
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that would be good any idea when the airports will be open uh i i believe uh not not before uh two o'clock 
tomorrow but that that was the report we had uh a while earlier so at least uh closed until then mr mayor um 
arab americans for peace issued a statement condemning the attack and asking for americans and new 
yorkers to withhold judgment until after an investigation has been completed but they're also concerned 
about the fact that muslim communities here in new york will be targeted for harassment both by law 
enforcement officials and by community members because of the nature of the attack just just the opposite 
they will they will receive extra protection that that's the point of what i was saying earlier nobody should 
engage in group blame the reality is whoever is responsible for this law enforcement will figure that out the 
united states government will figure it out and the retaliation will be will be i'm sure very very strong and 
make an example out of those people but nobody should try to make that determination on their own nobody 
should blame any group of people or any uh nationality or any ethnic group the particular individual is 
responsible for the groups responsible that's up to law enforcement and it's up to the united states 
government to figure out and citizens of new york should even if they have anger which is understandable 
and very very strong emotions about this it isn't their place to get involved in this and then they're just 
participating in the kind of activity we just witnessed and new yorkers are not like that so we're sensitive to 
that the police department will have special patrols in those areas of the city and anybody that tries to do 
anything like that will be arrested mr mayor is there anything you could say to put the rest of the fears people 
have everything is being done to try to make the city as secure as possible uh the president uh the fbi federal 
government the state the governor uh 
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governor uh the new york city police department law enforcement authorities everything is being done that 
can be done and people should people people tonight should say a prayer for the people that we've lost and 
be and be grateful that we're all here and tomorrow you know tomorrow new york is going to be here and 
we're going to rebuild and we're going to be stronger than we were before last question police commissioner 
no not to my knowledge not at this point we have suffered losses there there was a contingent of cops that 
was with the mayor and i and chief gange and and first deputy meehan the mayor and i left them we were 
gone about 10 minutes when the that portion of the building fell and i had a number of people there we 
haven't found them yet um uh so i don't know the numbers uh i don't know yet we're still hopeful that we're 
gonna that we're gonna find people and we have not we have not given up hope that we're gonna we're 
gonna be able to find some people we we do know there are people in the building that are alive we know 
that for a fact i can't get into it right now but we do know there are people in the building that are alive uh and 
we're making every effort to get to them for those members of those police officers excuse me are those 
police officers there are some police officers yes uh two that we know of how many two two you know which 
building we can't say right now have police officers pulled from the rubble already alive yes there are a 
number of people that were taken to the hospitals can people be heard from inside the rubble is that how you 
know can people be heard i can't get into it right now thank you we have a group of shelters that that are 
available in manhattan 
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bay at ruston high school seward park high school washington irving high school the high school fashion 
industry chelsea high school norman thomas the city school js 22 is 131 comprehensive day and night 
they're all open for for people that may need shelter tonight and we'll put out this list as well as curtis high 


school in staten island and westinghouse high school in brooklyn so we'll put out this list and these these 
shelters are all available to people who may who may be displaced mayor giuliani making it very clear that all 
effort is being made now to recover as many people as possible uh he did say though right now six fatalities 
so far at st vincent's and of course we do expect that number to rise unfortunately he also said listen if you 
have questions do not call 911. that is a number specifically to be called only for emergencies he did hand 
out a number though let me give it to you it's 212-560-2730 once again two seven three zero that's just if you 
have any questions about whatever mayor of course made uh several other points as well he talked about 
schools being closed tomorrow and the big push of course was the the rescue effort and the cleanup he 
talked about how a lot of the equipment hundreds of pieces of equipment are being moved into the area right 
now and he didn't think that the the darkness would hamper the operation because a lot of that area is now 
being lit un what was important was he talked about hope he said that there is still hope that many people 
are still alive uh despite the numbers and he said that the the toll will be very very high but he said that 
there's a lot of hope here and we're going to cling to that absolutely we have to do that uh power in the east 
side he said is is now okay there's power down at city hall the other thing that was very important that's for 
people who are listening to us the mayor said that if you if you can stay home tomorrow if it's possible uh to 
stay home uh to take care of whatever you have to do perhaps uh 
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of whatever you have to do perhaps uh comfort a loved one anybody who needs the support so he didn't 
encourage you to come to work he said if you can sort of back down that would be a good idea it's not going 
to be a normal commute day that's for sure but there were several points that he made and i thought that we 
wanted to pass those along to you and as you pointed out angela if you do need telephone numbers we've 
had phone numbers from the port authority and also tonight in this news conference all you have to do is go 
to cbsnewyork.com all of the numbers all of the information is right there one last point the the mayor made 
that i found very interesting is that in times like these a lot of businesses may tend to want to gouge you price 
gouge you charge you higher prices than they normally would it is against the law the mayor made it clear 
that he's going to have police officers out in force making sure that's not happening it is time he says for all of 
us to cooperate with each other and that is just unacceptable behavior and it won't be tolerated and 
dovetailing he also talked about the attitude he said no hatred no angry reactions to what is going on here he 
said i want to make sure that and people who who do anything will be arrested and he made it very clear 
earlier in his news conference and again tonight to hold back on what would be a natural reaction and that is 
to to do something to take some type of angry action mayor says don't do it you will be arrested yes let's go 
now to amy nuzzo she is live in hasbro heights new jersey where i believe a memorial was taking place there 
tonight amy well actually angela the memorial was in ridgewood new jersey in bergen county about 20 
minutes from here the reason we're not bringing you this report from ridgewood is because the receive site 
the tower through which we would normally beam if you will beam you this report went down with the world 
trade center so we have to use other means and so we are here in hasbrook heights but we did take pictures 
of a gathering there around eight o'clock tonight some 11 hours after the terror began this a prayer and a 
prayer vigil and memorial service organized by some 
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memorial service organized by some clergy and some other town officials in basically a ceremony and an 
opportunity for people to come together a show of solidarity a time to pray for survivors for victims for the 
families and friends of the dead untold numbers and also just a time to lean on each other for support many 
of the people who come out who came out there tonight told me that they didn't have any specific person in 
mind that they simply were there to share their grief and sadness and to be among their community just kind 
of underscores how important community is in terrible times of tragedy like this now we did talk to some 
students who heard the announcement over the loudspeakers this morning in class who said that from then 
on it was really a chaotic scene students crying in the hallways even students being called out of class one 
by one down to the principal's office to try to make contact with their parents many of the parents of course 
who worked in new york city and who worked in the world trade center and other students just left all 


together let's hear from some of the people who were at this gathering opportunity for people to just pray 
together and in a very interfaith way express their desire for god to be present in our community i almost 
started crying because it's just like so depressing that like lots of people had died this day it's going to be 
remembered for a lot of years the mayor of ridgewood new jersey kicked off this solemn ceremony with some 
poignant words she said that as we all know many of our friends and relatives will not be coming home 
tonight a very sad statement and again untold how many people directly impacted by this how many people 
have loved ones who are unaccounted for

have loved ones who are unaccounted for but ridgewood as many of these northern new jersey towns is a 
community in which a lot of people commute into the city a lot of people work in those in that financial district 
and in the world trade center so be a lot of people praying tonight reporting live from hasbro heights amy 
nuzzo cbs 2. very special service there amy and i'm sure we will be seeing a number of those services as 
you pointed out in new jersey and around the tri-state area we have some exclusive video now from 
cbsnewyork.com it is actually a view from chinatown of the second tower collapsing look at that it's incredible 
it is we have seen it you can hear people's reactions oh my god oh my god is what i keep hearing how many 
times have we seen something like that as we report on the news of a building being imploded yes uh for for 
other reasons and yet to see this i mean you gasp when you see it but when you think about what's going on 
here yes ramifications absolutely so this is some of the exclusive video that we picked up today our uh crews 
have been out there our cbs 2 crews really doing an outstanding exactly and some of the other people who 
have been shooting uh and getting some of this video for us but uh you can see the pictures they tell the 
story and as we've said before this is new york city this is manhattan this is not some other foreign part of the 
country where you expect to see this every day but this is what we're dealing with right now high drama in 
new york city it has been over 13 hours now since this whole thing started just an amazing story here in new 
york and also in washington we have talked about the the attacks in this in this city and what the the results 
will be tomorrow full force as the mayor pointed out earlier tonight they're going in there they're bringing in all 
of the equipment they have lit the area right now and at the big push is to go in to rescue the mayor said 
earlier that there is hope that these people many of these people are alive he did of course couch that by 
saying that he expects the death toll to be very very high mayor also talked about a number of top brass from 
the new york 
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number of top brass from the new york city fire department who have been lost personal friends to the mayor 
and certainly other people and we mourn and our hearts go out to those people tonight let's go now to kirsten 
cole she is live in chelsea piers kirsten what's the latest there well what we've seen in just the past 20 
minutes has been a massive restaging effort we had ambulances lined up here earlier and approximately 30 
of them no fewer than 30 of them have gone by us and what they've been telling us is they're going down to 
the south street seaport now as they were making a big loop in order to head south from the other direction 
from the north we also saw dump trucks coming down a convoy of them and this of course matches exactly 
with what police commissioner bernard carrick was saying that he does believe that there are survivors down 
there mayor giuliani was saying their big effort right now is to remove debris from that area so as we have 
the dump trucks coming down the hope is that all the heavy equipment that various reporters this reporter 
included have seen out on the road this afternoon all the heavy equipment the backhoes everything else 
going in there in order to begin lifting the debris out to hopefully get to these survivors that police 
commissioner bernard carrick has been talking about so this has been a staging area this is an emergency 
triage area we have had ambulances of course from all over the boroughs of new york as well as the outlying 
areas of new york as well as connecticut as well as new jersey everybody pulling together and many of these 
emts and paramedics have been sitting here tonight just waiting for what they can do to help some of them 
had already been down below i had spoken to many who were still covered in this dust they had come up to 
kind of dust themselves off to get a little bit of water a little bit of food and go back down in there and in my 


conversations with them it is amazing the strength that you begin to see in these men and women doctors 
nurses paramedics emt's they're choking back the tears because many of them responded so quickly so 
efficiently 
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so quickly so efficiently to this emergency to this terrorist attack that they were there initially when tower one 
was hit so they then saw all the other events unfolding and while they're able to give me the cold facts about 
how plane number two came in and how tower two collapsed and tower one collapsed and tower seven 
finally came down and now they're waiting for the fires to be put out and for the debris to be removed 
throughout all of this they are fighting back their own personal anguish at watching all of this watching the toll 
that it is taking on not only the people around them that they're trying to help but also the people in their lives 
so many of the paramedics that i talked to say they had a brother-in-law or a sister who's a cop on the job 
and they haven't heard from them yet and the wives and the husbands and the cousins are calling and trying 
to find out and they have so little information like all the other family members around the area a family in 
their minivan coming north just stopped me not five minutes ago saying that they were just able to pick their 
children up from school because they've been kept down in lower manhattan one of the things that we 
brought you earlier is that these schools went into lockdown mode to make sure that the children stayed safe 
because parents couldn't get down there and they certainly didn't want the children to go out on the street so 
we have here now chelsea piers as an emergency triage area we are getting word now that with thousands 
considered and presumed to be dead that the morgues will naturally begin to overflow and they are going to 
need a place to put them we have 300 emergency workers as well as mortuary workers who have been sent 
in by health and human services to washington d.c and of course to new york where the death toll isn't is 
expected to be incredible and they are here to do a job that they do it's a grim task but one that is 
desperately needed to be done i was speaking to an undertaker somebody who does this for a living who 
said he came up here and volunteered because it's his job he 
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volunteered because it's his job he knows what to do and he wants to to offer his services and as i talk to all 
of these people what it is so reminiscent of is talking to grandfathers and older family members and friends in 
talking about the world war ii generation and people who just want to do do for their country do for their 
neighbors do for their fellow man and that's the spirit that we see here on the streets tonight and in chelsea 
piers and now we're going to hand it back to dana and todd in the studio reporting live from chelsea pierce 
i'm kirsten cole back to you dana todd kirsten thank you for setting the scene for us there on this chrome 
evening time seeing kirsten standing there out in the dark i couldn't help but think for a moment what it'll be 
like waking up in the morning looking out the window and not seeing the twin towers of the world trade center 
after what 30 30 years almost we've looked at those buildings 25 years again the mayor short time ago 
suggesting that if you can stay home tomorrow please do much of the city manhattan itself will be closed 
down they are going to be in rescue and recovery mode hazel sanchez is in our newsroom now with an 
update on closings and other things going on within manhattan hazel yeah todd first i want to touch on what 
we are just getting in right now into the newsroom we're getting a partial list of some of the people that were 
on board those four airplanes that were hijacked by terrorists earlier today among them some folks who i 
guess you would qualify as high profile names on that first flight that american airlines flight 11 a boeing 767 
that was on route from boston to los angeles that plane was carrying 81 passengers nine flight attendants 
and two pilots that was the first plane that crashed into the first tower at about 8 45 this morning now among 
them was the executive producer of the nbc sitcom frasier his name is david angle he's 54 years old he's 
from pasadena california and who we believe is his wife lynn angle on board with him on that second air that 
second airplane the united airlines 
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that second airplane the united airlines flight 175 a boeing 767 that was the plane that was bound from 
boston to los angeles carrying 56 passengers two pilots and seven flight attendants that was the plane that 
crashed into the second tower at about just after nine o'clock this morning on that plane was a man by the 
name of garnett ace bailey he's 53 years old he was the director of pro scouting for the los angeles kings 
also along with him was mark bavis he's also a scout for the los angeles kings now on the third flight an 
american airlines flight 77 a boeing 757 that was on route from d.c to los angeles that plane carrying 58 
passengers four flight attendants and two pilots that was the plane that crashed into the pentagon about 9 40 
this morning on board that flight was barbara olson she's a tv commentator and lawyer she's also the wife of 
the u.s solicitor general theodore olson and again uh we mentioned earlier she was the woman that made a 
cell phone call from the plane to say that the plane was had been hijacked and just quickly the closings new 
newark is open tomorrow jersey city and bayonne are also closed for uh tomorrow and that's the latest from 
the update desk back to you schools is what you were talking about there right okay okay hazel thank you 
very much exclusive information marcia kramer has been covering the mayor for us let's go to marsha now 
marcia what we've learned cbs 2 has learned that another tragedy was just barely averted by alert police 
officers they confiscated an entire truckload of explosives that was being driven across the george 
washington bridge the police officers were actually able to follow the truck across the bridge and i'm told that 
they were apprehended in the meadowlands two people are under arrest again with a truckload of explosives 
that were supposed to be destined for the george washington bridge two two people are in custody with a 
truckload of explosives that could have 
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truckload of explosives that could have blown up the bridge and blown up any other cars that have been on it 
channel 2 news has learned this exclusively and we'll be continuing to investigate this story in the next hours 
to come back to you all right thank you very much that explains some of the road shutdowns in new jersey 
today a lot of people in cbs 2's newsroom we're saying why are those roads being shut down that may 
explain why that was going on you Know on a normal night that would be such an incredible story i'm 
numbed when i hear that it's here another another thing almost another thing in that case and we're so 
thankful for officers uh confiscating that at least that is uh some kind of clarification and uh we know that they 
are there uh they are on the job as the mayor says do not be frightened but to think that um a truck full of 
explosives on the bridge on the bridge one of the country's most famous bridges whitney casey has been all 
day at st vincent's hospital and some official information a news conference there live happening right now 
whitney we're going to go to a news conference now i believe that is going on uh to know where they need to 
dig next um we currently have had a total of 327 patients come through saint vincent's here in manhattan of 
that 62 of those patients had been listed in critical condition at one time or another some of them have been 
transferred to burn units some to our own intensive care units three of our patients passed away and in total 
we've had approximately 57 doctor 57 police officers and firefighters uh i'm going to let dr camp and then dr 
bakuchuk give you their first and last names and the spellings and give you some information on that and 
then i'll answer questions hi hi i'm dr camp uh c-a-m-p uh 
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c-a-m-p uh yes i'm dr camp c-a-m-p nancy um are there any questions first of all what's the atmosphere like 
in there right now well we've gotten a new shift change of doctors everybody's very alert and ready for 
whatever they bring us the the flow has been steady all day although in general we've seen um a lot of in 
after the initial a lot of burns and critically ill patients we got a lot of dust and smoke inhalation patients and it 
was much slower after the buildings collapsed we're we're still ready and able to take care of lots of patients 
in the hospital now they say overnight a lot more patients coming in with much more serious injuries we hope 
to see more patients coming in we hope that they don't have terribly serious injuries but the entire staff is is 
on call we have many doctors in the hospital and the feeling is that we can handle some volume many of the 
patients we've seen particularly recently um had been uh one during the afternoon had been a fire supervisor 
who'd gotten caught in the building six collapse and he crawled out of the rubble we've seen people who a lot 
of these patients coming in now are the firefighters and policemen who've had a lot of 
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lot of exhaustion and debris inhalation all day the we haven't gotten initially though the burn patients were 
coming out of the buildings obviously when there was still a big rescue effort going on at that time early on in 
the day i couldn't really tell you exactly what time that was well we actually we the last lay person we see we 
actually just about uh half hour our last patient is actually a reporter who's here from another country and he 
had a problem not so much related to the event and he's here he was a reporter like you guys on the scene 
and he had some problems with chest pain and he came in right can you tell us your name right i'm dr chuck 
leonard back I-e-o right sorry l-e-o-n-a-r-d b-a-k-a-I-c-h uk probably no more than ten or uh probably into our 
units which are the critical units no more than ten patients over the last three to four hours but there's been 
more coming into the other units if i have to estimate probably about 25 the vast majority of patients as i 
mentioned earlier came in during the morning and later on in the afternoon we had another increase and 
then again after the building seven collapse we've had very little uh doctors at st vincent's letting us in on the 
kind of day they've had 320 patients 62 of them critical three lost three uh passed away a lot of burns uh of 
all the different fumes and things and some people have been treated and released we want to go back now 
to marshall kramer with an exclusive story 
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marshall kramer with an exclusive story she just broke for cbs 2 involving explosives and the george 
washington bridge marcia well you know todd it's really an amazing thing most of new york city's rescue 
operations and their police and fire departments have been concentrating their actions down in lower 
manhattan where the planes two planes hit the two towers of the world trade center but some very intelligent 
and aggressive cops also stopped another terrorist attack from happening on the george washington bridge 
cbs 2 has learned exclusively that two men are in custody tonight after being arrested at the george 
washington bridge with an entire truckload of explosives now i'm told that those explosives could have been 
enough to blow up the entire span and all the cars and the people that were on it but nevertheless they were 
arrested i'm told they were arrested somehow near the meadowlands but the explosives were destined for 
underneath the george washington bridge again a tragedy has been averted the george washington bridge 
still tan stands because of some aggressive police work on the part of new york city and port authority police 
officers it's really an amazing story and amazing how they were able to actually apprehend them marcia 
marcia any idea on the timing of that is that something that just happened or was that supposed to occur do 
we have any idea earlier in the day today well i can i you know i don't know the timing exactly i know that 
there was police and port authority police on the scene but i can tell you that as recently as 15 minutes ago 
police commissioner bernard carrick was talking about it telling the mayor about it with a great deal of pride 
so perhaps this uh did not happen that long ago because they would have discussed it earlier today i know 
this information has just come to you any idea at all how in the midst of all that has gone on in manhattan 
today as well as in washington these police managed to stop this truck and avert this kind of disaster any any 
tips that they gave you well 
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any any tips that they gave you well here's the thing as you know when new york city goes into a full security 
alert the first thing that they do is they look at the bridges and tunnels going into new york city because they 
are regarded as major potential targets they look at the holland tunnel the lincoln tunnel and the george 
washington bridge and also to a lesser extent the brooklyn battery tunnel in the midtown tunnel and they're 
looking at those tunnels and they're trying to prevent anybody that looks suspicious from going across 
apparently what happened in this case is that you had two people in the truck who looked suspicious police 
gave chase they stopped the truck they found an entire truck full of explosives and they arrested them those 
two men and their explosives are in police custody tonight and another tragedy has been averted marcia 
thank you for that information and we're glad to hear that that was averted on this day uh we've been talking 
all day todd about the blood american blood centers talking about the requirement for blood with so many 
people hurt and injured and we've been told a lot of people showing up which has been a great sign of the 


support of this town but that some people have been turned away a spokesperson for america's blood 
centers says do not be discouraged if you get turned away your blood will still be needed as you see their 
type o blood is needed the most i believe they were actually taking phone numbers and names today telling 
people they would be contacted tomorrow coming in the next few days also blood is coming from providence 
chicago milwaukee supplies in other cities it will be collected in new brunswick and then brought to 
manhattan hospitals so the country reaching out to help this area during this tragedy still as many times as 
we look at the various angles of the effects on those buildings before they collapsed in the aftermath again 
that's when the tower still stood that video we've watched all day of people running down the street away 
from the buildings it still sends a chill up your spine and also just i mean just take it back a few days ago 
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few days ago as we look at this here this is believed i believe the second second impact there it is the 
second plane you can't see the other tower there as they uh one shields the other and there they are 
tumbling down tumbling down all within just an hour all of this happening as well as the plane crash in 
pennsylvania near pittsburgh and also at the pentagon at least we do know as the numbers in the city the 
mayor wants to be very careful about the numbers in the city but we do know the people on board the four 
airplanes has it has been listed as about 266 lives were lost and again we expect many more casualties it 
may take days even weeks to count them right now we're going to give you a glimpse of what happened at 
the scene in their own words were in a conference room on the 10th floor and we saw a plane coming very 
low from this direction and everyone said wow that plane is very very low it was kind of flopping back and 
forth and it just did not seem good and then we heard the crash we ran through the building it went into the 
trade center at the trade center we saw the shrapnel fall and then we said get out and then by the time we 
got to the street people said they saw a second [Music] the planet plane was united i didn't the first plane 
was big we heard the second plane crash into the building but we saw the impact come from the other side 
um the plane crashed from the right side of the building and impact blew blew the left side of the world trade 
set to out on the second building that's all we saw and everybody just panicked and ran i had to help a lady 
she was on the floor she passed out we had to put water on her a lady was giving birth down the block on 
the side of the sidewalk i mean this is crazy this is this is crazy what are you doing you know in situations like 
this and we all started evacuating and then people were saying it's better to stay in the building and most of 
us kept going we were going we went down the stairs it took us about a half hour and we got out of the 
building and they were saying don't look up they said 
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were saying don't look up they said and they said kept keep going keep going we had a report of why i'm 
entrapped over here on the northwest corner so i'm gonna make sure that uh we got people over to help take 
him out i went to see if my brother left the job i get upstairs the building's on fire find him we're watching it 
we're trying to leave the subway they're talking they're telling leave the subway people pushing people to the 
platform so they're like we're standing there telling us the pentagon's hey we're listening to a car report and 
then the building explodes and we're seeing it and it's falling and it's just the smoke and it just started coming 
everybody started running you just had to run well we came out on the floor on the lobby there were still 
people on the floor dead on the floor there was a person encrusted on the floor that's how how big the impact 
was as soon as we came out we hear that the building was falling we started running we went inside right 
under the the fire trucks because there was nowhere to to go me and uh another like three fireman's we went 
in on the one of the fire trucks and everything fell so everything fell on top of it so we almost get crushed over 
there i just wanted to cry to be honest with you it's terrible i'm feeling so many people have had today again 
we look at the the dust the debris the smoke the action the the fear it all comes down to lives being lost we 
have no idea at this point how many may have been lost some estimates are in the thousands although mary 
giuliani did say moments ago he still believes there may be survivors in the world trade center in that rubble 
that you see there now lights have been moved downtown as crews begin their rescue operation on the 


phone with us earlier tonight we had a news conference from the port authority and the gentleman saying 
tomorrow will not be a normal commuting day we have paul selzer from metro traffic to give us an idea of 
what's expected paul hey how you doing um actually we do have a bunch of information that we are just 
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a bunch of information that we are just getting in now we do hear now that the port authority has announced 
that they are going to keep the hudson river crossings the holland lincoln and george closed inbound into the 
city tomorrow so it will indeed not be a normal commuting day as far as the streets around the city both 
directions of the fdr are going to remain closed from battery park underpass to the united nations that will 
continue to be closed the southbound deegan that will be closed at 230th street the northbound side is open 
southbound henry hudson parkway is closed that's by the henry hudson bridge now the northbound oak will 
be open at the gw the westbound cross bronx that's open to jerome avenue delays are back to the bruckner 
right now now the eastbound side is open as far as the belt parkway goes that will be closed around jfk 
obviously for police activity a lot of the military planes have flown into jfk so they'll be staging there at jfk as 
far as transit goes right now we will have limited train service from new jersey transit metro north is operating 
a a suspended schedule right now but we do understand that on wednesday they will return to a normal 
weekday schedule li double r service is back to normal right now as far as the upper east river crossings go 
we are taking a look at that right now and we do have reports paul seltzer at metro traffic we thank you for 
that jennifer mclogan has been on the scene all day and as we've also been talking about the different 
emergency crews have been coming in from all over the area to help out jennifer good evening long island 
volunteers are now in this staging area of shea stadium having just gotten word that 50 ambulances are now 
needed in lower manhattan all of them are now headed to south street they have been speaking with us we 
talked with emt's from glenwood landing long island 
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emt's from glenwood landing long island bob whiting and scott dade just a few moments ago sharing their 
concerns they had been here waiting since two o'clock today a dramatic sight as they pass by shea stadium 
50 long lines ambulances with their workers we'll go to some videotape hear from these men in their share 
some of our day with you from the airports as they were closed in the name of national security your feelings 
right now right now a feeling of sadness feeling of despair knowing that all these people are in there trying to 
work on everything and they they're just you know we've been through other incidents on long island with 
different things so we know how they feel we're here just to let them know that we're here to help them and if 
we do get called in we're going to be right there behind them are you feeling a little helpless that you're not 
right there in the midst of things well yeah we've been waiting since two o'clock today in this parking lot trying 
to get in there to help but even though we're getting closer to going in there and helping we're still a little bit 
nervous about what we're going to see when we eventually get there nervous because of the uncertainty not 
knowing how bad it will be families came to the river's edge and watched in horror from the queensboro 
bridge park as the second tower collapsed what's going on in our country i have no idea it's so so very 
frightening passengers driving into laguardia airport stopped in their tracks craning to get a glimpse 
incredulous that one human being could do this to another [Music] at kennedy swat teams and canine dogs 
swept for bombs inside the american airlines terminal and soon every plane on the tarmac was grounded 
and anyone flying in the air was forced into an emergency landing at the closest airport it's pretty horrible 
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[Music] airports will be closed at least through tomorrow morning volunteers will be working through the night 
and standing by as we said 50 long islanders now deployed into lower manhattan into south street we're 
reporting live from the staging area at chase stadium i'm jennifer mclogan cbs 2. jennifer thank you we now 
have with us a man whose job as a reporter put him in place to see much of what happened down in lower 
manhattan today especially after the first impact of the first plane that hit the south tower of the world trade 
center his name is larry kowski with 10 10 wins cbsmarketwatch.com larry we're glad you came in here to 


talk to us i know that you were in an office at the time the first impact tell me what happened immediately 
following that i took a walk out on the street to see what was going on and i was at the corner of liberty street 
and broadway looking uh right at the two towers of the trade center uh about a block and a half away when i 
heard this horrendous explosion and uh i didn't even realize that it was the second tower that had been hit at 
that point the plane came from behind the tower from where i was standing but there was this tremendous 
eruption of debris and fire from the building and at that point everyone around me uh turned and started to 
run in fact i got pushed over a couple of times as i tried to take off as well and uh i circled down around um 
water street got as far away as i could and then came back up to just across from city hall where i was 
watching the two towers where i had a clear view of them and as i was watching uh all of a sudden uh the 
first the two towers started to come down and uh coming right up broadway in park row was just this 
tremendous plume of gray smoke and at that point everyone started running again including myself and well i 
didn't stop till i reached midtown i stopped running but i walked all the way back up because there 
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walked all the way back up because there was no place else to go but you do we have a camera behind you 
because you did you didn't get hurt though but you did get a lot of the debris and stuff that fell in you big stain 
on the back of you well i i think that was more from uh being on the ground and from uh kind of getting 
walked on by uh by people i i don't really remember if i was pushed or whether i tripped or a little bit of both 
but it was i didn't even realize that it happened except that people as they were coming by were saying to me 
are you all right because you've got this horrendous mark on the back of your shirt and uh you know i didn't i 
didn't even see it until i finally got to a mirror can you tell us what it was like on the street as those people 
were running what was being said what was being shouted screamed i heard people praying i saw people 
crying i saw people walking in disbelief it seemed that the further north i walked in manhattan once i got say 
north of the uh greenwich village area uh it seemed almost eerily normal uh you know there's two different 
worlds yeah there was there because there were trucks on the street there was commerce being done the 
stores were open um at least some of them um and uh then you know as i crossed madison avenue 
somewhere in the 30s and looked downtown and normally you can see those two towers right down the 
street and there was nothing and i was in that building at 8 35 this morning getting off the train and i i can't i 
can't believe it while you were walking while you were running what were you thinking i was just hoping not 
to get hit by anything uh there was debris raining from the sky and and my biggest fear was that something 
was going to come down on my head uh at one point i tried to duck into a building lobby and i kind of got 
pushed out and fortunately the the worst uh the worst of it was a little fall and a little scrape and that was 
about it coming off the summer of blockbuster movies and you know we all have these scenes we're going to 
police commissioner bernard carrick i believe is speaking live there he is this will include or relate to all 
pedestrian and vehicle air traffic 
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all pedestrian and vehicle air traffic except essential emergency vehicles and personnel shall be prohibited in 
the following areas manhattan south of 14th street and that will be from east river to the hudson river the only 
vehicles that will be allowed in those areas will be emergency vehicles police fire vehicles national guard and 
anything authorized by the police department there will be some vehicles in the morning that will have to get 
down there for deliveries of certain things that we're familiar with already they will be allowed in and residents 
that's it anyone trying to violate the order will be arrested and could be found guilty of a class b misdemeanor 
i urge people to follow the order there's no need to come into southern manhattan tomorrow and as a result 
of the order the best thing to do is stay away can you talk can talk about this incident that came up on 
channel two about the some people coming across a broken gw bridge explosives can you comment on that 
at all i haven't seen the report and uh ii haven't heard about anybody coming across the bridge with 
explosives okay have you heard anything about the band well i've heard basically the same thing you have 
we haven't been able to confirm it yet um they weren't near the bridge to my understanding uh if it in fact did 
happen we're trying to confirm it through our detective bureau one more question about the 14th street that 
includes all bridges and tunnels crossing south and 14th street those are closed down any movement south 


of 14th street any explosives on the george washington bridge or in the lincoln tunnel no commissioner it was 
in jersey near uh the bridge is that your understanding do you know the jurisdiction well what we heard what 
we listen what we heard was port authority police stopped a van that might have had 
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stopped a van that might have had explosives in it we haven't been able to confirm it yet we're working on it 
when we hear something we'll let you know what's on the jersey side thank you okay thank you and we'll be 
back so we'd have to go just holding a press conference and talking about the tight restrictions on people 
who are not needed non-emergency personnel who try to head below south of 14th street tomorrow that will 
be a very restricted area i think it basically said no civilian traffic south of 14th period or you will be arrested 
and also him being asked about marcia kramer's report on a van with explosives on it stopped on the george 
washington bridge sounds as if commissioner carrick does not want to release much information on that 
saying only that he was attributing it to port authority police actually stopping this truck marshall reporting two 
people in that truck explosives enough to have taken the entire bridge down if they had been detonated 
much more on that story obviously coming that is a cbs 2 exclusive perhaps why commissioner carrick is is 
not ready to release much information on that right now this day started just before nine this morning when 
the first plane in american airlines jet crashed into tower one world trade center tower one just before 9 a.m 
john slattery has a look at the day's tragic events it was a sight so terrible and so destructive the world trade 
center's twin towers each 110 stories collapsing to the ground it was absolute pandemonium as people ran 
from the collapsing landmarks i was on the 24th floor went up in the elevator as soon as we get up in the 
elevator we lost power in the elevator and then we just worked our way downstairs but there was tons of 
company given made days we lost tons of guys terrible the series of events began around a quarter to nine 
when a hijacked american airlines jet was directed into the north tower 
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was directed into the north tower i was walking to work what did you see describe it yeah it was very low it 
looked like one of the cargo planes and it looked like it was flying to the left it was sort of disorienting a very 
large cargo plane and then my view was obstructed and just it was just a bang hundreds of police and 
firefighters responded and workers from the area were evacuated from world trade and nearby office 
buildings a second plane a hijacked united airlines jet slammed into the south tower as thousands of 
onlookers watched in disbelief i was one of those who saw it hit and like everyone else realized at that 
moment that terrorism was striking the u.s as the two buildings burned an unknown number of people 
jumped to their death from the upper floors of the north tower to escape the fire burning out of control on the 
ground there were screams and tears as people watched in disbelief at death before their eyes a portion of 
the north tower crashed to the ground around 10 a.m sending up a huge cloud of dust and a short time later 
the south tower fully collapsed with an unknown number of workers as well as police and firefighters inside it 
sent an even bigger plume of dust moving in all directions and sending onlookers running to avoid the 
choking dust everybody was fine on my floor we just started heading down the stairs i heard people were 
trapped in the bathroom i ran to the bathroom it was just blown out this man was able to make it out just 
before the buildings collapsed the concourse went totally dark i heard a fireman yelling i'm over here it's the 
door i'm over here i basically got him all fours and i just crawled to the door to adjoining shorter buildings 
world trade numbers five and seven caught fire they were evacuated officials were unable to battle those 
fires the 47-story building number seven 
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the 47-story building number seven burned out of control and at 5 20 this afternoon it collapsed as well a 
short time later the mayor said there were people trapped in that debris as well john slattery reporting there 
you know um last weekend think about new york how it was a great summer weekend how new york 
celebrated itself the us open the williams sisters the the yankees were taking over their boston red sox we 
were herman edwards you know took the jets they gave it all we talked about all right great weekend 


broadway on broadway in times square thousands of people thousands of people at all these different places 
tens of thousands of people celebrating the greatness of this great city and the freedom to do such wonderful 
things here and here we are today and children some children are sitting there and their parents aren't home 
yet tonight and again some people will not go home but again as the mayor has pointed out as the governor 
has pointed out as the president of the united states has pointed out this country will not bow to what 
happened today but it will take a long time to fully recover from what happened real quick before we go uh to 
our next segment i wanted to give you an idea in case you didn't know and we had to this comes from the 
info center the top 10 companies at the world trade center again we don't know how many people were in the 
building we know it's far less than it could have been because it was early but just to give you an idea these 
are the 10 companies that had had the most square footage in those two towers morgan stanley port 
authority a1 risk services which is an insurance company i believe empire blue cross marsh mclennan 
insurance company bank of america deutsche bank guy carpenter oppenheimer funds credit suisse again 
people trying to get a hold of loved ones to try to find out information about what has happened and 
someone pointed out those companies their headquarters are gone a fraction of the places there there are 
law offices political offices the restaurant up there at the top many a wedding had there many a retirement 
party a 
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there many a retirement party a graduation party think of the memories so many families in this area have 
shared at the top of that of that landmark milestones milestones happy milestones and the gentleman who's 
about to join us on the phone i know looked it out at those towers each and every day our own warner wolf 
who lives down in that area warner todd is unbelievable right now i'm just looking at smoke which before 
about 14 15 hours ago was the world trade center i'm about 10 blocks north of where the world trade center 
was i'm looking right out the window which i always did every night it was just a a beautiful sight and this 
morning about 10 minutes to 9 i heard a plane go over my head and i said to my wife geez that that plane is 
low and then i would say five ten seconds later there was an explosion that just rocked the building and i said 
what the heck is that my wife opened up the windows the blinds and she said oh my god there's a hole in the 
world trade center and from then on i never moved from the spot it was todd and dana it's unbelievable you 
know you can see it on tv but let me tell you something which i've always seen when you see something in 
person it there is just no comparison and the work you know i don't know what was the thing was that at first 
you thought the first thought was well gosh maybe some pilot just lost control the poor guy and he slammed 
but then when the second one you see that came from the south i couldn't see that i could see the one from 
the north but from the south then it hit it in the explosion and then you realize it was another plane you knew 
that was no accident warner were you or your wife actually watching the time the second impact occurred 
yes it was unbelievable it was like 
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it was unbelievable it was like an explosion oh my god that was the only thing you oh god just just to see the 
the fire balls you know just bellowing out of that and then uh you know you todd i've got to tell you something 
the worst thing i've ever seen in my life i saw people jumping out of the window yeah jump they were jumping 
out or maybe they were already dead or forced out my god is this happening when you see it happening and 
and you're there i i you Know it's and then this i'll tell you i got sick to see the you know when the the one the 
one that was hit second went down first you know when that went down it was like such a oh my god just to 
see it go down and then the other one oh god i i i don't you know gosh this is it really is a day in infamy i 
mean there's no question this is though and then the smoke got is it still smoking you know what yes it's still 
smoking my god it just smoked just smoke and you could see the difference before they both went down you 
could see the difference in the smoke the one that was hit first uh there was more fire there was more fire in 
the one that was hit second and uh you could say well wait a minute something's not right and then the one 
on the on the left which was the one that was hit second went down and then the smoke changed the one on 
the right which was hit uh first the smoke changed from like a little light to totally black and you said oh my 
god this i'm not a fireman but this can't be right and then that went down what a helpless feeling warner as 


you watched all of that oh my god what have you and your wife spoken about today just to each other well 
what are the conversations been like just you know it's like uh look at each other and say well you know are 
we really seeing this and 
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you know are we really seeing this and then we went out on the street uh the 11th uh the first precinct is right 
below us and we talk to the firemen and the policemen and it's you know they're like in a different world 
they're numb and they're just dazed and we saw firemen coming up this way and people walking this way 
because you know you couldn't go south every people were just coming north and you could see the cars 
and the cars that were coming were rescue trucks and police cars and fire engines and there was debris all 
over them it looked like god you know if you thought it was a movie or something you know it was uh effects 
but it was real that's the thing you know you see all these movies but this was real it's just i you know i've 
never seen anything like this in my life warner thank you for sharing your story with us today and tonight 
thank you so much thank you uh it is a reality of what has happened here today that bodies will have to be 
recovered and lou young now has a story on the temporary moors have been set up in the city the city 
morgue just north of bellevue hospital is preparing to process an unheard of number of bodies tonight a 
refrigerator truck is parked outside the loading dock at the office of the chief medical examiner i am told it is 
only the first of many that may be brought into use in the days to come the blue brick building on first avenue 
is where many of the surviving relatives and friends of the people killed today will get the final answer to their 
fears until a body is identified it is only among the missing several blocks south city health department 
workers are taking information about the missing at the agency's lab building at 26th and first avenue those 
in search of the missing are hunched over tables filling out forms the workers here trying to help people like 
peter chevelle who has spent the entire day looking for his friend james a husband and father from long 
island they just took down all the information they could about him and what he was wearing and 
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and what he was wearing and any significant you know marks or rings or jewelry or what he was wearing 
today and then i guess they put in a computer and i mean i've been to four hospitals already so there wasn't 
any help there he wasn't at any before i went to so i'm gonna go try and look at a couple others he has a wife 
and kids waiting at home online that wife and three children his friend was on the 105th floor of tower one as 
was this young woman whose relatives wandered the streets tonight with a photo she was in tower one on 
106th floor uh when the when the airplane hit and uh we're just really looking for her right now we really want 
to know where she where she is we're going from hospital to hospital so if anybody's heard of her heard 
where she is we would so appreciate it if someone could please get in touch with us the 25 year old yonkers 
woman was at a conference at windows on the world and called her mother shortly before the collapse she 
called her mother from the tower one when there was fire right after the plane hit she called approximately 
five minutes to nine letting her mother know the place is burning we're trying to get out we're doing the best 
we can she hung up the phone i to go and we haven't heard anything since then back live here in lower 
manhattan less than an hour after that phone call from the windows in the world restaurant the building 
collapsed among the missing people tonight a lot of people who work for the city the mayor was asked about 
the police officers and firefighters and the numbers of the missing and he refused to hazard a guest but he 
continues to tell us that there are a lot and i am told that we're talking perhaps about 200 firefighters and 
upwards of a hundred police officers again these are all remains that are going over to the medical 
examiner's office a tedious process we've seen it with the um with the big crashes the crash of the of the pan 
am jet and uh and all the the various disasters including earthquakes we've seen the tedious process of 
trying to 
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the tedious process of trying to identify uh victims in these types of horrendous incidents but never anything 
like this we are expecting uh perhaps upwards of 10 000 or more uh people that will have to be identified and 
accounted for hopefully some of them will be found alive in that rubble uh we are live in lower manhattan lou 
young cbs 2. lou thank you we also just got word that another one of the world's tallest buildings was 
evacuated today wednesday in malaysia well tomorrow for us a threat concern to kuala lumpur's patronus 
twin towers that came about 12 hours after the world trade center blast was a bomb threat in malaysia and 
just to give you an idea of the patronus towers they are 1483 feet pardon me 14 hundred eighty three feet tall 
just a little bit taller than the world trade centers each of the two towers that once thank you for helping in 
lower manhattan no problem there marcia kramer within the last hour has reported exclusive information 
concerning a truck filled with explosives bound for the gw bridge marcia well port authority cops apparently 
arrested two men and a van full of explosives in the meadowlands just before the they reached the george 
washington bridge they feel that they have averted an attempt by these two men to try to blow up the george 
washington bridge and cause further havoc in new york city top new york city police department brass 
confirmed the story for cbs 2 and also sources in the mayor's office that they also had confirmed the story 
the two men and a truck were found in the meadowlands with a van of explosives we're trying to discover 
right now just what kind of a truck it was how many explosives how much explosives were in the truck and 
we will have more for you as the story develops again we are reporting that port authority police arrested two 
men and a van full of explosives in the meadowlands trying to foil an apparent attempt to blow up the world 
trade center and 
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blow up the world trade center and further make cause damage in new york city which has been hit by two 
terrorist attacks today that's all we have for you right now live in lower manhattan i'm marcia kramer marcia 
thank you so much for watching more tragedy might there have been today if that truck indeed was carrying 
explosives bound for the gw bridge marshall reporting again enough explosives to blow up that entire span 
according to her sources michael looney is live now on the east side at 26th street michael what can you tell 
us did you end up going to the port authority news conference danny we left there a little while ago we've 
come over here to bellevue hospital this is where people are coming to try to find their loved ones that have 
been missing in this morning's attacks they're coming here to see if those loved ones are on the list of 
patients here at bellevue or any other hospital they come here they stand in line you can see them behind 
me there's probably 50 to 100 people here they go up they talk to a police officer who holds a very thick list 
of names and they try to see if their loved ones are on that list these stories are heartbreaking listen and 
danny may we'll have that sound for you shortly but we've been talking to people that have spent literally the 
whole day trying to track down their loved ones we spoke to one man who whose daughter called him at five 
after nine from tower one the plane had hit the tower she was working in windows on the world and was able 
to make a phone call and that's the last he heard from her her name was joanna vidal and he's been carrying 
her photograph around thinking maybe she didn't have any identification with her maybe somebody would 
recognize her he's frantic he's heartbroken and it's a heartbreaking story we're going to have that sound for 
you when we get it to you i'd like you to come back to me because you want to hear this this is really the face 
of terrorism the pain it's devastating dana cool as you're there and the people are standing behind you you 
say somebody is 
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standing behind you you say somebody is going through the names is there somebody these folks can go to 
speak with yeah just around the corner there are several police officers holding lists they are the patient lists 
of patients here at bellevue and at other hospitals in new york where people were brought to after the attacks 
they're trying to see if their loved ones who they haven't been able to contact are on those lists we spoke to 
one captain i'm saying are people finding their loved ones he said honestly no they're not michael what we 
can see is about a dozen people behind you i'm sure there are more there we can hear their voices if you 
could walk back towards i will come out there and give us an idea of what it looks like what it sounds like 
there now excuse me sir we're from childhood would anybody like to talk to us are you looking for loved ones 


are you yeah you could do you want to tell me your story who are you looking for uh well uh we have an 
uncle who uh works in tower two and we're not sure where he is and uh i also i also have a few friends who 
work on the top floors of tower one where did your uncle work exactly uh aeon a on insurance was was there 
any contact from him today uh somebody spoke to him earlier today around nine o'clock they weren't sure if 
he was upstairs in his office or down on the ground so um that was that's that was the last anyone heard 
from him and now you're coming here to see if he's on this list yes thank you are you with him as well sir 
thanks very much do you want to talk miss i understand no problem is anybody here feel like talking we okay 
clearly uh you know the worst moment these people are going through trying to find their loves once a lot of 
people not wanting to talk we do have some sound perhaps later you can come to me and hear those other 
stories but this is it's a heartbreaking situation michael thank you and appreciate your sensitivity there thanks 
we'll come back to you i think as we wait for that sound to come in we want to reiterate some of the 
precautions and alert measures the us military has taken to protect 
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taken to protect our shores our land in light of what happened today beginning with the u.s navy in case you 
have not heard the uss john f kennedy carrier group as well as the george washington which is based in 
norfolk have made their way towards new york the atlantic fleet sookesman says each has a crew of up to 3 
000 sailors jfk also has an air wing with about 1500 sailors and airmen a lot of warplanes on that carrier 
again to protect u.s interests here on the coast of the usns comfort a hospital ship in baltimore harbor also 
being made available for when more folks are hopefully rescued and bodies recovered also deployed 
amphibious ships along the coast of the united states guided missile cruisers guided missile destroyers 
capable of responding to any threats from the air or the sea to these shores those amphibious ships will 
carry marines and sailors to provide security and provide surgical teams in limited hospital bed capacity now 
naval installations have been placed on the highest state of alert highest security conditions the atlantic fleet 
is 188 ships 1200 plus aircraft 37 shore stations more than 125 000 sailors and marines as well as civilian 
employees will be part of what's going on here all right at this point i'm told we're going to go to jennifer 
mclogan who is still at shea stadium i believe a lot of the command center for some of the ambulances who 
are helping out the auxiliary crew members jennifer what's the situation there tonight good evening a 
dramatic event a little bit earlier as those 55 ambulances that had been parked here all afternoon since 2 
o'clock were suddenly deployed into lower manhattan one by one they moved past shea stadium where they 
had been kept men and women we spoke to looked nervous admitted to being very reluctant at the death 
and destruction they were about to encounter but as volunteers they said it is what they do best to help 
people in need as they passed by 
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to help people in need as they passed by i couldn't help but notice the lights of laguardia airport not 
illuminated at all it looks basically like a ghost town and earlier today we spent our afternoon at kennedy 
airport as that airport was closed down difficult to comprehend as we left there at sunset to arrive over here 
at shea that one of the largest airports in the entire world was so deserted reporting live for the time being 
shea stadium the staging area now jennifer mclogan back to you thank you jennifer and we did get some 
calls into our newsroom people who live around the queens area of kennedy airport saying i'm seeing 
airplanes tonight i'm seeing the lights of jets and those were not commercial aircraft those were government 
aircraft bringing in army corps of engineer types uh investigators doctors uh ntsb types of people who were 
there we had a report earlier tonight that utah task force one has been flown in as well as teams from los 
angeles again that's under the direction of the federal emergency management agency we're going to go 
now to paul moniz paul todd the situation here outside chelsea piers is that this is an emergency triage 
center there are doctors and nurses from all over the area awaiting as many as four to five hundred patients 
to show up here you're looking i would assume now from the sound of it at some video from earlier there 
were emts from as far away as pennsylvania who turned out to help what we can tell you right now is that 
this sky rink has been retrofitted into an operating room into an emergency room with doctors and nurses 
inside waiting for these patients to arrive now the question is as we come back here live why aren't we 


seeing these patients here we've been trying to figure that out all night one reason maybe that they were 
treated earlier at triage centers further south than this or that they just haven't come because they are 
trapped the mayor in his press conference talked about how difficult it is for the rescue vehicles to get in and 
actually try to rescue some of these 
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and actually try to rescue some of these people or perhaps even do body recoveries because these buildings 
are unsound and until they are able to shore them up we will not see more people coming to these facilities 
but the bottom line here is when they are taken out hopefully many of them alive rescue personnel are ready 
to take care of them we are live outside chelsea piers at the triage center paul moniz back to you also paula 
some of them earlier today about 2 000 people in fact were taken over the water over to liberty nationals 
that's right a lot of people have been treated at various triage centers around the city and really it's an 
amazing sense of readiness for the city to see how many people turned out you know dana what's amazing 
to me anyway is that there are hundreds of doctors and nurses in here and i'm told that almost no one has 
come to this facility and they are set up ready to take more patients so really goes to show that the city at 
least in its response has been ready for whatever comes its way at least thus far paul moniz thank you 
reporting from chelsea piers now back to our newsroom hazel sanchez is there with more information on 
closings and changes for the daily life of new yorkers tomorrow hazel yeah we have an update here on all 
the school closings and some of the openings around the city and also in new jersey starting in new jersey 
we do know that newark schools will be open tomorrow also jersey city and bayonne are closed for tomorrow 
as of now that's as of now and they could change by tomorrow morning so those of you that go to school in 
jersey city and bayonne be sure to make a call tomorrow morning before you head out or before you decide 
to stay home because they may reopen tomorrow morning also middlesex county those schools are closed 
on a town talented town basis so you have to make sure you check also and give a call to your school also in 
manhattan new york city public schools are closed tomorrow also new york are to diocese schools also so be 
sure to stay tuned with us tomorrow morning starting at two o'clock to double check for the very latest on all 
the school school closings back to you thank you jesus sanchez in the newsroom we're going to go back to 
the 
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newsroom we're going to go back to the east side michael looney standing with someone looking for 
somebody michael back here at bellevue this is where people are coming to find their missing loved ones 
there's a list here that doctors and police have where they try to locate their missing loved ones and see if 
they're patients at any area hospitals we're here with ross ross just tell me your story who are you looking for 
we're looking for my sister-in-law who worked at two world trade on the 97th floor we heard from her my 
mother-in-law heard from her right before it happened she was watching the building next door on fire and 
she said i gotta go i'll call you and that was the last we heard what's her name gumiti sacchardin where did 
she work uh fiduciary trust she was at what floor 97 on the 97th floor she was able to call and say she saw 
the other building right and then she told my mother put on the tv and take a look at what's going on and then 
um she said she had a call back and she never did so tell me about your day i see you've made another sign 
yeah we have a flyer with some numbers that i'm going to post up different hospitals if anybody see her to 
call us and this is how you spent your day um trying to get home from the city because i work in midtown just 
trying to get home getting my kids home together because they go to school near the airport so and then we 
got home and back into the city so it's now 14 15 hours what goes through your mind confusion we're hoping 
we're talking we're talking to the command center and they tell us they've heard about from 400 people 
they're still waiting from 300. we got word that someone said that he's assured that she might have gotten 
out because there's people above those floors that has gotten out so we're just hoping and praying what do 
you make of today what happened to america totally chaotic 
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what happened to america totally chaotic and i never thought it would happen here i can't believe i'm in new 
york it feels like i'm someplace in the middle east ross thank you very much good luck to you thank you okay 
no problem dana that's what we have there are a hundred five hundred a thousand stories just like this here 
tonight people looking for their loved ones yeah michael thank you ernie anastos and i and the uh we are 
back on board we're going around of course and covering the story now about 14 hours after that deadly 
airstrike uh in new york city and we do have a number of reports we want to go to first we're going to check 
in with amy nuzzo yeah amy actually it was at a memorial early on in hasbro new jersey here's her story 
hundreds of people have gathered here in ridgewood new jersey tonight for a vigil and prayer service an 
interfaith gathering that clergy leaders say is a show of solidarity and a call for god to be present on this 
tragic evening the opportunity for people to just pray together and in a very interfaith way express their desire 
for god to be present in our community tonight [Music] it was unclear tonight just how many in this bergen 
county community lost loved ones in the devastating terrorist attacks but everyone seems to have lost 
something for children a sense of innocence i almost started crying because it's just like so depressing that 
like lots of people had died this day it's going to be remembered for a lot of years ridgewood high school like 
most schools in the town made the announcements to students in the morning and throughout the day 
students who remained in class were called down to the principal's office one by one to try and contact their 
parents many of whom worked at the world trade center i freaked out and went home because i i thought my 
dad was on uh was he worked in the world trade center i thought he worked there but he found out he was 
on a plane and pretty much everyone just left i think you Know it's just two it was just too like unsettling to 
stay 
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just too like unsettling to stay you couldn't deal with it it was just widespread panic basically the mayor 
announced that counselors have volunteered their services and will be on hand around the clock to counsel 
those in grief and shock just gosh look at the flag and started to cry that's all it's very sad i can't talk really no 
it's comparable to pearl harbor it's comparable to that because this is a attack on our soil attack directly to us 
except these are civilians these are innocent people this isn't military it's just the essence of evil so many of 
the people who came out here tonight have said that they're not here for any one person or persons but for 
the entire community at large they are grieving tonight presumably some of those most affected those with 
loved ones who have not been accounted for were too distraught to come out here tonight reporting from 
ridgewood new jersey amy newzo cbs2 thank you amy as we see young and old alike of course today are 
pulling together those students talking about how they couldn't deal with the situation and now the work 
begins of course family friends just trying to help trying to support each other through all of this of course 
people praying in new jersey there as you saw as well as here in the city at saint patrick's cathedral all day 
long people going inside saying their prayers including the governor pablo guzman has been outside saint 
patty's pablo you know quiet here now but earlier as you said governor pataki came by quite unexpectedly 
and there's some cynics there who would say well you know he knew that you were there no actually he 
didn't we were the only camera crew around by happenstance and he slipped in his people made a clear 
look not going in there doesn't want any cameras in there it's going in there privately and i asked if we could 
have a moment afterwards and he was gracious enough he has obviously a lot of other things to do and 
stopped and talked and you didn't get that sense that there was some politician talking at you there was a 
person who brought his 
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there was a person who brought his daughter with him and they lost some people in what happened at the 
world trade center there have been vignettes like that that will stay with those of us who observe them a 
woman walking by here at 51st and 5th an older woman listening on the radio dance she walked by tears just 
flowing from her eyes as she was listening to the radio pause to make a stop in the church many people you 
can imagine all over this area stopping in mosques synagogues temples churches and we should remember 
that as the mayor has pointed out that each in their own way stopping in their place of worship there are 
many of us who would want to condemn one particular group because they look like those who perhaps 


maybe we think did this but we should pause and stop because when the world trade center bomb happened 
the first time i remember people thought back then because there was a conflict at that time in bosnia 
whether it was the bosnians turns out it wasn't the bosnians when the oklahoma city explosion happened 
well it was the people who did the world trade center and i remember some of the investigators the terrorist 
task force team people from the marshals the fbi and ypd who went there to assist because they were the 
experts in the world trade center bombing and i had gotten to know many of them called and said we found 
out that it wasn't who we thought it was it turned out to be one of us it turned out to be somebody from a 
white separatist group so you always have to wait until all of the facts are in but certainly signs are pointing 
towards a certain place and with that said let me also say that one of the vignettes that will stay with me is 
when i was frozen at one time on the west side highway this morning and looked and heard some people 
cheering we were all listening to radio reports and there were four young men of a certain type ethnic 
persuasion one wearing a jets jersey by the way in their 20s and they were cheering had 
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in their 20s and they were cheering had the windows down cheering because of what had happened and i'll 
admit i tried to find their license plate but i couldn't make it out in the traffic and you wonder what would have 
happened if they had been seen and surrounded by some other people who might have taken it upon 
themselves to meet out their own justice nothing that we want to encourage but it is that kind of emotions 
that is being unleashed by what happened today so people come to the church into the mosque into the 
temples and to the synagogues and try to balance feelings of anger and payback with the sense that there is 
a need here for some calm i don't know if all those answers are found in places like this but we seem to try 
from st patrick's pablo guzman cbs 2. pablo i i understand a lot of people certainly are trying we have been 
hearing so many different speeches tonight about strength and hope mayor giuliani earlier tonight was 
talking about hope for finding many of those people alive he did not of course walk away from the big 
question that is that the death toll will probably be extremely high right now six fatalities more than 2 000 are 
injured 700 in the hospital many critical right now 200 firefighters are dead tonight many of the department's 
top brass included and of course a number of people have been unaccounted for as we heard earlier right 
now the lights are on in lower manhattan uh hundreds of pieces of equipment are moving in the job is 
underway they're looking for survivors they're looking to do their job right now and you talked about hope 
pablo and that's exactly what the mayor and the governor and the president have all been talking about that 
we stay the mark and we keep the strength and we move forward from here and ernie i understand in about 
four minutes we are expected to hear once again from the mayor in the meantime we're going to go to the 
newsroom and hazel sanchez i understand hazel you've been receiving a lot of phone calls from people from 
the scene that's right angela amid all this 
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angela amid all this tragedy we are hearing about a possible glimmer of hope word of possible survivors 
underneath the rubble of the world trade center cnn and ap ap are reporting tonight that people that are 
possibly trapped in the world trade center are calling from their cell phones they are calling using their 
personal cell phones calling for help we have no word yet if they're calling 9-1-1 or if they're making calls to 
their family but again cnn and ap reporting people that are possibly trapped in the world trade center calling 
from their cell phones asking for help asking for help to get out of out from underneath that rubble we can 
only pray that those are in fact survivors and we of course will keep you updated on this developing story we 
also want to update you on some of the closings are in and around the city buildings south of canal street 
have been evacuated also the battery lincoln and holland tunnels are still closed subways are skipping 
stations south of canal most subway service has resumed but subway lines still affected are the three train 
the c train and the q train also new york city buses are operating above houston street but they are still 
experiencing a few backups there just so you know about that also path trains are open in both directions lirr 
service is back to normal this evening new jersey transit also has limited new york city service and metro 
north returns to a weekday schedule starting on wednesday also all airports are closed until at least noon 
tomorrow port authority is reporting tomorrow of course will not be a normal commuting day and last but not 


least once again we want to remind you that non-essential vehicles are ban are ba are banned rather south 
of 14th street and just one quick wrap-up just to mention again the report coming out of cnn and ap tonight 
they are reporting that there are possible survivors underneath the rubble of that scene that 
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underneath the rubble of that scene that you see right there the world trade center that collapsed earlier 
today people possibly calling from their cell phones asking for assistance we of course will keep you updated 
on this developing story back to you thank you hazel isn't that about the most encouraging news that we've 
been hearing in a long time that the trap victims are actually making calls from their cell phones uh you know 
this work is going to continue throughout the night and as long as it takes uh there's a commitment here on 
the part of the city and the part of all the people yes who have really been part of this story so we'll continue 
to follow this we're going to go now to mayor rudy giuliani who is once again speaking to the city who are live 
i do not know what condition they're in but we are hopeful that we'll be able to rescue some more people i 
have no idea how many others but at least there's some hope that we'll be able to get some people out we 
have been able to to get two people out who have been identified as port authority police officers i don't have 
their identities and i don't have their condition that's the good news and all night we'll keep trying to extricate 
people through tomorrow and there are over a thousand well over a thousand rescue workers and 
emergency workers down down there now could be two thousand and the new york police department and 
the fire department emergency services the assistance that we've gotten from the national guard and and if 
you go down there you'll you'll see fire departments from east meadow and belmore and northern new jersey 
and we really appreciate their efforts it will be of great assistance all during the night if you have questions 
that we can answer or try to answer the number is five six 1212-5602 seven thirty that's one two one two five 
six oh twenty seven thirty i know that um i know that there's great concern over what the numbers of people 
lost are we don't know the answer to that the 
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we don't know the answer to that the dimension will be very large in terms of the people we're looking for it's 
a couple of hundred firefighters um and police officers which is a staggering number as far as the number of 
people in the building that'll be in the thousands but there's no way of knowing at this point and we're going 
to keep praying and hoping that we save as many people as possible mr mayor there are reports that there 
are a group of survivors in the basement of the world trade center that they have cell phones they've been 
calling their relatives in seattle to tell them precisely where they are in that group of nypd police who are with 
them and alive and well do you know about that i know i know that that rescue effort has been going on uh 
for a couple of hours yes mayor do you know anything about the report uh about the possible explosives that 
were found in new jersey yeah i think the police commissioner was able to get information about that i i just 
got a confirmation from the chief of detectives he's reached out to the fbi they have confirmed that someone 
has been stopped in new jersey uh three men in a van however there was no explosives in the band all right 
they're being held for questioning why are new jerseys i can't say yet okay why do you think they're 
connected with this uh we can't tell at this point uh it's between the fbi and the port authority uh we just got 
the confirmation by phone after i left the last period were they on the george washington bridges they were 
heading for no they weren't they were rude explosives where did those rumors come from or why did that 
begin to circulate i can't tell you excuse me they in the meadowlands it's my understanding but i we haven't 
confirmed that do we know why they were stopped not yet commissioner can you tell us anything about the 
rescue of the two port authority officers or the ongoing effort with the people in the basement where the poor 
authority officers were pulled out of or we can't say yet the um it was uh trinity and church where the officers 
were that were just pulled out uh the other people that are still still 
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uh the other people that are still still in the building we can't tell exactly where they are we all know that the 
port authority is housed in the world trade center any idea of the status of their operations they've they've lost 
a lot of people and we don't know the full dimension of that either but the port authorities have have a lot of 
people that are missing and we were fortunate to find two of the police officers we'll keep searching for the 
others but they they have sustained a lot of losses the group of people with the cell phones that marcia 
referred to do you have any idea how big a group that size is in that particular location i'm like we know the 
exact numbers we know it's more than more than two people yes two people two people communicated and 
they say there are more people there and people who are looking around the city uh trying to find information 
about those who are missing uh what are they supposed to do where are they supposed to go and who's 
collecting that information the phone number that they should call is 212-560-2730 and then as we have 
information about about people either who are who who have been recovered or are dead then we'll we'll let 
them know that is our morgue able to handle this we we had a meeting with the medical examiner earlier 
went over it with him he believes that he's able to handle it he'll start handling it at 30th street which is the uh 
the morgue for manhattan he'll then be able to move up to the bronx where he also has facilities and then we 
have the possibility of using the pier on the west side which is set aside in case the numbers get too difficult 
to handle but he thinks he can handle at least a good deal of it tomorrow and the next day right in manhattan 
we've got over 300 people that are missing that we can't account for we believe 
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that we can't account for we believe that many of uh many of them are are gone we don't we'll keep looking 
we have hundreds of people over there now trying to find as many possible locations that they might be in in 
some way in a void or whatever and um you know still be able to breathe and and still alive but we believe 
that most of these people i think are going to be unable to to pull out so we'll just keep working on it i have a 
number i'd like to give we haven't been able to make any contact with the families because we're still unsure 
of the situation so the number for the families who haven't spoken to their loved one and of course of this 
whole whole horrible day if they call this number we'll at least tell them that that this is a person that's missing 
or that we have had some contact with this person the number would be 718-999-2541 is a number that we'll 
be using at fire department headquarters it's just for firefighters just for firefighters firefighters and fire officers 
ems personnel i would just we will man those numbers that number will roll over to 10 lines and we'll be able 
to just try to give them some information we don't have a lot so that's why we haven't been calling them like 
we would normally do how do i feel about it i don't know what to say lost people that have given over 40 
years commissioner fihan has had every job in the department he's probably the most valuable people a 
person in the department 
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person in the department when i got this job mayor and commissioner safer said make sure you keep bill 
fiann haven't regretted that one day he's given a whole life to this department chief ganci the same thing 
chief department 33 years 34 years ray downey we just honored him with a dinner almost 40 years of service 
world renowned for situations like this telling me how dangerous it was when we first got there all the 
possibilities everything that he was trying to do to you know get the people out while the judge i don't know if 
you know father judge one of the nicest man you could possibly find in the whole world we haven't found 
other people yeti that i don't even want you to want to mention the name some of the best people in this 
department i can't find anybody from five rescues and seven squads and it's just uh it's a devastating thing i 
don't know uh well the fire department will recover but i don't know how commercial eric in the police 
department how many people you're looking for the number we're looking for is in excess of about 30 to 33 
people that's what we know as of right now and for the members for the family members of the police 
department if they have questions or they need to contact us regarding their family members they can call 
718 it's the special operations division and we'll be able to help them as much as possible how close are 
rescue teams able to get to the scene assuming there are people who are there the rescue teams are able to 
to get very close now it was very difficult during the day but in most places they now can they they now can 
operate there's still a few dangerous areas but they're able to operate they're able to 
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they're able to operate they're able to operate down down there now yes we're very hopeful very hopeful that 
there are pockets where there are people not only the ones that we know about but hopefully others a group 
of firefighters were at st vincent's hospital that were in a void for four or five hours and uh we're hopeful that 
there are other situations like that uh and that that's and that's right that's why our rescue workers are 
working so furiously how big a group was that that was a company listen there was a group when he 
survived no it wasn't that's seven yeah it's five guys in the most five guys six six men this was earlier earlier 
today they they were in a they were they were they were in i believe one world trade center and the the 
firefighter described to me that they were they were there for about four or five hours and when they walked 
out they were shocked to see that the building had come down because they knew they had been damaged 
but they had been in a void so they had been protected what unit are we talking about i'm not sure i forget 
we'll find out i think i remember that can you just tell us again about the two port authority police officers how 
they were found no the only thing we know is that they were found a while ago that they're alive and we will 
get we'll get you more information about their condition and since we're talking about the port authority um i 
guess it's a reasonable assumption there's a large number of port authority police officers missing as well 
they're i'm sure they're all we don't have we don't have those exact numbers as well as port authority 
personnel the people who work for the port authority yeah their office was there and so we don't know how 
many people were actually at work the first um the first attack was at about 8 50. and then there was time to 
evacuate a lot of the building so we're not sure at this point how much of the building how much of the two 
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of the building how much of the two buildings were evacuated in that period of time between the first the first 
attack by the airplane until the first building came down we're hopeful because we saw a lot of people leaving 
we all did at the time we were down there we're hopeful that a lot of people got out of the building but we 
don't know we don't know the numbers yet maybe commissioner carrick could do it last question a little bit 
about the uh the high ranking members of the department i understand one was missing for a while no no 
not to my knowledge police sergeants accounted for uh the ranks that we're looking at and looking for are at 
the ranks of police officers and detectives uh and perhaps a few sergeants last question deborah barrett the 
last one deborah is there a coordinated effort right now uh to find out who exactly may have not been in the 
building when this happened or people just calling various companies how will we find out who was there 
and who was not there yeah we're trying very hard by communicating with the port authority and some of the 
major tenants we're trying to recreate how many people are there but actually the major effort is really 
focused on trying to rescue people the people who are out i'm sure have largely communicated with their 
families and are doing that i saw many many people doing that on the telephone as we were as we were 
leaving so really the focus of our efforts is to try to get as many people out as possible with the hope that 
there are still people that are alive like the ones that we know about mayor you said earlier that there were 
several other buildings downtown that may be structurally unsafe that you were still not sure about that in 
fact may collapse has anything changed from earlier today no i think i know i think no i don't think so not from 
the last time we had a briefing 
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from the last time we had a briefing and we were down there and five world trade center i heard was in some 
kind of trouble what's the status of five world trade i don't know engineers to take a look at all these buildings 
i'm sorry we're waiting we're going to wait till the day like tomorrow we'll have building and structural 
engineers check all these buildings that we're concerned about to make sure they're safe for rescue workers 
and for and to see you know what we can do to salvage these buildings thank you thank you you can ask 
your last question again good he's been trying he's been trying for a while in terms of how long does the 
department uh expect people to survive underneath the rubble like that i mean is there some sort of there's 
no that they could survive for some time there's no way to know exactly how long but it really it depends and 
um ii think one of the things that comes out of today is it depends on i guess it depends on the will of god or 


as to where you are where you're standing as this firefighter pointed out to us uh earlier mr mayor just to 
clarify something commissioner carrick said um you were about 10 minutes passed from when you were 
standing with several of the high-ranking officers who you lost and then you went to barclay street and you 
thought about that 10-minute gap how you were 10 minutes from being in a horrible situation i haven't had a 
chance to think about it but is that sort of accurate that 10 you would have been with them you were with 
them 10 minutes earlier before the building collapsed we the the some of the people that we lost we saw like 
father judge and and chief gansey bill seeham we saw them about 10 minutes before before we went over to 
75 barclay street uh and as i talked to their families and i explained to them that they were working very hard 
and they were working at what they love to do and i'm sure their efforts will end up 
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and i'm sure their efforts will end up having saved otherwise and their families can be very proud of them and 
we have we have without any doubt the best police department the best fire department the best police 
officers the best fire officers the best emergency workers of any place in the whole world and although 
today's tragedy is going to be enormous and there's no way to minimize it if it weren't for them this tragedy 
be far worse and they they executed brilliantly today and i having watched it and having been a recipient of 
their services because we had to get ourselves out i can tell you that whatever whatever the number of 
casualties without our police department our fire department our ems and the kinds of people that we have 
many of whom lost their lives there would be double or triple the number of casualties thank you thank you 
thank you mayor giuliani holding a news conference tonight and uh talking about the the enormous tragedy 
here but at the same time with a little bit of encouraging news for us he talked about survivors being pulled 
from the rubble two people or out he identified them as port authority police officers he also talked about 
some of the trapped victims making phone calls from their cell phones reaching out for help and he also said 
that there are about two thousand rescue workers that are on the job right now uh also a very sad moment 
for thomas vanessa and the fire commissioner talking about the loss of some 200 firefighters he said also 
yes yeah he said the fire department will recover he just doesn't know how exactly and he talked about how 
these were some of the best people in the department a very difficult uh time for everybody of course but 
they also talked about tomorrow a big push the lights are on now they're moving equipment in they'll be 
checking out some of the structural problems that they have there to go in there get the job done get some of 
those survivors out now a triage center has been set up in 
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now a triage center has been set up in chelsea piers there to assist the injured let's go to paul moniz with a 
live report paul you talk about the rescue workers in the turnout there are rescue vehicles from all over the 
area here in new jersey pennsylvania even as far away as providence rhode island people who have turned 
out to help if that is what is necessary and of course it will be we are hearing as many as four to five hundred 
injured people could be brought here within the next couple hours we are still waiting for them and the 
bottom line here is the chelsea piers skyrink which has been retrofitted into a triage center is ready you know 
so many of us here in new york and all around are shocked and saddened by the rapid turn of events here 
but perhaps no one is feeling the brunt of this more than the people on the front lines the rescue and 
emergency workers responding to the scene doctors and nurses tending to injured and dying patients and in 
many cases police officers and firefighters who have lost their lives in a valiant effort to save others one look 
at this fdny truck and you can imagine the sunken hearts at ladder company 24. new york city's bravest 
simply overwrought too upset to talk after losing perhaps dozens of their brothers across the city many of 
them still missing among the dead the deputy chief and chief of the fire department and a beloved fire 
chaplain after seeing this morgue van drive up outside of the firehouse passerby shirley nixon was overcome 
i don't know know the firemen but i feel the impact of it i mean they're down there trying to help people who 
were in that building and they lost their lives in the interim and it's just a sad thing she's very sad all day long 
an army of ents doctors and nurses tended to an untold number of dead and more than 600 injured among 
them this man who suffered severe burns on his ankles after showing up at world trade center with his wife 
to be met by an explosion on the ground floor but you were not on the 34th floor you 
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but you were not on the 34th floor you were down on the base level were you just arriving at work that's a 
live view just step in the building so you stepped into the building and then boom yeah that's all jeff lanza 
considers himself lucky to be alive he climbed down 58 flights of stairs at two world trade center clutching a 
gold crucifix throughout i was praying the whole way down i said the lord's prayer probably 200 times and 
there were some women who were you know starting to get woozy and they were being helped meantime 
new yorkers showed their true spirit lining up by the hundreds to donate blood but a shortage of blood 
donation bags and technicians had many being turned away we really need your help though we need your 
blood we just don't have enough people right now to draw area hospitals like bellevue's level one trauma 
center are being staffed round the clock for what is likely to be a week of harrowing rescues and body 
recoveries that could number into the thousands we're going to see probably very very critical patients with 
tremendous crush injuries tremendous traumatic injuries as they explore the area and find people in this 
disastrous place the big challenge now of course is getting close enough to this area and getting to an area 
or a situation where they can stabilize some of these buildings because right now the mayor says it is too 
dangerous for rescue personnel to go in there and try to rescue people because they themselves could be 
injured as we've been just reporting there are signs of good news though with people calling from their cell 
phones at the bottom of those buildings calling out for help and we understand that two port authority police 
officers were found alive a few hours ago in the rubble of course we hope we hear more of those kinds of 
stories rather than the grim body discoveries that are we are likely to see the mayor says by the thousands 
we're live here at the chelsea triage center paul moniz back to you we're going to keep hope alive thank you 
paul and john slattery has been on the job since early this morning of course been a long day he's still there 
near the trade center john give us an update what 
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trade center john give us an update what do you have well ernie what we've been seeing here over the past 
few hours coming down west street going south toward the scene is a lot of heavy equipment cranes have 
been going in a lot of bulldozers and a number of nurses just went in conversely we've seen firemen coming 
out guys who are just covered with soot and very tired most of them just wanting to sit down and take a rest 
what we saw here today was something that was absolutely un incredible at first there was the huge gash in 
one building and then there was the second building that was hit by a plane almost like a torpedo i've never 
seen anything like it in my life and then the towers coming down with that people from the world trade center 
area and other buildings nearby started just running for their lives as these as this billowing smoke was 
following them we saw before that as people were jumping from a world trade one there were a number of 
bystanders who just stopped and looked in disbelief people hugging each other and crying they absolutely 
could not believe this level of devastation and the frustration before the buildings came down of people 
trapped by the fire from about 10 or 15 stories from the top of world trade one some 20 people leaping 
because they had no choice the fire was that intense and then 5 30 the 5 20 this afternoon having the two 
main towers coming down world trade 7 also collapsed it had been an uncontrolled fire all of the day the fire 
officials could not do anything about it they just let it burn and then it collapsed as well heavy equipment 
going in all this afternoon late this afternoon and tonight this this rescue effort is is now fully underway of 
course they know that it's going to 
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of course they know that it's going to go on for days people as they were leaving here today many of them 
were were running a feeling that they were they were just hoping that they could get ahead of this soot some 
people were able to do it other people were absolutely covered with it especially workers who came out later 
i've got i didn't get it nearly as badly as a lot of people but i still got it in my hair in my eyes in my throat you 
can only imagine what it was like for people who were right up close right there when the buildings came 
down this is john slattery reporting live from west street incredible thank you john and of course one of the 
things we want to mention and you certainly are aware of it one of the headlines for tonight is that survivors 


are being pulled uh from the rubble to right now as identified by mayor giuliani tonight two people pulled out 
identified as a two port authority police officers the war continues we're getting phone calls as we understand 
for many of the victims who are trapped below and those calls are going out on cell phones we're going to 
stay on top of this story of course as we continue throughout the evening and of course tomorrow and as we 
continue now earlier in the evening there were several explosions in afghanistan secretary of defense 
rumsfeld said the united states is not responsible for those explosions dana tyler has more for us in the 
information center about what's going on in afghanistan dana angela it happened around six o'clock our time 
as we were sitting here watching cnn one of our information partners broadcast live quite a scene near kabul 
afghanistan near the airport there rocket fire explosions brighton lights across the sky as cnn reported that 
exclusively around a six o'clock hour time 2 30 a.m their time the explosions coming in rapid succession 
seconds apart buildings were shuttering the questions here in our country was this a u.s retaliation or was it 
something else the word all evening has been that it appear a pair appears to be 
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appear a pair appears to be something else a u.s official speaking on condition of anonymity said the fighting 
in kabul appeared to be rocket attacks by opposition rebels in response to the attack on a rebel general that 
happened on sunday so again the u.s saying that we are not retaliating against afghanistan and afghanistan 
in the news again because afghanistan has been shielding osama bin laden mastermind behind other 
terrorist attacks and some saying very cautiously today believing he had something to do with that but at a 
pentagon briefing with today's a pentagon briefing earlier today joint chiefs chairman henry shelton said i 
have no intention of discussing what comes next but make no mistake about it your armed forces are ready 
as president bush tonight having u.s forces around the globe on the highest possible alert threat con delta 
also today one of the airplanes the jetliners the american flight 757 9 30 a.m today hitting the pentagon and 
we talked about the numbers as we heard the fire commissioner and the mayor and the police commissioner 
talking about the people in the rubble there they're dealing with this in washington cnn is reporting between 
100 and 800 pentagon staff workers are missing or feared injured or dead and they there are going through 
something similar not by any means to the magnitude of what we're going through as we look at a live 
picture of our very short skyline here in midtown manhattan as it the hours go on ernie and angela and one 
other thing i'll say just got word from the fbi focusing on possible osama bin laden's supporters in south 
florida search warrants are being prepared without just crossing the wire in the past half hour angela thank 
you david it's hard to process all of these numbers we're getting of the the amount of people missing or 
injured or possibly dead and numbers as well that information and you mentioned numbers we have 
numbers on the screen constantly we just want to remind you again all of the phone numbers that you need 
any information that you want 
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information that you want go to cbsnewyork.com it's all there for you right now i just got word that 300 
firefighters are currently being treated 300 firefighters our prayers are certainly with them and their family 
let's go now to whitney casey she's live outside st vincent's hospital whitney that's right now we have a new 
count here 335 it's been pretty quiet all night for the past two three hours but we do have some bad news 
one more person has just died here and also we're just told that three police officers have just arrived with 
injuries that we've seen most of the night now here to tell us a little more mark ackerman he's been here all 
night all morning since 9 a.m this morning sadly three officers have just come here p.d oh yes three 
members of nypd just arrived they unfortunately are not injured very badly but they have some abrasions in 
their eyes we're finding uh the rescue workers coming in this evening with this we're encouraging all of the 
rescue workers through the mayor's office to wear goggles downtown the concrete dust is really playing 
havoc with their eyes and with their breathing as well but these officers much like the other ones are insisting 
on being taken care of quickly they want to get back to the scene how are your crews inside what's the 
atmosphere like well as you can see we've downsized a little bit we've sent as many people to places where 
they can rest the salvation army right here on 14th street is letting a hundred of our employees sleep there 
tonight some of the hotels are allowing our employees to sleep in their hotels and so we've let some people 


get some sleep we're now going on 12-hour shifts for all of our employees we anticipate we could be getting 
patients over the next 24 to 36 hours our experience in this situation is that we will have patients coming in 
with trauma they didn't even know they had they may have fallen or tripped and more and more we will see 
psychological trauma people just very upset about this now you said they're sort of been 
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now you said they're sort of been intermittent digging down there because of all of the debris and it was hard 
to find survivors have there been more word from the ems i know you're in constant contact with them down 
there we have heard from ems in the last half hour and some of our paramedics have come back 
approximately i'm told every 45 minutes they stop everything they listen they have special dogs trained to 
listen they believe there are still people that could be alive underneath they're working frantically for those 
individuals and we believe that's going to continue all night real quick let's talk a little bit about some of the 
patients that are coming here we still have areas set up at the new school down here where they can come 
and find out about they're called family centers they can come find out about their family or they can call the 
numbers that you guys have available earlier we talked to a young man came down here tragic story and i'm 
sure there are hundreds of them looking for friends looking for family members you said that there may be a 
a whole sort of effort that comes together that they could call a number how is that going is that coming 
together any better it is the greater new york hospital association association which is all the hospitals in new 
york along with the mayor's office and the office of emergency management of just finishing compiling a list 
of all of the patients that have gone to the hospitals the mayor's office i believe will be announcing a special 
number that people can call and to try to get that information in the meantime people are certainly welcome 
to continue calling us here at this hospital and other hospitals around the city thank you so much good luck 
tonight now there you have it we have 335 here at st vincent unfortunately we have a new death to report 
that means that there are five deaths here at st fences and about 45 to 50 ems police and firefighters also 
being treated here for minor injuries as you heard there have been quite a few injuries to their corneas 
because all of the glass and the debris in the area and they are being told tonight and for tomorrow to wear 


goggles 
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tonight and for tomorrow to wear goggles that's the latest here from saint vincent whitney casey cbs2 whitney 
thank you for that report and we have more on reports of what could have been another deadly strike uh 
marcia kramer broke the story for us tonight a van found in the meadowlands loaded with explosives two 
men arrested marcia kramer standing by with more details on the story marsha well we have we do have 
some more details in fact if you take a look at these pictures you're going to be looking at exclusive cbs2 
pictures of the fbi and port authority police who are surrounding a van it's a white van you can see fbi officials 
taking pictures of the van we're told now that three men who were in the van were arrested they were 
believed to be they were arrested in the meadowlands they were believed to be on their way to do some 
damage to the george washington bridge tonight police commissioner bernard carrick confirmed that the 
three men were arrested by the fbi and point authority although he is denying that the truck had explosives 
nevertheless the car is under arrest there are three people who are under arrest and we have a a sound bite 
now from an eyewitness who saw the arrest going down i saw the van and i saw there was like i saw like five 
people laying on the ground and they were all white guys i saw them one by one they arrested them put 
them in a trooper and they left one by one then after that they started blocking everything off and the bomb 
unit rolled up again we're trying to determine just what their intent was we are told that they may have been 
heading towards the george washington bridge three men under arrest by the fbi they were driving that white 
band you see in the pictures you can see fbi agents and port authority police taking pictures of the ban the 
van has been impounded the three people have been arrested and police believe that they were involved in 
some kind of terrorist plot that had to do with today's events reporting live in some place in lower manhattan 
i'm marcia cramer back to you guys in the studio yeah marcia let me just press you a little 
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marcia let me just press you a little bit more do you know anything else about these these three men that 
you've talked about do we know where they're from any further identification on them we don't know but i can 
tell you that we did we have been getting a lot of conflicting reports now there was a we have an unconfirmed 
report that there was another arrest of a van in hoboken that had some chemicals that were going towards 
the lincoln tunnel again that is unconfirmed but police and fbi have been spreading out all across the city and 
the metropolitan area looking for people who might be suspects or might have had some role either in the 
world trade center bombings or an attempt to take down other landmarks in new york city or the metropolitan 
area okay thank you marcia kramer for that report we want to take you now to lower manhattan where vince 
dementry is standing by now vince understand the efforts are underway now the recovery effort that is is 
underway now there in lower manhattan tell us more about it yeah in full swing right now rescue efforts 
underway we've got some tape to show you so let's let's show it to you right away i don't have the benefit of 
seeing what you're seeing but i'll just tell you what i saw they have dogs out there in the scene as you can 
see an immense amount of rubble and debris heavy equipment moving it out of the way now there are two 
types of dogs in there dogs that can hear any faint sounds of anybody in there trying to call for help or maybe 
gasping for air or moaning in pain then there are also dogs out there that can sniff a human scent also 
rescue workers emergency service from the police department and rescue crews from the fire department 
using heat imaging thermal imaging it's called trying to look through that debris looking for body heat trying to 
give them some type of indication where they can go to try to bring back anybody who may be alive that said 
we were there for a little while heavy equipment going through and at that point they began to find some 
dead bodies once that began to happen 
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that began to happen we were pushed back and i want to stress to you at this point what you're seeing is just 
a microcosm of the entire thing we don't want to suggest in any way that the vast majority of of the people 
here are dead we simply just don't know we've had reports bernard carrick has said himself the police 
commissioner he knows for a fact that there are people alive we've reported that people have come out of 
this alive they've been taken to local hospitals so let's all keep the faith yes there are dead just how many we 
don't know and we won't know probably for days to come as we come back live here on an unrelated issue i i 
just have to tell you new yorkers have pulled together as they always do in such tragedies but something that 
just you know i just found out five minutes ago is just unbelievable are fire trucks all over the area here 
obviously down at the end there was one of the big equipment fire trucks that had all the big saws and 
everything in there hard to believe a man was arrested because he was trying to steal equipment from the 
back of the fire truck so for all the great new yorkers we have and there are a ton of them you just shake your 
head at somebody like this how you how could you do that in a situation like this is beyond me and i'm sure 
beyond all of you live in lower manhattan i'm vince dimitry back to you at the studio vince let's see if you can 
just clear up a few things for us so we had heard reports earlier tonight that that work actually would begin 
tomorrow that they really had to go through those buildings to check for structural problems and everything 
else that would be of concern for safety is there any work being done right now we heard earlier that the 
mayor said the two people had already been pulled out of the rubble what work is actually being done tonight 
is the tape that you saw they're actually trying to make their way to the many buildings that have collapsed or 
have been damaged with the debris in the street first and foremost you have to do with the big bulldozers is 
clear the cars and any vehicles that are that are in the way get those out of the way and try to get those big 
giant mounds of debris of which there are many many mounds of debris try your best use the thermal heat 
imaging to make sure that

thermal heat imaging to make sure that there are no live bodies in there get that out of the way and then 
literally foot by foot get in there firemen are going on some of the the more mountainous areas the only way i 
can describe it of the rubble 20 30 feet high trying to climb above that once that's done it's just doing it foot 
by foot and they get closer to the buildings then they can check the structural damage but at this point i got to 
believe that a lot of this for the fire department has been throwing caution to the wind in their own situation i 


mean because let's face it it's still a very unstable situation they still don't know many of the buildings 
surrounding in fact there are still some buildings behind us you can still see smoke there's still buildings on 
fire back there yes so these men are literally men and women are going in there and they are risking their 
lives because they don't know if anything else any other buildings are going to come down around them and 
quite a number of people too vince is that number correct the mayor said there were about two thousand 
rescue workers easy easy you know you're looking at that whole entire area you know a lot of people realize 
you're looking at 125 115 story building and you're looking at blocks you're not just talking about one situated 
centered area you're talking blocks and of course with seven world trade center which was standing earlier 
next to the silver building behind me going down you've got all that plus you've got other buildings on fire you 
have to be concerned with there's a lot so yeah they're going to need two thousand they're probably going to 
need ten thousand by by sun up right big job thank you vince dimentary for that report too it has been 15 
hours now since the disaster that was the way we all begin our day hazel sanchez has a look at the timeline 
for us it was just before nine o'clock this morning the work day was getting underway in lower manhattan 
when what would become the nation's most horrific terrorist attack began american airlines flight 11 from 
boston bound for l.a crashes into tower number

bound for l.a crashes into tower number one of the world trade center 92 people were on board just 18 
minutes later before reality could set in the unimaginable a second plane american airlines flight 77 from d.c 
bound for l.a crashes into tower two 64 were on board minutes later president bush in sarasota florida calls 
the crash an apparent terrorist attack pledging the full force of the u.s government will track down those 
responsible federal buildings are evacuated around the country authorities are on alert coast to coast about 
40 minutes after the towers were struck the nation learns that terrorism will spread beyond manhattan an 
aircraft crashes into the pentagon one side of the structure collapses in the fiery blaze quick to respond the 
federal aviation administration shuts down all air traffic nationwide shortly after 10 as the rescue efforts 
continue tower number two collapses around the same time united airlines flight 93 from newark bound for 
san francisco crashes near pittsburgh and united also confirms a second plane flight 175 crashing into an 
unknown location on its way from boston to l.a 110 people on board those aircraft then at 10 28 the second 
tower collapses and manhattan's skyline changes forever as do the lives of an entire nation the federal 
emergency management agency has sent nearly 600 rescue specialists to the world trade center they are 
trained in finding victims in this disastrous event we also have guided missile cruisers on their way here as 
well and two aircraft carriers to deal with any air or sea threats and what many of us have witnessed today is 
terrorism as we've never seen before and and even some 15 hours after the fact it is hard for us to grasp the 
reality of it all but there is at least a glimmer of hope tonight reports of calls from possible survivors trapped in 
the rubble people 
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survivors trapped in the rubble people making phone calls from their personal cell phones we're told a victim 
described as a businessman called his family saying he was trapped with several others including a police 
officer the big question though at this hour how long can folks that are trapped underneath that rubble 
survive right now we have no estimate of that time frame but perhaps the mayor said it best tonight it is the 
will of god back to you angela ernie okay thank you hazel kirsten cole is live at chelsea piers where a triage 
center has been set up there kirsten that's right angela chelsea piers here tonight has been a staging area all 
night long for emergency workers who were working their way through the the rubble down there and also 
hoping for survivors waiting to treat them they themselves in many instances had to be treated as we just got 
some numbers at approximately 150 to 200 emts paramedics other emergency workers who've been having 
to deal with all of this concrete dust the abrasions to the cornea all of the asthma attacks that are happening 
the breathing difficulties just from being around that rubble 150 to 200 of them have been treated here at a 
temporary staging area at chelsea piers the sky rink they had about 500 nurses they also had about another 
350 doctors on hand dealing with this this was an emergency triage area they are beginning to step down 
tonight because of the difficulties in seeing and getting this operation going down at the world trade towers 


where the world trade towers once stood i should say and while they are waiting to see if they can get any 
survivors out the trickle that we've seen the steady stream of emergency workers who needed to be treated 
has definitely been dropping down so things are getting a little bit quieter here tonight and of course they're 
expecting at first light tomorrow when they hopefully will have more luck in getting to these people and 
removing much more of that debris so that they can actually get to them as vinstimentry has said hopefully 
then they will begin doing even more work up here at chelsea piers which has been an emergency staging 
area and an 
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an emergency staging area and an emergency triage area all night long that's what we have going on from 
chelsea piers and what we've been seeing from this vantage point along the west side highway is all of these 
trucks coming out many of them laid in down with firefighters and other emergency workers who are 
hopefully heading home or getting a little bit of rest before they dig in for us a couple of things we also want 
to add to you before we we say good night for a while these are some of the important points that we wanted 
to tell you about 30 new york city police officers are reported missing and we also want to just tell you now i 
was told that we're going to president bush uh for more information do we have another uh live statement 
from the president no this is a statement i believe he had earlier okay so then we're going to repeat that what 
we heard earlier from the president as he spoke to us this evening let's listen good evening today our fellow 
citizens our way of life our very freedom came under attack in a series of deliberate and deadly terrorist acts 
the victims were in airplanes or in their offices secretaries businessmen and women military and federal 
workers moms and dads friends and neighbors thousands of lives were suddenly ended by evil despicable 
acts of terror the pictures of airplanes flying into buildings fires burning huge huge structures collapsing have 
filled us with disbelief terrible sadness and a quiet unyielding anger these acts of mass murder were intended 
to frighten our nation into chaos and retreat but they have failed our country is strong a great people has 
been moved to defend a great nation terrorist attacks can shake the foundations of our biggest buildings but 
they cannot touch the foundation of 
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but they cannot touch the foundation of america these acts shatter steel but they cannot dent the steel of 
american resolve america was targeted for attack because we're the brightest beacon for freedom and 
opportunity in the world and no one will keep that light from shining today our nation saw evil the very worst 
of human nature and we responded with the best of america with the daring of our rescue workers with the 
caring of for strangers and neighbors who came to give blood and help in any way they could immediately 
following the first attack i implemented our government's emergency response plans our military is powerful 
and it's prepared our emergency teams are working in new york city and washington dc to help with local 
rescue efforts our first priority is to get help to those who have been injured and to take every precaution to 
protect our citizens at home and around the world from further attacks the functions of our government 
continue without interruption federal agencies in washington which had to be evacuated today are reopening 
for essential personnel tonight and will be open for business tomorrow our financial institutions remain strong 
and the american economy will be open for business as well the search is underway for those who are 
behind these evil acts i've directed the full resources of our intelligence and law enforcement communities to 
find those responsible and to bring them to justice we will make no distinction between the terrorists who 
committed these acts and those who harbor them i appreciate so very much the members of congress who 
have joined me in strongly condemning these attacks and on behalf of the american people i thank the many 
world leaders who have called to offer their condolences 
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called to offer their condolences and assistance america and our friends and allies join with all those who 
want peace and security in the world and we stand together to win the war against terrorism tonight i ask for 
your prayers for all those who grieve for the children whose worlds have been shattered for all whose sense 


of safety and security has been threatened and i pray they will be comforted by a power greater than any of 
us spoken through the ages in psalm 23 even though i walk through the valley of the shadow of death i fear 
no evil for you are with me this is a day when all americans from every walk of life unite in our resolve for 
justice and peace america has stood down any enemies before and we will do so this time none of us will 
ever forget this day yet we go forward to defend freedom and all that is good and just in our world thank you 
good night and god bless america yes god bless america president bush uh speaking earlier this evening 
talking about his top priorities he talked about helping the injured protecting our citizens no interruption and 
services our business will continue he said reassuring the american people that everything in his words will 
be okay and he also talked earlier today about this being a test and that we will pass the test he said uh 
there are some points that we wanted to make we started to tell you about that just before we went to the 
president 30 new york city police officers are now reported missing two port authority officers are pulled from 
the wreckage that's really a great piece of news tonight more than 300 firefighters are still missing this 
evening now three officers were taken to a saint vincent hospital more than a thousand people have been 
hospitalized so far and 2600 people treated at a mobile 
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and 2600 people treated at a mobile triage center across the hudson at liberty state park in jersey city and 
the injured have been sent as far away as a hospital in toms river new jersey also new york city schools will 
be closed wednesday along with jersey city and bayonne schools they will also be closed tomorrow hudson 
river crossings are to be closed wednesday toward manhattan and rescue efforts are now underway at the 
world trade center searching for the injured and that sort of gets us to vince dimitry who is live on the scene 
there vince can you hear us vince okay okay vince go ahead yep all right we're live on west street now as 
you can see there is a log jam you can see all these generators for the lights they're going to need dozens if 
not hundreds of these we're going to swing around here to our right look north up west street hard for you to 
see tons of heavy equipment bulldozers backhoes as far as the eye can see maybe a block block and a half 
away we also shot some tape for you earlier of heavy equipment being brought in to the scene bulldozers i'm 
also understanding that the military is bringing in some of its heavy equipment private construction is bringing 
in its heavy equipment you can't get enough equipment in here to get as much of this debris away as 
possible that is first and foremost before they can really get down to trying to get to the business of rescuing 
those trapped and then of course the flip side is recovering those who did not make it still you know just a 
very surreal scene behind me as you can see still plumes of smoke building still on fire a back jam here until 
they can be able to get them in one by one the last thing they want to do here is and this is and this is very 
important there are a multitude of departments here obviously the new york city police department and the fbi 
are heading up this whole thing with the fire department so what they want to do is bring everything in slowly 
the last thing you want is a log jam 
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want is a log jam all in there with people going every which way it looks like chaos but believe me there is a 
plan here and it is being done very very well under these unbelievable circumstances live in lower manhattan 
i've instrumentary back to you in the studio okay vince thank you for your report and uh thank you to all of 
our reporters in the field today people working behind the scenes on a very difficult day it has been a tragic 
day for new york and for america uh the story of course is not over yet the big push continues the rescue 
effort to find the survivors to help the injured the cleanup and of course to deal with the the human and also 
the personal tragedy that belongs to each and every one of us and we here at cbs 2 are keeping all of you 
everyone in new york in our prayers but for the firemen and the police officers and the ems personnel still 
missing you hold a special place in our heart and we are praying especially hard for your families uh cbs 
news will continue the coverage and the cbs 2 information network will return at 4 am have a good evening
